Official reports from Canada show 
that this country’s commercial relations 
with that highly loyal province are ina 
very satisfactory state, even without 
reciprocity. For the year ending June 
30, 1904, as compared with 1903, there 
has been a decline in Canadian exports 
of over $12,000,000, and an increase of 
over $17,000,000 in imports. The 
imports are mostly from the United 
States, while the decline in exports is 


owing to a falling off of sales in Eng- 
land, 

The assurance with which great 
enterprises are being undertaken, 
involving the expenditure of many 
millions of dollars, is evidence that 


confidence prevails among all ciasses of 
men as regards the future, and that the 
country has settled. down to the conclu- 
sion that there will be neither a change 
of government or of politics. A mil- 
lion dollar power plant on the banks of 
the Susquehanna river at York Haven, 
Pa., has just been started. It will 
furnish power and light for a number 
of nearby cities. There has been a 
great merger of traction lines in Ohio, 
and a mortgage authorized of $750,000. 


A half million acres of land, now 
desert, are to be reclaimed ino the 
Imperial Valley, in California. About 


$7,000,000 is to be invested in trolley 
lines and a system of parks in western 
Massachusetts and northern Connecti- 
cut. A gigantic station on the Con- 
necticut river, at Greenfield, will feed 
the wires with power which will run 
all over the two states. Many other 
similar enterprises might be noticed, 
all going to show that capital considers 
the future as assured.

The special agent visited 413 establish- 
ments and found absent on Monday but 
511 of 39,761 males over 16 years of age 
employed on the previous Saturday. 
The per cent. is 1.29. The employers 
who have changed the pay day from 
Saturday to the middle of the week 
report a great improvement in this 
respect. The man who knows that his 
position depends on his reporting for 
work on the morning immediately fol- 
lowing pay day appears far more likely 
to keep sober than when a full day or 
day and a half intervenes. Saturday} 
nights and Sundays have proved in very 
many instances the opportunity to in- 
dulge in anexcess of liquor drinking 
and its accompaniments, and the money 
secured on Saturday for the week wages 
has been squandered, but the payment 
in the middle of the week seems break 
in upon this with good results as above 
stated.—Gloucester Times.

WOMAN WAS ARMED 


Shot at Masked Man Who At- 
tempted to Hold Her Up 


SEQUEL TO BIG ROBBERY 


Family of Aged Doctor Who 
Lost $5000 In a Confidence 
Game Threatened With Death 
If They Do Not “Let Up” 


New Milford, Conn., Sept. 1.—This 
entire section is aroused over what ap- 
pears to be a new chapter in the story 
of the assault upon Dr. Henry Hart- 
well, an aged resident of Judd’s Bridge, 
and the robbery of $5000 which he had 
drawn from a local bank with which to 
buy bonds offered to him at a bargain 
price by a smooth-talking stranger a 
week ago last Friday. 

Mrs. G. C. Spencer, daughter of Dr. 
Hartwell, and wife of a clergyman of 
Greenwich, was stopped on the high- 
way yesterday afternoon near her 
father’s home by a masked man and 
three times shot at. One of the bullets 
touched her dress, but in no way 
harmed her. Mrs. Spencer, who for 
some days has been carrying a revolver 
because of threatening letters received 
by the Hartwell family, returned the 
fire at the man, but probably did not hit 
him, although he jumped into the 
bushes and disappeared. 

Mrs. Speneer continued on her way 
home and reported the incident and, 
accompanied by her husband, returned 
to town and informed Sheriff McMahon 
of the shooting. A number of citizens 
were called upon to go out in search 
of the masked man and all carried 
guns when they went into the woods. 

That the assault on Mrs. Spencer 
was premeditated is shown by the 
story told by Miss May Geldin, a 
neighbor. She says that during the 
forenoon, when about a quarter of a 
mile from the Hartwell place, a roughly 
dressed man stepped out of a patch of 
wood and, approaching her, asked if 
she were “Miss Hartwell.” On receiv- 
ing a negative reply the stranger 
walked away, and Miss Geldin hurried 
home and reported the incident. The at- 
tack on Mrs. Spencer occurred later. 

The letters sent to members of the 
Hartwell family and directly to Dr. 
Hartwell are identical. They state 
that “if you don't let up on this matter 
(the robbery of Dr. Hartwell) and call 
off your constables and sheriff, we will 
kill you and the constables and sheriff 
as well, all of whom we know.” 

At first the family did not think 
any direct threat was made, but now all 
are very much frightened. When the 
letters came it was thought that the 
confidence men who sent Dr. Hartwell 
some typewritten letters the day after 
the robbery were sending a second lot 
as a matter of course.

All Butcher Workmen Calied Out 


Chicago, Sept. 1—Orders have been

The order, if observed, will affect 
large plants in several cities. Alto- 
gether, union officials assert that 15,000 
men will go out and the meat supply 
will be seriously crippled.

THROWING THE DICE. 


The Ancient Germans Were Furious 
Gamblers at This Game. 

The invention of dice has been of old 
ascribed to Palamedes, the son of 
Nauplius, king of Enboea, about 1244 
B. C., and also te a Greek soldier nam- 
ed Alea, which ts the Latin for a die, 
but Herodotus assigns both dice and 
chess to the Lydians. 

The ancient Germans would gamble 
away at dice all that they were worth 
and then their liberty, submitting to 
slavery if they lost, and the Saxons, 
Danes and Normans were all addicted 
to the game. Fox Talbot is of opin- 
fon that the Latins invented, if not 
the game, at least the name for the 
single point, which they called unus. 
The Germanic races, adopting this 
practice from the Greeks, translated 
the Greek corruption of unus into ass, 
which has now become ace. The root 
of this word lies in the Latin as, the 
monetary unit. 

John of Selisbury in the twelfth 
century mentions ten different uses of 
the dice. Stow mentions two enter 
tainments given by the city of London 
at which dice were in evidence.—Lon 
don Telegraph. 


THE BIRD’S SONG. 


It Is Produced by a Unique Voice 
Organ In the Syrinx. 

Birds have no vocal chords in the 
larynx, but they possess a unique voice 
organ in the syrinx, which is provided 
with what are really vocal chords of a 
very effective and complicated kind. 
This syrinx lies in the lower part of 
the windpipe and the upper part of the 
branching bronchi, but varies much in 
its exact position and details of struc- 
ture in different birds. 

Briefly it consists of a varying num- 
ber of muscles, as many as from five 
to seven being found in the best song- 
sters, attached to folds of membrane 
and the bony half rings, which at this 
part of the throat form a sort of en- 
larged Adam's apple. 

Distinctness of the several muscles 
and the mode of their insertion indl- 
eate a bird’s musical capability. The 
syrinx of the skylark and nightingale, 
for instance, is a marvel of adjusted 
muscle and membrane, while, on the 
other hand, the ostrich and some yul- 
tures have no voice organ, the pigeon 
has but little to show, and the common 
fowl bas no muscles to modulate its 
ery. 


clad Roman Hairpins. 

That deadly implement, the hatpin ot 
modern times, is a descendant of an 
equally formidable toilet article used 
by Roman women. The Aspasias and 
Julias and Claudias who decked them- 
selves a couple of thousand years or 
more ago, to the undoing of the par- 
ticular Balbus or Marcus they desired 
to fascinate, wore bone hairpins of 
prodigious length. Yet, like the wo- 
men of this present time, they seem to 
have experienced the same difficulty in 
keeping them in place. This fact came 
to light during excavations at Silches- 
ter, near Reading, England, a hundred 
or so of these bone hairpins being 
found in the Roman bath, collected 
maybe by the bath attendant, to prove 
all these centuries later that there is 
nothing new under the sun and that in 
all ages the same little foibles have 
been possessed by women. 


The Dragon Fly's Eggs. 

Any one who has watched a dragon 
fly fiftting about the surface of small, 
reedy ponds or near the shores of 
large ones during the summer and ear- 
ly fall months has noticed its fre- 
quent dipping of the extremity of its 
long bod® in the water as it skims 
along. The dragon fly thus engaged ts 
always the female, and every time she 
dips her body in the water she de 
posits an egg. The specific gravity of 
the egg is such that it sinks to the 
bottom among the weeds.

JAPAN'S ARMY GENIUS. 


Record of Baron Kodama, Chief 
of Staff to Oyama. 


BCION OF GOOD FIGHTING STOOK. 


William E. Curtis Says Field Mar- 
shal Oyama Considers His Assistant 
One of the World's Shrewdest Strat- 
egists—His Arrangement For Locat- 


ing Japanese and Russian Forces. 


Everybody agrees that the genius of 
the Russo-Japanese war is 
Baron Kodama, recently assistant 
chief of the general staff, and now 
chief of staff to Field Marshal Oyama, 
commander in chief of the Japanese 
army in the field, says William E. 
Curtis, the Chicago Record-Herald's 
correspondent writing from Tokyo. 
Kodama was formerly assistant min- 
ister of war, then minister of the in- 
terior, and is now governor general 
of Formosa, on leave of absence, hav- 
ing been called to Tokyo at the out- 
set of the war because, while assistant 
minister of war some years ago, he

churia. After serving in Tokyo for six 
months and carrying out his plans con-

General Baron Kodama is about fifty 
years old, and a descendant of a Sa- 
murai or knight of feudal times. He is 
therefore of good fighting stock, and he 
has made a brilliant record as a sol- 
| dier, bearing honorable wounds re- 


| ceived in Korea some years ago, where

mold, unable to move a muscle of the 
upper portion of his body. His patience 
and courage have been talked about 
ever since. His left arm is helpless. 
Otherwise he is in perfect health and 
is the hardest worked man in Japan. 
He has spent from sixteen to eighteen 
hours a day at the general staff build- 
ing. He has read every report that 
has been received and every dispatch 
that has been sent from ‘Tokyo con- 
cerning the army in the field, and has 
dictated most of the orders from the 
war department at Tokyo to the com- 
manders in the field. Although Field 


| Marshal Oyama is in good health and 
| his mental vigor is unimpaired, he re- 
| fers everything 


to his assistant be- 
cause he recognizes his superior abil- 
ity and considers him the shrewdest or 
one of the shrewdest strategists in the 
world today. 

Baron Kodama looks more like a 
Frenchman than a Japanese. Except 
his diminutive size, hg@is entirely un- 
Japanese in aaneacentt He is small 
and slignt, Weighing not nore than 
120 pounds. His scanty hair is iron 
gray. His mustache and goatee, which 
he wears in the French style, are al- 
most white. His skin is tanned like 
leather from great exposure and has 
the weatherbeaten appearance notice- 
able in sailors and old campaigners. 
His eyes are keen, but kindly, and 
He has a quick, 
nervous manner and a hearty laugh. 
He speaks no English or French, but 
reads the latter language imperfectly. 
Lieutenant Tanaka, an aid-de-camp, 
who speaks both English and French 
fluently, is always at his side to in- 
terpret conversations. No reports’ are 
given out without the approval of Ko- 
In fact, he is Japan as far as 
the army is concerned. 

He has an assistant of his own kind 
in Major General Fukushima, a man of 
great ability, energy and learning, 
whom many consider the equal of his 
ehief. Fukushima has ridden from one 
end of Manchuria to the other. He 
knows every road and stream, every 
mountain and valley, every town and 
hamlet and can make a chart of the 
country with his eyes shut. 

Fukushima and Kodama work as 
one and are entirely in sympathy. 
Among other duties Fukushima looks 
after a curious chart which hangs in 
Kodama’'s oftice. The headquarters of 
the general staff are in a two story 
villa, built for the residence of a for- 
eigner about twenty years ago, just 
outside the walls that inclose the park 
of the imperial palace. Within every- 
thing is severely simple. 

Kodama’s room is the plainest of all. 
It is uncarpeted, entirely without orna- 
ment, and the only furniture is an In- 
dianapolis roll top desk, an ordinary 
kitchen table and half a dozen hard 
bottom chairs. The table is covered 
with maps and charts, and upon the 
wall is a rack of beautiful Japanese 
cabinet work divided into narrow little 
slits, each of which contains a piece of 
cardboard inscribed with Japanese 
characters, While no foreigner or oth- 
er person unacquainted with the Japa- 
nese language can appreciate the sig- 
nificance of this curious arrangement, 
to Kodama and Fukushima it means 
everything. Each slip of pasteboard 


represents a regiment, each line of 
compartments a brigade, each block 


of lines a division, and the entire rack 
stands for the Japanese army in Man- 
churia. Over the wires every morning 
come reports of the location and fight- 
ing strength of the different regiments, 
and the little strips of cardboard in 
this curious arrangement are changed 
accordingly, so that by a single glance 
Baron Kodama can see what troops 
are available and where they are locat- 
ed. 

In a drawer of the table is another 
chart, not visible to the ordinary vis- 
itor, upon which is kept as accurately 
as possible a similar representation of 
the strength and location of the Rus- 
sian armies, based upon information 
received daily from the spies and 
scouts which the Japanese have sta- 
tioned in every village and hamlet 
throughout all Manchuria.

Conductors ae in 
Transfer Frauds. 


Fred McGowan and Bert Burrell, the 
two Old Colony street railway con- 
ductors arrested by the state police last 
week for being concerned in the 
transfer frauds, will spend the next 
twenty days in the House of Correction 
at Dedham. 

The specific charge against the two 
men was larceny. They were arraigned 
in court last week and held until this 
morning for a hearing. John W. 
McAnarney appeared for the defendants 
this morning while District Attorney 
represented the government, 

Contrary to expectations, and to the 
disappointment of the court spectators, 
there was no hearing. When the case 
was called the defendants retracted 
their plea of not guilty and entered a 
plea of nolo-contendre. ‘The court ac- 
cepted this plea and sentenced each to 
twenty days in the House of Correction.

Small Pox. 
The small pox epidemic in North 
Adams is said to be beyond the con- 


trol of the Board of Health, and is 
causing a reign of terror. Ten new 
cases were reported yesterday, making 
thirty-four cases in the pest house, 
which is full, and there are about 
thirty persons suspected of having the 
dread disease in the detention hospital. 
There have been several deaths. 

Yesterday the Board of Health com- 
manded the police to prevent anyone 
excepting physicians and police officials 
from walking on Reed and Rand streets, 
two thoroughfares on the edge of the 
city. Seven cases were reported on 
Reed street in a German family, the 
father and mother and five children be- 
ing striken at the same time. 

The house was quickly quarantined 


and the family removed to the pest 
house. Within a few minutes three 
more cases were reported on Rand 


street, making ten cases for the day. 


—According to the declaration of the 
superintendent of Police in Chicago 
there is immediate need of 2000 extra 
policemen, for crime is everywhere and 
there has been a regular epidemic of it 


for the past two months. This is 
owing it is said to the strike in that 
city. — 


How to Broil a Chop or Steak. 
Few housewives understand the art 
of broiling, and consequently chops and 
steaks are often robbed of their deli- 


eate flavor by frying ina pan. <A steak 
or chop properly broiled should have 


a thin, well browned crust. Beyond 
this crust the meat should be red and 
juicy, hardly a shade less done in the 
middle than near the surface. If the 
broiling is to be done on a range have 
the fire very bright and clear. Open 
every draft that smoke and flame may 
be drawn up the chimney. Place the 
piece of meat in the double broiler and 
hold it as near the coals as possible 
until the surface is brown, turning fre- 
quently. It will take three or four 
minutes for this. Now raise the broiler 
several inches above the bed of coals 
and continue the cooking until the 
meat is done. The broiler must be 
turned often. <A good rule is to count 
ten slowly, then turn the broiler. A 
steak or chop cut a little more than.an 
inch thick will cook nicely in ten miin- 
utes. If liked well done, it should be 
cooked for twelve minutes. 


How to Make Damp Rooms Dry. 

A damp cupboard or stereroom is 
practically useless, but the damp may 
easily be banished. The plan is to put 
a box or bucket of lime in the cupboard 
or storeroom, as the case may be. The 
lime will absorb the damp and thus 
render the air quite dry. The lime 
must be renewed from time to time as 
it loses its power. 


How to Make Toilet Waters. 
Toilet waters can easily be made at 
home, For violet water put a quarter 
of a pound of fresh picked sweet vio- 
lets, together with their weight of pure 
alcohol, into a large bottle. Cork, and 
shake the bottle every day for one 
week. Then add a quarter of a pound 
of water, filter and bottle for use. Lav- 
ender water is made by slowly steeping 
for one hour in a covered farina boiler 
one pound of fresh lavender with one 
pint of water. On its removal from the 
fire add two quarts of alcohol, filter 
and bottle for use. One of the most de- 
lightful home made toilet waters is 
cherry laurel water. Bruise one ounce 
of bay leaves and add to them a half 
pint of water. Steep slowly for one 
hour in a farina boiler. Take it from 
the fire and add one quart of lavender 
water. Filter and bottle for use. 
How to Keep Batter Firm, 
Place your butter in a basin and 
cover it with water to within an inch 
or two of the top; add a piece of salt 
the size of a hazel nut; cut off por- 
tions daily. Butter treated in this way 
will keep firm and fresh for days. 


How to Test Ventilation. 

A very simple way to tell whether 
your room is properly ventilated is to 
place a wide necked bottle of water 
into which you have put half an eunce 
of limewater somewhere in the room, 
letting it remain there uncovered over- 
hight. If in the morning the limewa- 
ter is milky the ventilation is very bad 
Indeed. If the limewater becomes 
milky on your covering the bottle 
mouth with your hand and shaking the 
vessel the ventilation is not sufficiently 
good. If the limewater remains clear 
the air of that room is pure.

The company refused to grant their 
request in this respect, claiming that 
as it was a public service corporation 
it had no right to discriminate between 
union and non-union men. The com- 
pany however were and always have 
been ready to meet any committee of 
theiremployes to adjust any grievances, 
the only stipulation being that they 
were actual employes.

‘Those that were taken to hospital were 
sent home after their injuries had been 
dressed.

Thirty-two Propositions Received 
From Companies Employing Chi- 
nese—Japanese Offer Furnish 
Skilled Mechanics 


For Small Sums, 


to 
and Laborers 


Since the announcement that one of 
the most serious problems facing the 
Panama canal commission is the ques- 
tion of labor hundreds of propositions 
have come to the commission from in- 
dividuals and contractors all over the 
world offering to furnish suitable la- 
borers in any quantity desired to dig 
the canal, says the Washington cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald. 

The commission has nearly complet- 
ed plans for improving sanitary condi- 
tions on the isthmus, which was con- 
sidered a matter of primary impor- 
tance, and attention now been 
turned toward the labor question. 

Thirty-two propositions have been re

ceived from companies employing Chi- | 


nese labor, offering to furnish the gov- 
ernment coolies to be employed on the 
canal at a cost of 62 cents a day for 
each laborer. The companies guaran- 
tee to feed and clothe the laborers 
their propositions contemplating the 
importation to Panama of large quanti. 


ties of clothes worn by the Chinese at} 


home, together with cargoes of rice and} 


such other articles of food as they ure] ¢ ipital. 


accustomed to. It is also proposed te 
construct bumboo houses for the Chi- 
nese laborers, 
to return the bodies of all Chinese whe 
may die on the isthmus to their native 
country unless death should be caused 
by contagious disease. 

Another proposition has 
mitted to the department by 
ant Charles O. Thomas, Jr., of the 
quartermaster’s department, U. 5S. A., 
who recently supervised the construc- 
tion of the military post at Batangas, 
Philippine Islands, and who is now su- 
pervising the construction of the new 
post at Los Banos. Lieutenant Thomas} 
recently asked authority to take 2,000 
Filipino laborers to work on the canal. 
He offered to supply skilled carpenters 
at $1.50 a day and rations, stone ma- 
sons at $1 a day and rations and labor- 
ers at 75 cents a day and rations. He 
reports that he has employed Filipino 
labor almost entirely in the construc- 
tion of military posts and roads in the 
Philippines and that it has proved ex- 
ceptionally efficient. The secretary of 
war has forwarded the proposition to 
Admiral Walker, and should the com- 
mission decide to accept the offer Lieu- 
tonent Thomas will he given permis- 
sion to bring his 2,000 Filipinos to Pan- 
ama and put them to work on the 
canal, 

Similar propositions have been re- 
ceived from Japan, the Japanese offer- 
ing to furnish skilled mechanics at a 
stipend of $1 a day and laborers at 65 
cents a day. 

The Porto Ricans are particularly 
anxious to assist in the construction of 
Uncle Sam's great ditch. Thousands of 
applications have been received from 
Porto Rico requesting employment. It 
has been urged as a reason why Porto 
Rican labor should be employed that 
the island is today impoverished and 
that it would be a gracious thing on 
the part of Uncle Sam to employ Porto 
Ricans, thus furnishing the idle on the 
island employment, which in turn 
would furnish relief to thousands of 
families that are now practically desti- 
tute. It is also urged that the Porto 
Ricans are acclimated and would thus 
prove more efficient and valuable to the 
government than laborers brought from 
the States. 

It is understood that a majority of 
the commission are opposed to employ- 
ing foreign labor on the canal. They 
believe that as far as possible Ameri- 
can workmen should be employed. 

Admiral Walker believes that, as the 
canal is to be an American enterprise, 
American labor, as far as practicable, 
should be employed and that this labor 
should be properly compensated.

CONFESSED THEFT (VERY HARMONIOUS 


Savings Bank Treasurer Helped 


Himself to Funds 


A SHORTAGE OF $12,000 


Kept It Hidden by Fictitious Se- 
ries of Deposits on the Books 
--Aged Official Sent to Jail In 
Default of $10,000 Bonds 


Watertown, Mass., Sept. 2.—Nathan 
A. Frye, for eight years the treasurer 
of the Watertown Savings bank, is 
charged with embezzling $12,000 from 
the bank. Accordlig to officials of the 
institution, Frye, who is about 65 years 
of age, has the larceny. 
Late yesterday afterncon he was ar- 
raigned in court at Waltham, and was 
held in $10,000 for the grand jury. He 
appeared yery much affected when, 
upon being asked +o plead, he replied 
that he was not guilty and then waived 
examination. 

Although the warrant upon which the 
treasurer was taken in custody de- 
clares*that Frye converted the total 
amount of $12,000 upon Jan. 1, this year, 
the bank officials say that the larceny 
was distributed over a period of four 
years. he shortage came to light only 
a few days ago through a discovery by 
the bank’s additor that the trial balance 
statement did not agree with the ag- 
gregate of deposits in the bank. This 
led to a careful investigation and Frye 
was confronted with the facts. There- 
upon, it is claimed, he confessed to 
taking a total of $12,000, hiding the 
shortage by means of creating a ficti- 
tious series of deposits on the books. 

When the condition of affairs became 
known the bank officials conferred 
with the state police and also with the 
savings bank commissioners. An ex- 
amination of the bank’s securities was 
made, but they were found to be intact. 
Frye was technically placed under ar- 
rest Wednesday, but he was not 
formally taken into custody until yes- 
terday afternoon, when all the circum- 
stances in connection with the 
were in the possession of the authert- | 
ties. 

Charles W. Stcne, town treasurer "| 
Watertown, who is vice president of 
the savings bank affected, stated that 
the security of the institution is not at 
all influenced by tue defalcation. He 
said that the treasurer had filed a bond 
for $20,000 with the bank. He added 
that the deposits were as high as $1,- 
200,000 and that one half of that amount 
could be raised at once on the institu- 
tion’s securities, if such were found 
necessary. 

After Frye’s arraignment in court 
he was removed to the county jail at 
Cambridge, being unable to secure 
bondsmen. Frye’s home is in Cam- 
bridge, his family consisting of a wife 
and several children. 

The following statement has been is- 
sued by Bank Examiner Otis: 

“The affairs of the bank are other- 
wise in excellent condition and the de- 
positors should have no apprehension 
whatever as to safety of their deposits 
in the institution. The negotiable 
bonds and securities of the bank, ag- 
gregating nearly $600,000 in value, have 
this day been examined at the safe de- 
posit yault in Boston and found intact. 
The conditions of the bank at the close 
of the day’s business shows that the 
deposits and funds at hand amount to 
$1,424,568.55.” 


Prince Charged With Misrule 

Rome, Sept. 2.—Prince George of 
Greece arrived here in strictest in- 
cognito, desiring to test the ground for 
the petition of the inhabitants of the 
island of Crete asking for bis removal 
because of alleged misrule, which will 
be heard before the Italian foreign 
minister, assisted by the Russian, 
French and British ambassadors, 
who have charge of the supervision of 
affairs in the island.

How to Make Wafiles, 
One cupful of cold boiled rice passed

and sweet milk enough to bind. First 
rub the butter into the sugar, sift to- 
gether flour, salt and baking powder.

Fighting Estimated at Fifty 


Thousand Men 


London, Sept. 2.—Yesterday’s news 
from the seat of war closed with the 
| receipt of two dispatches, giving in- 
| formation of a most significant char- 
| acter, as bearing on the domination of 
Manchuria at the close of the present 
campaign. ‘The first came from a 
press correspondent at St. Petersburg, 
filed there at 10:16 p. m., and said that 
General Kuropatkin had witsdrawn 
his whole army to the right bank of the 
| Taitse river, so as to meet General Ku- 
roki's flanking movement. ‘The infer- 
ence drawn from this dispatch was that 
Liaoyang had been evacuated, that 
city lying on the left bank of the river. 

Nothing to confirm this was received 
until several hours later, when a dis- 
patch from the press correspondent at 
St. Petersburg, dated Sept. 2, and 
timed at 1:26 this morningysaid that 
“the news of the evacuation of Liao- 
yang and the withdrawal of the Rus- 
sian army to the right bank of the 
Taitse river’ had caused intense ‘ex- 
citement and disappointment. 

Late Thursday night the St. Peters- 
burg press correspondent obtained an 
opinion from the war office that the 
withdrawal to the right bank of the 
Taitse river became necessary so that 
the Russlans would be able to repel a 
biow in that direction and that General 
KuropatkIn’s movement was the carry- 
jing out of a well defined idea, rather 
| than a retreat. 
| The same dispatch points out, with 

notable lack of comment, that the Jap- 
anese took advantage of Kuropatkin'r 
withdrawal to occupy the city of Lixo- 
yang. 

The second dispatch, which may have 
a significant bearing on the campaign, 
is fhat filed at Mukden at 9:27 p. m. 
yesterday, stating that the train ser- 
vice between Mukden and Liaoyang 
was interrupted, and it may mean the 
eutting of railroad communication, 
which would deprive Kuropatkin of an 
opportunity to retreat to his more 
northern base at Mukden. As pointed 
out in the St. Petersburg dispatch, the 
Mukden correspondent does not men- 
tion whether the telegraphic com- 
munications are open. 

All the dispatches agree that the last 
three days have witnessed the most 
desperate fighting in the world’s his- 
tory. The slaughter in the early hours 
of Thursday, and especially during the 
retreat, when the Russians had to cross 
| the River Taitse under a withering ar- 
| tillery fire, is described as something 
| fearful. ‘The total losses are estimated 
at 50,000. 

A dispatch from Tokio, filed there at 
|2 p. m. yesterday, said that popular 
| estimates of the date of the fall of Port 
| Arthur inclined to the Jast week in 
| September. , 
| Commenting upon the situation inthe 

far east, all the London newspapers 
discuss the problem as to whether Gen- 

eral Kuropatkin will be able to ex- 

tricate his forces or whether Marshal 

Oyama will succeed in completing the 
| victory by enveloping and destroying 
; the Russian army. The concensus of 
; opinion is that Kuropatkin’s position is 
| most perilous. 

The absence of telegrams from Liao- 
yang, together with the news that the 
railway is interrupted, the newspapers 
regard as showing that Kuropatkin has 
begun his retreat too late. 

Interesting reports come from Tien- 
tsin and Chefoo that the Japanese 
have effected a landing of troops, the 
| capture of two small forts near Tiger's 
Tail, three quarters of a mile from Port 
| Arthur, and near the lighthouse at 
Lioati mountain, and that the attack is 
| being vigorously pressed. 


St Petersburg Hears Bad News 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 2—The news 
| of the occupation of Liaoyang and the 
} withdrawal of the Russian army to the 
right bank of the Taitse river has 
caused intense excitement and disap- 
pointment. The majority of the in- 
habitants retired to rest last night be- 
lieving that Russian arms had again 
been successful and that the Japanese 
attacks had been repelled. Ugly sus- 
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Whole Army Withdrawn t0| around the staff offices. The detuils of 


yesterday's fighting are scanty. It is 
only known that at dawn General 
Oku's army was hurled against the 
Russian right centre on the southern 
line and that the Russians were forced 
to abandon thelr line and positions and 
retreat. ‘heir pursuit is now in pro- 
gress. No estimates are obtainable of 
the losses on elther side. Fteld Mar- 
shal Oyama describes his losses in the 
morning assault as heavy. 


Another Victim of Mine 
Tokio, Sept. 2—A Russian steamer 
engaged in clearing the channel at Port 
Arthur struck a mine and was de- 
stroyed on Wednesday. 


Judge Parker’s Successor 

New York, Sept. 2.—Judge Edgar 
M. Cullen of Brooklyn was appointed 
chief judge of the court of appeals by 
Governor Odell, succeeding Judge Alton 
B. Parker, resigned. Judge Cullen isa 
native of Brooklyn, where he was born 
in 1843. Tie served during the Civil 
war as second Heutenant of infantry 
and later as colonel of volunteer in- 
fantry. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1887, serving as assistant district at- 
torney from 1872 to 1875. In 1880 he 
was elected supreme court justice for 
a term of 14 years and was re-elected 
in 1894. He is a Democrat and is now 
serving as an additional judge of the 
court of appeals. Judge Cullen will 
be nominated by the Republican party 
for the position to which he was yes- 
terday appointed. 


Peppered Queen of Zanzibar 

Washington, Sept. 2.—Judge W. G. 
Reilly, formerly in the consular service 
and a well known character about town, 
died last evening from the effects of a 
heat stroke. <A story is told of him to 
the effect that he shot the Queen of 
Zanzibar with salt and pepper, when 
he was consul to that country, because 
she persisted in bathing in the garb of 
nature in front of the American con- 
sulate each afternoon. He resigned 
after holding the office a year. 


Was Favorite of Victoria 

London, Sept. 2.—King Edward has 
approved the appointment of Earl 
Grey as governor general of Canada, in 
succession to the Earl of Minto. Asa 
godson of the late Prince Consort, Lord 
Grey was a particular favorite at the 
court of Victoria, the queen being espe- 
clally fond of him. Earl Grey is now 
mbout 52 years old. He is a brother 
of the Countess of Antrim and the 
Countess of Minto, as well as of the late 
Duchess of St. Albans. 


Labor Leader at Rosemount 

Esopus, N. Y., Sept. 2.—John N. Bo- 
gart, one of the state organizers of the 
American Federation of Labor, spent 
two or three hours in conference with 
Judge Parker. Both Bogart and Par- 
ker refused to make any statement 
about the visit. Bogart has in the past 
been a worker for the Democratic 
party in the field of organized labor and 
it is probakle that the matters dis- 
cussed reffted to the practical work of 
the campaign. 


Steamer Carried 3124 Persons 

New York, Sept. 2—What was sald 
to be the largest number of steerage 
passengers which ever arrived at this 
port in a single ship from England ar- 
rived on the steamship Baltic. There 
were 5124 persons on board, including 
the crew. William Riley, a cattleman 
who was ijn the steerage, completed his 
204th round trip across the Atlantie. 


Increase In Treasury Deficit 

Washingfon, Sept. 2—The deficit in 
the United States treasury was in- 
creased by $6,382,608 in August, and 
now stands at $23,790,336 for the fiscal 
year begun July 1. There was a de- 
crease in current recelpts and an in- 
crease in expenditures during the last 
month, as compared with August, 1903. 


About to Attack Capital 

Buenos Ayres, Sept. 2—The Para- 
guayan reyolutionists have captured 
Villa Concepcion and 400 men with 
arms and ammunition. The revolution- 
ists now refuse all the terms offered 
them by the government and an aat- 
tempt on the capital is believed to be 
imminent. 


Won't Study With Negro 

Ada, O., Sept. 2.—Three hundred 
students at the Ohio Normal university 
have signed a petition to the trustees 
to refuse a negro student the privilege 
of studying at the school. The atu- 
dents refused to attend class yesterday 
as a protest against the presence of the 
negro.

New York, Sept. 2—An automobile 
in which George B. Damon, a wealthy 
resident of Pittsburg, was riding, 
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returned to Campello.

KEEPING CUT FLOWERS. 


How They May Be Preserved For 
Several Weeks. 

Cut flowers, when properly treated, 
can be made to look fresh for three 
or four weeks, writes a florist in the 
St. Louis Republic. 

Every night take them out of the 
vases and thoroughly rinse the stalks 
under a faucet, removing with the fin- 
gers any decomposed matter. Then put 
them to bed for the night in a basin of 


strong soapsuds, but be careful not to, 


allow any water to touch the blossoms. 
The soapsuds supply a certain amount 
of nourishment. 

In the morning rinse the stalks under 
the water again and, as each blossom is 
arranged for the day in the vase of 
fresh water, suip off a tiny portion of 
the stalk with a pair of scissors. Al- 
ways carefully trim away any faded 
part. 

Food for the day is supplied by sul- 
phate of ammonia, a few drops of 
which should be added to the water 
put into the vase. 

At night put the flowers in some 
dark, cool place—say a pantry—as it is 
not good either for the flowers or the 
household that they should remain all 
the time in the living rooms. 

To revive cut flowers put them into 
Warm salt water, to which bas been 
added a few drops of sulphate of am- 
monta. 

Cut flowers are constantly sent by 
express and through the mails, but sel- 
dom in such a fashion as to preserve 
their bloom and freshness. 

To effect this pack them in a Hght 
wooden box Ined with cotton or wad. 
ding, laying over this a sheet of tissue 
paper. Then lay the flowers, not on 
top of each other, but in rows, side by 
side, the blossoms of each row on the 
stems of their neighbors. 

Pack closely, otherwise the flowers 
will be displaced and injured in the 
journey. Before packing they should 
stand in water several hours in order 
to absorb moisture enough to keep 
them from withering. 

It is not good to sprinkle them too 
heavily after they are in the box, for 
without air this is likely to produce 
mildew. 


How to Cure Seasickness. 

Suffering severely on a recent voy- 
age, the captain gave a friend of the 
writer the following remedy, which at 
the time brought her relief, but if 
taken for a few days before starting 
on a sea voyage it will almost surely 
prevent seasickness: Six ounces pep- 
permint water, eight drams bromide of 
soda, four drams bromide of ammonia. 
A teaspoonful in a wineglassful of 
water is to be taken before each meal 
and on retiring.—Pictorial Review. 


How to Make Pin Money, 

A profitable and interesting way to 
earn pin money is by making raffia 
shopping bags, says the Woman's 
Home Companion. They are made the 
Same as the shoe string bags, the knot 
being the same, and a fringe left at the 
bottom for a finish. These bags hold 
a surprising amount. Fifteen cents’ 
worth of raffia will make a bag that 
will retail for a dollar, or $1.50 if it 
js HMned with bright silk. Another 
way to earn spending money is by 
making fish net out of carpet warp 
Two spools, costing 25 cents, will 
make a net that one could retail for 
$2.50. In a college town the nets 
are always in demand for the students’ 
rooms, being used for drapertes or to 
hold pictures. A child as well as a 
grown person can make a net, as it is 
quickly and simply done. 


How to Make Mexican Salad. 

Shave enough ¢abbage fine to make 
two cups, and chop peanuts to measure 
one-quarter cup. Make a dressing of 
aix tablespoonfuls of olive oll, two of 
vinegar, a level teaspoonful of enlt 
and a little paprika. Stir the dressing 
into the cabbage and nuts and set in 
the ice chest to season for half an 
tour before serving.

MISSING PRINCESS 


Details of the Escape of Louise 


From Her Guardians 


CHAMBERMAID AIDED HER 


Secretly Carried Notes Detailing 
Plans For Departure--Sanita- 
rium Manager Allowed Con- 
versation With Her Lover 


Badelster, Saxony, Sept. 2.—Princess 
Loulse of Goburg, who is thought to 
have eloped with Mattasitch-Keglevich, 
a former Heutenant in the Austrian 
army, escaped alone, it now appears, 
from her hotel at 2 o'clock Tuesday 
morulng. She was joined under the 
trees in the hotel garden by two women 
anda man. They entered a two-horse 
carriage Which was waiting outside and 
were driven swiftly away in the direc- 
tion of Munich. Inan uamed W. 


Gratz, who was stopping at the hotel, 
has not appeared since Monday night. 
It is supposed that he provided the 
means for the flight of the princess, 
and that he was an agent of Matassich- 
Keglevich, with whom she eloped in 
1897. 

Beyond the outskirts of the town 
some of the occupants of the carriage 
were transferred to an automobile and 
the carriage continued Its rapld flight, 
probably to confuse possible pursuers. 
It is deemed likely that the princess 
was one of those taking the automo- 
bile. The chauffeur drove the machine 
through several roads leading in differ- 
ent directions from the town, doubtless 
with the purpose to further create 
doubt as to which road the princess 
really took. An automobile similar to 
that which left Badelster was traced 
to Hof, 40 miles away. Whether the 
princess took the 8 a. m. train there 
for Munich or proceeded in the automo- 
bile is undetermined. 

The disappearance of the princess 
Was most dexterously managed, as 
she was under sharp surveillance day 
and night, both by an especially trust- 
worthy court lady with three servants 
and by the manager of the royal baths, 
who had been made responsible for ber 
safekeeping. 

A watchman who was in the hotel 
corridor at the time the princess 
caped saw nothing of her. 

A chambermaid who had access to 
the princess’ apartments carried notes 
regularly between the princess and an- 
other person. It was in this corre- 
spondence doubtless that the plans to 
escape were conveyed. The princess 
was to have been taken back to the 
sanitarlum im two or three days. A 
visit from her sister, the Gountess 
Lonyay, had been promised for Sept. 7. 

The pursuit is not Iikely to be keen, 
as it is very well understood that the 
husband of the princess is rather 
pleased than otherwise at her escape be- 
cause he thinks she has been suf- 
ficiently punished. 

The sympathies of the Belgian court 
have been with her for the same rea- 
son, it being thought that she has been 
harshly treated. 

The princess, it appears, met Lieu- 
tenant Matassich-Keglevich fn the gar- 
den of fhe Dresden art exhibition two 
weeks ago, where she was taken under 
the escort of Manager Pierson of the 
sanitarium. The latter had turned 
away a few minutes before to look ata 
piece of sculpture. So soon as he saw 
the princess talking to a strange man, 
Pierson hastened toward them, She

Crop for August. 

In its crop report for August the 
State Board of Agriculture prints an 
article on ‘‘Harvesting and Marketing 
Apples.’’ by F. A. Waagh, professor of 
horticulture at the Mass. Agricultural 
College. A copy will be sent to any 
one applying to J. Lewis Elisworth, 
Sec. State Board of Agriculture, State 
House, Boston, and those wishing it 
may have their names placed on the 
mailing list for future issues. 

In this article Prof. Waugh says: 
The apple is peculfarly at home in 
Massachusetts and New York State. 
Northward the severe winters make the 
growing of many varieties precarious, 
while southward the trees are less and 
less thrifty. The commercial import- 
ance of the apple crop in Massachusetts 
is increasing rapidly from year to year, 
and the methods of handling it have 
been much changed in recent years. 
The farmers who still adhere to the old- 
fashioned way of doing things do not 
find great encouragement in selling 
apples, but on the other hand, those 
who have taken up with modern ideas, 
or better still have led in the establish- 
meot of modern practices, are reaping 
their just and generous reward. 

Prof. Waugh then describes the meth- 
ods of picking .the frait, saying that 
time was when apples were shaken 
from the tree. Today they must be 
hand-picked in order to be marketable, 
and they should be taken off with the 
stems attached to the fruit, to prevent 
rupture of the skin and decay of the 
fruit. Tbe matter of having apples 
fully grown, ripe, and thoroughly 
colored is of so much importance that 
some growers have adopted the practice 
of picking over the tree two or three 
times. Kinds of baskets and ladders 
to be used are described, and also a 
convenient wagon for handling the fruit 
between the orchard and the storage 
room or shipping station. 

In nothing, says Prof. Waugh, does 
the work of the experienced apple seller 
differ more from that of the inexperi- 
enced man than in the grading of the 
frait. Apples should be graded into at 
least three lots,—firsts, seconds and 
culis. The first grade of fruit must be 
of good size, uniform in shape and 
color, free from blemishes and true to 
name. Second grade fruit is smaller, 
not so well colored, but must be free 
from any serious blemishes. The rules 
of the National Apple shippers’ Associ- 
ation for grading the fruit are given, 
and the methods of sorting and packing 
described, with a cut illustrating a 
convenient sorting table, 

Prof. Waugh describes the different 
kinds of packages and barrels in which 
apples are sold and then speaks of the 
rapid development of cold storage for 
apples during the last five years. Many 
storage companies accept apples for 
storage direct from the growers, charg- 
ing from thirty to fifty cents a barrel 
for the season, extending to the first of 
May. 

Retailing in the home market Prof. 
Waugh considers the most profitable 
method of selling apples where possible. 
Selling on the tree is of considerable 
advantage to those not in close touch 
with the apple market, or not experi- 
enced in grading and packing fruit. 
Selling on commission is the method 
perhaps most common, but selling on 
joint account, a new method, described 
in detail, Prof. Waugh considers to be 
more satisfactory. 

In closing Prof. Waugh says: ‘‘It 
may be proper to remark, though 1904 
is scheduled as the ‘‘apple year’’ with 
us, the crop now promises to be 
moderate. The most reliable reports 
we have seen say that it will be less 
than last year. Wrices offered by buyers 
this fall will probably be about the 
same asin the fall of 1903. Though 
growers cannot generally expect to get 
better prices than a year ago, they 
should not be frightened into selling 
for less merely because this is called 
‘‘apple year’” in Massachusetts.’

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POISON IVY. 


How te Tell It and How to Exter- 
minate the Plant. 

“What is poison ivy?’ “What does 
it look like?’ “How can it be distin- 
guished from Virginia creeper?” These 
and similar questions have been asked 

1e hundreds of times, and they are 
questions that it is well for every one 
to be able to answer for himself, says 
a writer in Country Life In America. 
Poison ivy has three leatlets and Vir- 
ginia creeper has five. The former has 
white berries, the latter purple. 

There is a little jingle which I re- 
member having at some time read, 
which, concisely, if not very poetically, 
explains these differences, and which, 
if committed to memory, will always 
serve to distinguish the poisonous and 
nonupoisonous sumacs: 


Berries red, 

Have no dread; 

Berries white, 

Poisonous sight; 

Leaves three, 

Quickly flee; 

Leaves three, with berries red, 
Fragrant sumac, have no dread. 

All the drugs in the world are of no 
use in preventing a bad case of polson- 
ing, unless one begins to do something 
as soon as the telltale itching begins. 
When the pustules break open, one is 
almost sure to be in for three days or 
a week of suffering. It is well to have 
a Httle bottle of the extract of grin- 
delia in the house all the time. Ten 
cents’ worth is enough. You can get it 
at any drug store. Rub it on the af- 
fected parts every five minutes until 
the trouble is averted, and be sure to 
lose no time in beginning! 

Poison ivy is often troublesome in 
gardens and grounds, as well as on the 
farm, where it infests fence rows. On 
the furm it can be plowed out, but a 
single plowing is not enough. Five or 
six may be necessary before the frag- 
ments cease to send up new leaves. 
Any plant can be smothered in this 
way—even ‘“quackgrass,” which is 
propagated by being cut to pieces. The 
one essential thing is persistence. The 
leaves of a plant are its “lungs,” and if 
the leaves are cut off as soon as they 
appear the plant will die. It is a sure 
way, but you must keep “everlastingly 
at it.” 

The same principle applies to the 
garden, where poison ivy can be ex- 
terminated by the frequent use of the 
hoe. Few people are so sensitive that 
they will be poisoned at the distance 
of the length of a hoe handle. Most 
cases of poisoning are supposed to 
come from direct contact of the leaves 
on cut fingers or other bruised sur- 
faces. A good way to get rid of poison 
ivy in a garden is to hire some one who 
is immune to root it out and keep root- 
ing it out until it never shows a leaf 
again. 


How to Make Gooseberry Catchup. 

Remove the stems and blossoms from 
nine pounds of a gooseberries, wash 
them and put Into a granite kettle. 
Mash them well, scald and rub through 
a colander. Then add five pounds of 
sugar, three tablespoons of ground cin- 
namon and one and a half each of all- 
spice and cloves. Bojl fifteen minutes, 
then add one quart of cold vinegar. 
Bottle immediately. 


How to Prepare an Eggs Tonic. 

A raw egg is an excellent tonic and 
is very strengthening. If prepared in 
the following way it is really a deli- 
efous drink. Put the yolk of an egg 
into a dish with a teaspoonful of white 
sugar and a teaspoonful of orange or 
lemon juice and beat lightly together 
with a fork. Put the white on a plate 
and add a pinch of salt; then, with a 
broad bladed knife, beat it to a stiff 
froth. Now, as lightly as possible, mix 
all together in the dish, then as lightly 
transfer it to a clean tumbler, which 
it will nearly fill if properly made. It 
must not stand in a warm place, as it 
soon becomes liquid and loses its 
snowy look. Any fruit juice may be 
used in place of orange or lemon. 


How to Clean Fruit Jars Quickly. 

To clean fruit jars quickly, fill them 
(almost) with hot soapsuds, then put 
into the jars an ounce of carpet tacks 
and shake vigorously. Afterward rinse 
well in clean cold water and turn up- 
side down to dry. This is a much 
quicker method of cleaning than the 
ordinary one. 


How to Grow a Miniature Forest. 

It is quite possible for any one to 
own a forest of miniature oaks, which 
may be grown even without the aid of 
soil. In order to rear a miniature for- 
est, procure a shallow dish and cover 
the base of it with moss an inch thick. 
Then set a number of good acorns in 
rows about two inches apart, and a 
perfect little forest of oak trees can be 
raised. The moss must always be kept 
very moist, and the acorns will begin 
to grow in the spring. By June or July 
they will have raised themselves six to 
eight inches high and will form a 
charming sight for any lover of trees. 


How to Beautify the Pie, 

To give a pie a beautifully brown 
flaky appearance, when the pie is ready 
to bake put about one and a half table- 
spoonfuls of sweet milk or cream on 
top and spread it over all the surface. 
No more white crusts if this is done. 


How to Make a Flute, 

A little flute from which a good deal 
of amusement may be derived can be 
made by wrapping a piece of paper 
around a pencil to make a tube. Paste 
the edge fast and to one end of the 
tube fasten a triangular piece of paper 
somewhat larger than the opening. To 
Play the flute draw in your breath 
through the open end of the tube. The 
difference in pitch will depend on how 
hard you breathe. 


How to Kill Insects on Roses, 
If insects attack roses put moth balls 
under the bushes, and in a very short 
time the insects will be gone. 


POTPOURRI JARS. _ 


Hew te Make One That Will Keep 
Fragrant For Years. 

The never failing delight of a pot- 
pourri jar prepared from fresh roses’ 
petals, lemon verbena leaves, rose ger- 
anium and other sweet scented flowers 
is known only to its fortunate posses- 
sor. It is easy to prepare one and, once 
prepared, so easy to keep at the point 
of perfection that I marvel they are 
not more frequently made, says a 
writer in Good Housekeeping. 

The rose petals and other blossoms 
should be gathered in the morning as 
early as possible after the dew has 
dried off. Be sure and have no water 
on them, then put them in a large stone 
jar and sprinkle a little salt over half 
inch layers. I use a salt shaker, as it 
distributes the salt more evenly. The 
petals can be added from day to day 
till enough for your purpose have been 
gathered. Let them stand in the Jar 
for twelve days after the last are put 
in and stir the whole thoroughly every 
day with a wooden fork. (A salad fork 
is good to use.) Grind coarse an ounce 
of allspice, cloves and fine stick cinna- 
mon. Transfer your petals to another 
jar and scatter the spices, mixed to- 
gether, in layers alternately with the 
flowers. Cover the jar very tight and 
let it stand in a dark place for three 
weeks to “ripen,” when your stock 
will be ready for the permanent jar. 

Of course this may be as handsome 
as you can afford, but whatever it Is it 
should be provided with a double cover. 
Now have ready a quarter of an ounce 
each of allspice, eloves and mace, all 
coarsely ground, half a grated nutmeg, 
half an ounce of cinnamon, an ounce 
of the best powdered orris root and a 
quarter of a pound of dried lavender 
flowers. Mix all together in a large 
bow! and proceed to fill your perma- 
nent rose jar with alternate layers of 
the stock and the mixture. 

If you like you may add a few drops 
each of the following essential olls, 
which shoukd be dropped upon the lay- 
ers as you proceed: Rose, geranium, 
neroli and bitter almond. (The last is 
a deadly poison, if taken internally, so 
keep away from childish hands.) Over 
the whole pour an ounce of the finest 
cologne or rose extract. 

This quantity will fill a two quart 
jar and it will keep for years and years. 
You may add to it various sweet blos- 
soms from time to time, and if the jar 
be left open a half hour each day it 
will fill your apartments with fra- 
grance.

How to Make a Bath Sachet. 

A French recipe for a bath sachet 
calls for three pounds of bran to one of 
powdered orris root, with a pound of 
starch, a pound and a half of almond 
meal and twelve ounces of good white 
soap. Five ounces may be put in each 
bag, which should be made large 
enough so that the mixture will have 
plenty of room to swell and will serve 
only for one bath. 


How to Keep Shoes Looking Smart. 

“Lax in their gaiters, laxer in their 
gait,” is an old saying which applies 
well to the modern shoe and its wear- 
er. No shoe will keep in shape long 
unless it is put on a tree when out of 
use. These “trees” are very cheap, 
but most women look upon them as an 
extravagance. Another rule of the 
carefully shod woman is to rest her 
shoes for a day or so‘and always wear 
a different pair indcors. Low shoes 
are better for house wear, as they per- 
mit of ventilation. Select a strong 
calfskin for a walking boot, keep it 
well oiled, and your pedestrian trips 
will be made in perfect comfort. Keep 
an old pair of shces to wear under 
rubbers, as the perspiration which in- 
dia rubber excites ruins good leather. 

How to Make Maple Frosting. 

Grate or crush very fine a half pound 
of maple sugar, add to it a gill of boil- 
ing water and boil, without stirring, 
until it threads. Then pour slowly upon 
the beaten white of an egg, whipping 
steadily. When thick enough spread 
upon the cake. 


How to Make Orange Sherbet, 

Take the juice of six oranges and 
four lemons, five cups of sugar, twa 
tabiespoonfuls of orange extract and 
the grated rinds of two oranges. Scald 
the rinds of the lemons and oranges in 
one quart of boiling water. After fif- 
teen minutes remove the rinds, strain 
the water and add to the rest of the in- 
gredients with enough cold water to 
make an exact gallon of mixture. 
Freeze and serve in glasses or half 
skins of the oranges. This makes a 
delicious and attractive sherbet, and 
it is bright orange in color. If any- 
thing in the recipe is omitted the sher- 
bet is not good. 


How to Keep Cheese Fresh. 
Always keep cheese well covered in 
a cheese dish or it will become dry and 
tasteless. If the cheese is wrapped in 
a cloth moistened with vinegar it will 
keep beautifully moist and retain its 
flavor longer. 


How to Bottle Lemon Juice. 

To keep lemon juice ready for use 
Squeeze out the juice in the usual mans 
ner, strain free from pulp and pips, 
add.white powdered sugar in the pro- 
portion of one pound to a pint of the 
juice, stir it until the sugar ts quite dis- 
solved, then put it away in very small 
bottles. Put a teaspoonful of salad oll 
in.the top and cork it close. When 
wanted for use take out the cork care- 
fully and take up the oil with a bit of 
eotton wool To use for lemonade, add 
one large tablespoonful to a giil of 
water. 


How to Clean Waffle Irons. 
Southern cooks never wash waffle 
irons, cleaning them with coarse salt 
and plenty of clean brown paper and

FRYE REMAINS IN JAIL 


Embezzling Treasurer Used Ill- 
Gotten Gains In Carrying on 
Household Expenses -- Bank 


Officials Had Faith In Him 


Watertown, Mass., Sept. 38.—Ther #2e 
defaleation of Treasurer Nath A. 
Frye of the Watertown Savings bank, 
who has been held on a charge of steal- 
ing $12,000, has not influenced the atti- 
tude of the depositors of the institution 
was shown when the bank resumed its 
business as usual. Several Italians, 
who had heard of the shortage of the 
bank official, called to withdraw their 
deposits. The withdrawals, however, 
were not heavier than the money de- 
posited by others, so that the business 
of the bank was wholly normal. 

Former Treasurer Frye is still in jail 
at Cambridge, as no one has volunteered 
to serve as his bondsman for $10,000. 

Julian A. Mead, president of the 
bank, arrived home from Europe yes- 
terday on steamship Republic and was 
informed on the wharf of Treasurer 
Frye’s wrongdoings. He said: 

“IT am very much surprised and sorry 
to hear it, for I have always considered 
Mr. Frye a man of exemplary character 
and absolutely trustworthy. The bank 


is safe loss, as I renewed the 


treasurer's bond just before I went to 
Europe in July.” 

Mr. Mead went from the wharf to 
the bank to learn from the officials 
there the exact status of affairs. He 
has been abroad two months, with his 
wife, spending the time in the British 
Isles. 

According to the confession of Frye, 
together with the results of the expert 
examination, it appears that for the 
past four years Frye has been taking 
money for his own use in varying sums, 
The largest sum Frye took at any one 
time was $600. Itis generally be- 
lieved that Frye used his ill-gotten 
gains in carrying on his household ex- 
penses and that the money was not lost 
in speculation. As treasurer of the 
bank Frye received a salary of $2200, 

The defaulter is 65 years of age and 
has been employed by the bank for 
seven years. For two years he was 
general clerk, after which he was made 
treasurer, succeeding Julian A. Mead, 
who was then elected president. A 
year previous to his employment by 
the bank Frye acted as paymaster of 
the Aetna mills at Bemis, where he was 
highly regarded. He has a wife, three 
sons and a daughter. His family is 
now summering at one of the islands in 
Portland harbor, where he maintains 
a cottage. One of his sons lives in 
New York city, while another is a Har- 
vard student. 

In personal appearance Frye is dis- 
tinguished looking, having a closely 
cropped iron-gray beard, which leads 
some persons to recognize in his 
features a resemblance to Richard 
Croker. His residence at 71 Larch road, 
Cambridge, is in the fashionable quar- 
ter of the upper Brattle street district, 
near Mt. Auburn cemetery. 

A meeting of the trustees of the 
bank was held last night. President 
Mead of the bank presided. No action 
was taken on the matter of choosing 
I'rye’s successor and the defalcation 
was discussed in an informal way only. 

After the meeting adjourned Mr. 
Mead, in an interview, said that he did 
not believe Frye had speculated, but 
had, as he had already stated in his 
confession, spent the money on_ his 
family. Mead said he had always 


| placed implicit confidence in Frye and 


had considered him the ideal man for 
the treasurer of the bank.

Then there are the tribal villages | 
nestling under the trees, some of the] 
houses perched high up among the 


boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of the Arrowhead lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
illustrating the manners, customs and 
pursuits of their occupants. Here are 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending irrigated fields of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly | 
moving ina circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms and the clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the aid of a primitive but most In- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an alr- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these | 
are but a few of an almost endless va- | 
riety of life pictures. | 

The ethnological problem {s a some- 
what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the village dwellers, 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race speaking its own dialect and fol- 
lowing its own customs, all may be 
roughly classified into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 

The first are the dwarf Negritos, with 
dark skins and woolly heads, wearers 
of scanty raiment, proficient in the use 
of the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
of nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live in their 
own stockaded village. 

Next to them are the Igorrotes, 
whose origin is traced back to the first 
wave of Malay invasion. Here, again, 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
timost to nudity, but copper colored 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasant fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature be small. Among 
these pagan Malays are the head hunt- 
ers and the dog exters. They are say- 
ages, yet have their code of laws and a 
knowledge of several primitive indus- 
tries. 

The Christian Malays, produced by 
the second wave of invasion, are rep- 
resented by the Visayans, a tall and 
handsome race, dressing well, living in 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye- 
ing, basket making, hat making, wood 
carving and other handicrafts, musi- 
cians of no mean merit, the one group 
of natives who came early and thor- 
oughly under the influence of the early 
Spanish settlers. 

Very different are the Moros, who 
Swept into the islands from the Malay 
peninsula last of all, bringing with 


them their Mohammedan religion, also 
a knowledge of gunpowder acquired 
with the Koran from the Arabs—fana- 
tics like their teachers, pirates, blood- 
thirsty, treacherous and vindictive fel-

Boston, Sept. 2.—Today there will be 
issued from the office of the Bureau of 
Statistics of Labor ani Bulletin for 
September. One of its chapters isa 
trade union directory for the state 
which has been compiled at an expense 
of about $2000. There are 1464 trade 
organizations listed, of which 1440 are 
trade unions or trade councils, and 26 
are state organizers of general officers. 
Boston, of course, stands first, having 
288. Worcester is second with 71, and 
then follow Springfield with 67, Lyon 
with 62, Brockton with 61, Holyoke 
and Lawrence with 51 each. ‘These 
seven cities have 651 unions, or 45.21 
per cent, of the total number of unions 
in the state. The leading branches, 
according to numbers of unions, are as 
follows: bakers and confectioners, 25; 
barbers, 30; boot and shoe workers, 95; 
brewery workmen, 18; building trades 
workmen (including 134 of carpenters, 
69 of painters, decorators, and paper 
hangers, 61 of bricklayers, masons and 
plasterers, 43 of plumbers, gasfitters, 
steam-fitters and steam-fitters’ belpers, 
12 of lathers and 26 others,) 545;

ANTS’ NOSES. 


There Are Five of Them, and Each 
Has Its Own Duty. 

In their antennae, or feelers, ants 
have five noses, each of which has its 
own duties to perform. 

One nose tells the ant whether it is 
in its own nest or that of an enemy; 
another nose discriminates between 
odors of ants of the same species, but 
of different colonies; a third nasal or- 
Gan serves the purpose of discerning 
the scent laid down by the ant’s own 
feet, so that it may be able to retrace 


smells the larvae and pupae, and the 
fifth nose detects the presence of an 
enemy. 

If an ant be deprived of a certain 
nose, it will live peaceably with ege- 
mies, but if it retains its fifth nose it 
will fight tHe alien to the death. There 
is a difference in the functions of nose 
one and nose five, although they ap- 
pear to be somewhat alike. 

This sense of smell does not come 
till the ants are three days old. If, 
therefore, ants only twelve hours old 
are placed among others belonging to 
different colonies, they will grow up 
quite amicably and not understand 
that they are a mixed lot, because 
they will have grown up with ideas of 
Scent in accordance with their sur- 
roundings.

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RELIC FROM THE:STONE AGE! 


A Body From the Prehistoric Bury- 
ing Piaces of Englaud.

At the entrance to these caves the 
aborigines, clad in skins, kept fires 
burning for warmth and for protection 
from the wild beasts. It.avas here that 
they made flint hatchets, knives and 
arrowheads. Not long ago a trench 
was being dug within the mouth of one 
of these caves for the purpose of drain- 
ing. 

It was fovugd necessary to break up : 
stalagmite floor of two thick aoe 
Between the layers was a deposit of 
cave earth and stones, in which was 
discovered the skeleton of a man of 
very great antiquity in an excellent 
State of preservation. With it were 
found several flint knives and flakes. 
Experts who made a careful examina- 
tion of the skull, which has projecting 
brows and receding frontal bone, have 
decided that it belongs to the stone age 
and is of a type intermediate between 
the paleolithic and neolithic ages. 

Apparently the body had been placed 
in a small passage leading off from the 
great passages to the stalactite caves 
and had been prevented from disturb- 
ance by stones piled around it. The 
stalagmite floor had formed over it all, 
effectually preserving it to the present 
day.-—Harpeér’s Weekly.

The Gorlilla’s Powerful Arms Make It 
a Formidable Foe.

WHITNEY AND CROKER 


Why Tammany Hall Supported 
Cleveland In 1892. 


HOW A HARD PROBLEM WAS FACED 


Colonel George Harvey Tells of Wm, 
Cc. Whitney's Work as a Peacemak- 
er That Ended In Election of a Pres- 
ident—How He Was Helped by For- 


mer Tammany Chief. | 


Colonel George Harvey, the editor 
of Harper’s Weekly, tells in a recent) 
issue a remarkable story of the man- | 
ner in which the late William C. Whit- 
ney harmonized the anti-Cleveland | 
Democracy in 1892 and paved the way 
for Mr. Cleveland’s second election. | 

Instead of having to harmonize the 
petty bosses of the two boroughs of 
New York Mr. Whitney had to placate! 
the entire working element of the | 
whole state, Colonel Harvey writes | 
that the next morning but one after | 
his return from Chicago Mr. Whitney | 
summoned to his house in Fifty-sev- 
enth street, New York, a friend with) 
whom he was accustomed to discuss | 
his most trying political problems and} 
stated the situation in substantially | 
these words: 

“It may seem strange, but it is a 
fact, that until last evening I did not} 
begin to realize how serious a respon-} 
sibility I had taken upon myself in! 
doing what I did to bring about the 
nomination of Cleveland. It is quite} 
possible, although I do not think so, 
that another candidate, if nominated 
with practical unanimity, might have 
proved successful at the polls. Con- | 
sequently my responsibility is not on- 
ly to Mr. Cleveland, whom I have} 
urged so strongly to make the trial, 
but to the Democratic party itself, | 
with which I have always been iden- 
tified and from which I have received 
many honors. 

“I have been so busy ever since I 
returned from Europe in trying to 
accomplish the nomination that, to tell; 
the truth, I had overlooked the grave} 
problems bearing upon the election of 
the nominee. When I sat down last 
evening and candidly reviewed the sit-} 
uation I must say that I was appalled.) 
It is useless to deny to ourselves that | 
practically all of the old time Demo-! 
cratic leaders, the men who would 
naturally be looked to as the guiding 
and most efficient helpers in the cam- 
paign, are bitterly opposed to Mr. 
Cleveland. Not that they will fail to 
vote the ticket, but their support at the 
present moment certainly promises to 
be lackadaisical and tinctured with 
feelings of personal hostility. 

“The first and most serious problem 
to solve is here in New York, and I 
feel that I have not an hour to lose if 
I hope to succeed in breaking the com- 
bination that inSisted upon Hill and is 
still hostile and likely to continue so 
to Cleveland. I feel so strongly the 
necessity for the greatest promptitude 
of action that I shall be utterly dis 
couraged if I go to bed tonight without 
having made distinct progress. That,’ 
he added, with a characteristic shrug 
of the shoulders and a laugh that his 
friends would recognize, what I 
wanted to talk to you about.” 

“A discussion of ways and means 
followed,” writes Mr. Harvey, “end- 
ing in a recognition of the necessity of 
obtaining at once the hearty co-opera- 
tion of one of the three dominant fac- 
tors in the organization—Mr. Hill, Mr. 
Murphy or Mr. Croker. Mr. Hill's 
hame was promptly eliminated from 
consideration.

1 Jn less time than over the other half, 


Between the vernal equinox, which 
happens on March 21, and the autum- 
nal equinox, which falls on Sept. 23, the 
earth is 186 days in accomplishing that 
half of her journey round the sun, 
while the other half occupies only 179 
days. It has been said that owing to 
the friction caused by the tides and 
other reasons the earth is moving more 
slowly than it used to do and that the 
days are consequently lengthening, but

second in a century it will be a long 
time before there will be any apparent

RELIGIOUS SECT’S TENETS. 


Founders Hold That Worship Should 
Be In House, Workshop and Office. 
A new and unique religious sect or 

society is being formed at Elkhart, 
Ind., the leaders of the movement be- 
ing prominent socially, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. The original tenet of 
the new cult is that divine worship 
should never be conducted in a church, 
but in the home, the workshop or the 
business office. 

The society will be known as the 
New church, and, while the sect adopts 
many of the doctrinal views of ortho- 
dox Christianity, it goes a few steps 
further. The moving spirits in the 
new faith believe in “rational explana- 
tion of Christianity in an attempt to 
interpret it so that the modern man 
can fit it to his modern problems.” 

Further, they believe that “there is 
a spiritual meaning inside the plain 
words of the Bible which is analogous 
to the soul within the body and that 
the second coming of the Lord is tak- 
ing place now as the inner meaning is 
being unfolded.” They do not believe 
that Christ will come in the flesh, but 
in the understanding. 

The movement had its inception in 
a series of private meetings at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. George Briggs. 
These meetings were attended by the 
Rey. Charles N. Mann of Orange, N. J., 
editor of a sectarian paper, who was 
there as a guest. Several new articles 
of faith have resulted from these gath- 
erings, and the new society seems des- 
tined to acquire considerable strength 
in the city of its birth. 

At a recent meeting of the origina- 
tors it was decided to invite Rev. Mr. 
Mann to return in October to remain 
until the following July for the pur- 
pose of Wilding up the society and 
proselyting among the business men. 


Fraudulent Railroad Tickets. 

Passenger officials are making every 
effort to prevent the nontransferable 
railroad tickets to the St. Louis world’s 
fair being used by any other than the 
original purchaser. Legislation, both 
federal, state and city, has been in- 
voked, and the courts have, without 
an exception, held that the sale of a 
nontransferable ticket such as is used 
for excursion traffic to the fair is il- 
legal and the purchaser is in many in- 
stances liable for forgery, inasmuch as 
these tickets have to be signed in the 
name of the original purchaser. An 
enormous number of cheap tickets are 
sold to persons either passing through 
St. Louis or returning from the fair. 
In many instances the conductor does 
not discover the fraud until the pur- 
chaser of the ticket is far out on the

But this was in no disrespect to her 
memory. It so happened that it was 
his usual headgear at that time. 


INDIA INK. 


The Way the Kind Used In China 
and Japan Is Made. 

India ink, much used in China and 
Japan for writing with small brushes 
on soft paper and made extensively in 
China since 250 B. C., consists of a 
mixture of carbon and gum, with the 
addition of a little musk or Borneo 
camphor to give it the characteristic 
odor. The preparation of this simple 
ink is by no means easy, for if the ma- 
terials are not of the best quality and 
if the carbon is not 1s finely divided 
as possible an inferior ink will be the 
result. After the carbon and gum have 
been mixed the product has to be slow- 
ly and carefully dried. Thé high polish 
is said to be produced with tree wax. 

Europeans have produced ink equal 
if not superior to the genuine Chinese 
article. The reason why the manufac- 
ture has remained chiefly in eastern 
hands is an interesting one. The bus!- 
ness instinct of the European maker 
prompts him to seize any opportunity 
of substituting cheaper raw materials 
and so lowering the quality of his ink, 
while the tendency of the Chinaman is 
to work on in the same groove, an@ in 
this case his hidebound conservatism 
is profitable.—London Mail. 


Mozart Relics. 

The small and old fashioned Mozart 
house is in the middle of Salzburg. It 
is with a feeling of respect, a visitor to 
the spot says, that one climbs the three 
flights of stairs and enters the room 
where Mozart was born. All the an- 
clent pictures, the two old pianos and 
many relics belonging to the composer 
take one back a hundred years.

Drift of Opinion. 

BR@™ Today, Tuesday, is election day in 
Vermont, an occasion about which a 
good deal of superstition gathers in a 
presidential year. It is not a question 
as to which party will win; about that 
there has been no doubt from the very 
beginning of things. It is the size of 
the Republican majority, which is sup- 
posed to give infallible indication of 
the general election in November. It 
is certainly quite remarkable how this 
September Vermont vote has fore- 
Shadowed that of the nation in the 
following presidential election. When- 
ever the Republican plurality has fallen 
below 25,000 the Democrats have carried 
the country, as in 1876, 1884 and 1902; 
and the greater the fall from the 25,000 
mark the more sweeping has been the 
Democratic victory for the presidency. 
This decline was smallest 1876, when 
the national result was close enough to 
cause a contest, and largest in the tidal- 
wave year of 1892. A curious thing 
about it is the persistence of the ©.uen, 
the 25,000 mark having remained 
through all the changes in relative local 
party strength. The Democratic vote 
in vermont has been steadily declining 
for more than a quarter of a century, 
and the Republican vote has steadily 
gained, but through these vicissitudes 
the 25,000 Republican plurality has con- 
tinued to be the test figure.—Boston 
Beacon, 


WELL TO REMEMBER. 


How to Wear ea Life Preserver to 
Prevent Drowning. 

The quality of the life preservers 
Was not alone responsible for the 
drowning of the passengers on the 
General Slocum, says the New York 
YTribune. Ignorance as to the method 
of wearing them probably caused many 
deaths. 

The name of “life belt” applied to the 
preservers has proved a source of con- 
fusion in other marine disasters. Be- 
cause the circular life preservers are 
called “‘belts” many people have the 
idea that they are worn around the 
waist. When the person has adjusted 
it around the waist and jumped over- 
board, the buoyancy of the belt has 
thrown his head under water, and 
drowning has resulted. 

Life belts are generally either com- 
posed of from six to eight blocks of 
cork sewed together in canvas or small 
pieces sewed 'ntoa circular belt. To the 
backs of the first described belt are 
affixed two strong canvas straps, which 
cross the wearer’s back and which but- 
ton in front. The belt should be placed 
directly under the armpits, and the 
straps brought over and across the 
shoulders and fastened. The buoyancy 
of twenty-four pounds, which is fixed 
by law, is then sufficient to support the 
head of a person above the water. 

The other style of life preserver, the 
common tubular form seen hung along 
seawalls and other places, is adjusted 
similarly. It lacks the straps of the 
‘Yacket” form, but if placed under the 
armpits, being passed first, like the 
other, over the wearer's head, it as 
easily supports him. Around the outer 
circumference of most of these there is 
a loose cord. Two persons holding this 
cord, one on either side, are easily sup- 
ported by the belt, if it is in good con- 
dition. 


How to Whiten the Throat. 

Here is an excellent formula for tak- 
ing the stain from the neck which has 
been left from wearing high collars 
and stocks: Take fresh strained cucum- 
ber juice, boil it five minutes, and for 
every five ounces of juice add pulver- 
ized borax, 175 grains; acetate of soda, 
90 grains; tincture of quillaja, 2% 
ounces; tincture of benzoin, 4 drams; 
rose water, 1 pint. Mix thoroughly and 
apply two or three times a day until 
the stain is removed.

Sentiment of Country 


A “DEAD LINE” OF 25,000 


Republican Plurality Lower 


Than That Will Be Regarded 
as Democratic Victory--License 


Question an Important Issue 


White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 6.— 
The state election which is being 
held today Is of national importance, 
as it will be the second state election of 
the presidential year, and the result, 
as compared with former Republican 
majorities in Vermont, will be gen- 
erally accepted as an indication of the 
political sentiment throughout the 
country. 

State officers will be chosen and the 
Republicans, Democrats, Prohibition- 
ists and Socialists all have tickets in 
the field. Charles J. Bell of Walden 
is the Republican nominee for govern- 
or, while Eli H. Porter of Wilmington 
is the nominee of the Democrats. Two 
congressmen and a legislature which 
will select a senator, undoubtedly 
Senator Proctor, will also be elected. 

The question in which there is na- 
tion#l interest turns on the plurality 
by which the Republicans will cover 
the state, for practically the sole fight 
of the Democrats has been to reduce 
the Republican plurality of 31,000, 
cast in 1900, to a figure which would 
indicate a significant gain in Demo- 
cratic strength in a year when a Presi- 
dent of the United States Is to be 
elected. A Republican plurality under 
25,000 will be regarded as victory. The 
Republican leaders of the state expect 
at least 25,000 plurality, and, getting 
it, will regard it as a strong indorse- 
ment of the Republican administration 
in the state for the past two years and 
as an omen of Republican success in 
the national election of November. 

The political situation in Vermont, 
which has always been unique, and 
which was complicated two years ago 
by a split in the Republican party on 
the license question, is this year 
marked by several local issues, the 
probable effect of which upon the vote 
for governor is problematical. Chief 
among the local issues is, as was the 
case of 1902, the license. The license 
question is not being yoted upon today, 
but in the selection of local candidates 
the nominations have in’ several in- 
stances turned upon the candidates’ 
positions on the liquor traffic. 

The Democrats have declared in 
favor of local option, but they have ac- 
cused the Republicans of only half 
heartedly favoring the law, and have 
suggested the possibility of a tater ro 
peal of the luw altogether by the Repub- 
Means. As a proof of this contention 
the Democrats have pointed to the sit- 


uation in Chittenden, Rutland and 
Washington counties, where a large 


number of Republicans who are earnest 
“local option” supporters have nomi- 
nated their own county tickets in oppo- 
sition to the regular Republican nomi- 
nees. The Republicans, however, 
claim that this will not effect the yote 
for governor. 

A comparison of the gubernatorial 
votes this year with that cast two years 
ago is valueless because of the Repub- 
lican split in 1902, when neither John 
C. McCullough, the present governor, 
who was the regular Republican nomi- 
nee, and Percival W. Clement, the 
high license candidate, received a ma- 
jority of votes as required by the Ver- 
mont law, and when Governor Mc- 
Cullough was selected by the legisla- 
ture. 

Another feature of the canvass this 
year has been the charge made by the 
Democrats that the Republicans have 
been guilty of extravagance since 1882, 
but the Republicans have answered 
this by pointing to the natural increase 
of maintaining new public institutions. 


Democrata Claim Gains In Arkansas

| patkin’s admission. 

The united Russian forces are now 
north of Yentai, a station on the rail- 


way about 10 miles northeast of Liao- 
yang. They are pushing on to Muk- 
den, to which the bulk of the Japanese 
forces is marching direct, after hav- 
ing swarmed across the Tuaitse river. 
A strong Japanese flanking column is 
about 30 miles northeast of Liaoyang 
and is trying to get between the Rus- 
sian forces and Mukden. 

With this race in progress there 
comes a brief dispatch from Mukden, 
baying that preparations for the evacua- 
tion of that place are proceeding. 

It is reported in St. Petersburg that 
KKuropatkin’s rear guard has been al- 
most annihilated and that the main 
Russian army is in danger of being 
surrounded. 


The race of General Kuropatkin for 
Mukden entbralls the British press and 
public, and military and other critics 
scarcely yenture a definite surmise as 
to its result. The best opinion, how- 
ever, Inclines to the belief that Kuro- 
patkin will get through with a respect- 
able remnant of his great army, thus 
robbing the Japanese of the complete 
fruits of their victory, but !t Is realized 
that the Russians will not be out of 
the woods for several days. 

It is believed here to be likely that 
the report that Kuropatkin is cut off 
will be repeated several times before 
the issue of the sanguinary struggle 
{is decided. English military critics 
base such opinions as they have upon 
the tremendous topographical difficul- 
ties General Kuroki! must overcome 
before intercepting Kuropatkin who, 
they hold, has shown ability to take ad- 
vantage of every phase in the strategy 
of retreat. If Kuroki now’ succeeds, 
after failing in the initial attempt, he 
will have accomplished, in English 
eyes, an almost superhuman achieye- 
ment. 

Here it is almost taken for granted 
that a Japanese occupation of Mukden 
musi quickly ensue. No serious Eng- 
lish critic supposes that Kuropatkin 
will dream of making such another 
fatal attempt to stem the Japanese ad- 
vance, as he did at Liaoyang. If the 
Russians can reach Harbin they will, 
according to English opinion, be lucky. 

Before that becomes a question of mo- 
ment, however, it is expected that des- 
perate engagements must be fought, 
and the Japanese are expected to risk 
even heavier casualties than they sus- 
tained at Liaoyang in the final em 
deavor to annihilate Kuropatkin, either 
on the way to Mukden or in ghe neigh- 
borhood of Mukden itself. The fate 
of Kuropatkin’s force depends, say 
the English observers, upon the Rus- 
sian general's ability to confine these 
efforts to rear guard actions. 


What Loss of Mukden Means 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 6.—It is im- 
possible at this hour to obtain any 
statement from the authorities regard- 
ing the reported preparations for the 
abandonment of Mukden. 
out to be true it means the abandon- 
ment of the whole of Scuthern Man- 
churia and the winding up of the pres- 
ent campaign. 

In fact, should Mukden be evacu- 
ated, there would be no point for win- 
tering the army of a quarter of a mil- 
lion, with its many wounded, short of 
Harbin. On the other hand, the 
evacuation of Mukden would give 
Field Marshal Oyama commodious 
winter quarters and the practical con- 
tro! of two lines of railway. The 
Kinchou-Sinmintin line, tapping rich 
Chinese territory, stops little short of 
Mukden, with which it is connected by 
a good wagon road. 

The report of the prospective 
evacuation of Mukden, if well founded, 
would indicate that the crippling effect 
of the Liaoyang fight on Kuropatkin’s 
army is more serious than has as yet 
been intimated. 

General Kuropatkin estimates his 
losses up to and including Sept. 4 at 
16,000. This is considered to be a very 
conservative figure. The loss to the 
Japanese probably wall be double this 
number, owing to their position 2 as at- 
tackers. aR

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EARTH LIGHT. 


Evidences That Our Planet Possesses 
a Luminous Quality. 

In proof that the earth does emit 
light Humboldt (1808) points to the 
aurora borealis. The light produced by 
this lum{inous arch is distinct from 
that received from the sun, and its in- 
tensity slightly exceeds 
moon's light in her first quarter. At 
the poles this glow continues with 


searcely a break, reminding us of the |" 


planet Venus, whose side turned away 
from the sun often gives forth a feeble 
phosphorescent light. 

Humboldt goes on to argue that oth- 
er planets also may possess a similar 
luminous quality, and in our atmos- 
phere there are other evidences of this 
emission of light from the earth itself. 
Such were the famous dry fogs of 
1783 and of 1831, which gave forth light 
perceptible at night, and such {s that 
diffused glimmer which guides our 
steps in the nights of autumn and win- 
ter, when clouds hide the stars and the 
earth is not covered with snow. 

It is therefore not entirely true that, 
as Sir Norman Lockyer puts it, “the 
earth cannot give out more light than 
a cold poker can.” 


GENIUS AT WORK. 


Curious Postures of Some Men to 
Woo a Flow of Ideas. 
Lombroso says that some men of 
genius in order to give themselves up 
to mediation even put themselves artt- 
ficilally into a state of cerebral semi- 
congestion. Schiller worked best with 
his feet plunged into ice. Descartes 
buried his head in a sofa while medi- 
tating, while Milton composed with his 

head leaning over his easy chair. 

Patisiello composed beneath a moun- 
tain of bedclothes, and Rossini found 
bed the best place for his best works. 
Cujas worked lying prone on the car- 
pet, and Liebnitz is said to have been 
obliged to assume the horizontal to 
meditate at all satisfactorily. Rousseau 
worked with his head in the full glare 
of the sun, Shelley on the hearth rug 
with his head close to the fire, and 
Bossuet, retiring to a cold room, wrap- 
ped his head in hot cloths. 

It is possible that some of these 
devices increased the flow of arterial 
blood to the head, just as many can 
think best. when exhilarated by rapid 
exercise or by walking up and down a 
yon.

Opposing Armies Are In the 
Field In Virginia 


A TWO DAYS’ CONTEST 


General Corbin Gives a Dinner 
to Guests, at Which Ex-Sena- 
tor Manderson Delivers Some 


Humorous Thrusts 


Gainesville, Va., Sept. 6.—-Orders for 
a rush to positious were given in both 
manauver camps exactly at midnight 
last night. The “Blue” army under 
General Grant moved to attack the 
“Brown” army under General Bell. 
The orders of General Bell sent his 
forces towards his adversary at double- 
quick. It is his desire to reach a post- 
tion near the centre of the maneuver 
field and stop the attacking force, 
whose duty it is to force a passage 
through Thoroughfare Gap. 

Careful estimates of these marches 
indicate that a collision between the 
opposing forces will take place some- 
where near Groveton, a memorable 
spot in the Bull Run battles. From this 
first collision the Brown army can fall 
back, if necessary, to successive posi- 
tions toward Thoroughfare Gap. Gen- 
eral Corbin will join General Grant 
and witness the operations of his army. 
The day following he will be with 
General Bell. 

The plans of neither commander have 
been divulged, but the problem makes 
plain to military strategists the course 
that will be followed in all likelihood. 
Every regiment to participate in the 
manauvers was in its place shortly 
after noon yesteraay. Outpost duty, 
regimental and brigade drills have 
been in progress, and all the final ar- 
rangements made for leaving camp for 
the battle which is to continue until 5 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon, with a 
truce from 3% o'clock this afternoon ub- 
til midnight. 

Considerable feeling developed at 
General Grant's camp at Manassas be- 
tween soldiers of the First South Caro- 
lina infantry, the First Texas infantry 
and the First Georgia infantry on the 
one hand, and a Connecticut negro regl- 
ment. Many of the southern 
have declined to salute negro officers. 

It was discoyered yesterday, al- 
though it is fair to say not in this con- 
nection, that ball cartridges have been 
brought into the twe big camps. A 
rigid inspection was ordered last night 
and the belt of every soldier was in- 
spected before the companies went into 
action.

Colonel 
Raspopoff, the Russian observer, raised 
his glass to the president. 

Governor Warfield of Maryland 
spoke for his state, and incidentally 
remarked that Maryland was responsi- 
ble for Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri 
and other western states. Ex-Senator 
Manderson of Nebraska, who spoke 
next, said he had often wondered 
where to look for the source of his 
friend Bryan. He now knew Mary- 
land was responsible for him, accord- 
ing to the confession of her governor. 
He touched on the strictures reported 
to have been made by Representative 
Livingston of Georgia on the “full 
dress” features of the dinner in Gen- 
eral Corbin’s camp and invited an in- 
vestigation by congress with the hope 
that the ladies present, Mrs, Corbin, 
Mrs. Grant and Miss Patten, would be 
called as witnesses. Any member of 
either house of congress, he said, who 
would not yote for the proper training 
of the army, that it might be efficient 
as such, was not worthy a place

Returns from Chittenden, Rutland 
and Washington counties indicate a de- 
feat for the fuston ticket organized to 
emphasize the present high license law: 
If the complete returns bear this out, 
it is thought probable that an effort 
will be made at the next meeting of 
the legislature to turn the state back 
to prohibition. 

It was the counting of these fusion 
ballots which delayed the returns at 
Burlington and Rutland until a very 
late hour. 

Secretary Watson of the Republican 
state committee said last night: “We 
expected a Republican plurality of 30,- 
000, but the returns indicate Bell's 
election as governor by a plurality of 
$2,000. I attribute this increase in the 
Republican yote over 1900 to the ex- 
cellent weather, the popularity of Bell 
among the farmers, and the care with 
which the voters read the campaign 
speeches and literature which we sent 
them. ‘The victory must also be re- 
garded as a splendid endorsement of 
President Roosevelt.” 


The yote for congressmen followed 
closely that for governor and with 
the exception of the three northern 
counties, where local issues affected 
the normal vote, the complexion of the 
legislature was practically nnchanged. 

The campaign was hard fought by 
both of the leading purties, the Demo- 
crats bending fheir efforts to a reduc- 
tion of the Republican majority of 31,- 
000, given to William W. Stickney for 
governor in 1900. The Republicans 
conceded a falling off from these fig- 
ures, oWing to the loss of the gold 
Democrat vote, but a plurality of less 
than 25,000 for the head of the Repub- 
lican ticket would have been construed 
as a decline in Republican sentiment. 

The polls opened early everywhere 
and in the larger cities and towns were 
not closed until sunset. In the hill 
communities, where the vote is not 
large, balloting ceased at 4 o’clotk in the 
afternoon. The early returns from 
West Fairlee and other places in the 
centre of the state showed the Republi- 
cans holding their own, while the 
Democrats showed a falling off from 
their vote of 1900. At 8 o'clock 75 of 
the 246 towns and cities had made re- 
turns, the results being similar to those 
of the earlier returns. As usual the 
cities and the remote mountain towns 
were slow in reporting and from some 
of the latter returns have not been re- 
ceived. 2 

The homes of the candidates for gov- 
ernor strongly supported their own 
citizen. In Walden, Bell received 114 
majority, only nine votes being cast 
for his opponent. Porter carried 
Wilmington by a vote of 148 to 119, as 
against a vote in 1900 of 180 to 91 in 
favor of the Republican candidate. 


The law requiring majority elections 
for all candidates necessitates in sev- 
eral of the cities and large towns a re- 
call of the yoters once and sometimes 
twice. At Burlington the balloting for 
representatives was still in progress at 
11 o'clock last night, owing to numer- 
ous split ballots, and the vote for gov- 
ernor bad not been tabulated. Two 
ballots were taken at Barre before the 
Democratic candidate for the legisla- 
ture was declared re-elected. 

At Rutland split ballots were 
the cause of a second ballot, the result 
of which was not known until a late 
hour.

The Russian forces are pushing on to 
Mukden, greatly impeded by heavy 
rouds and floods, conducting an orderly 
retreat, and followed step by step by 
the Japanese.

The report that 
Kuropatkin’s rear guard has been 
annihilated and that the Russian forces 
are in danger of being surrounded is de- 
nied by the Russian general staff. The 
Russian war office is entirely confident 
that the retreat is slowly but surely be- 
ing effected. 

From Tokio comes the ofticial report 
that the bulk of the Russian forces is 
still at Yentai. 

The heads of Kuropatkin’s long com- 
missary trains have passed through 
Mukden and are continuing northward.

Retreat Under Heavy Pressure 

Mukden, Sept. 7.—A Russiun press 
correspondent supplies the following: 

Our retreat is being carried out un- 
der heavy pressure and with the Japan- 
on our The task is addi- 
tionally difficult owing to the terrible 
condition of the roads and the rivers, 
which are flooded. 

The fighting has now been almost 
continuous since Aug. 24, and how 
much longer it will last it is impossible 
to say, as the initiative is in the hands 
of the Japanese. 

The number of lives sacrificed and the 
loss of supplies by burning, bridges 
being blown up, can only be ex- 
plained when we once more have con- 
centrated, and this will occupy us for 
some days. 

Do not be under any misapprehen- 
sion; We will live through these heavy 
days and still more alarming nights; 
for despite recent failures, we have 
steadfast faith in the future, and the 
spirit of the troops is unimpaired. 

There are numberless_ stories of 
heroism, collective and _ individual, 
which it {s impossible to relate by wire. 
The Red Cross is working tirelessly, 
not only in aiding the wounded, but in 
establishing booths by the roadside and 
distributing food and tea to the sick, 
injured and starving. The Chinese 
population is in a state of ferment.

Whole Nation In Anxiety 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 7.—The emper- 
or aas received the following despatch 
from General Kuropatkin: 

“Today, Monday, Sept. 5, the army is 
advancing northward. It has extri- 
cated itself from the dangerous position 
in which it was placed, being threatened 
by the enemy and having a narrow 
tront.. 

“The enemy throughout the day can- 
nonaded our rear guard, especially ‘ts 
left flank, but without much effect. 

“We lost about 100 men today.” 

The utmost confidence prevails at the 
war office that the Russian army is 
slowly but surely effecting the retreat 
without serious risk of being cut off. 
None the less, intense anxiety is felt 
throughout the whole nation, and is 
shared by the ezar, who is unwilling to 
absent himself from Peterhof, and has 
countermanded all proposed journeys. 
He rewains closeted for hours with his 
military acyisers. 


Hunted Up at Last 

Zanzibar, Island of Zanzibar, Sept. 
7.—Tbe British cruiser Forte yester- 
day found the Russian volunteer fleet 
steamers St. Petersburg and Smolensk 
within the three-mile limit and com- 
municated to them the orders of the 
Russian government to desist from in- 
terference with neutral shipping. The 
commanders of the Russian vessels said 
they would forthwith proceed to Eu- 
rope. 

A report was brought in yesterday by 
the German steamer Kronprinz that 
the St. Petersburg and Smolensk were 
coaling in territorial waters. The 
Forte immediately proceeded to search 
for and eventually found them. They 
were not coaling, but after the orders 
of the Russian government had been 
delivered to them the Smolensk and 
St. Petersburg joined a German collier 
and proceeded to Dar-es-Salaam (on 
the African coast, 25 miles south of 
Zanzibar). The Forte has returned 
here,

A number of Hebrews, who came 
from Brooklyn yesterday afternoon to 
take the strikers places, were met at 
the depot by pickets and asked to at- 
tend a meeting of the strikers. The 
situation was explained to them and 
they promised to return to Brooklyn.

Blue and Brown Armies Get to 


Work on Historic Ground 


| BELL RETAINS DEFENSE 


2 


Brown Charging Force Ordered 
Back After Suffering Heavy 
Loss, but Success of Blues Was 


Only Temporary 


Gainesville, Va., Sept. 7.—The Blue 
and Brown armies were in fierce com- 
bat when halted by the chief umpire at 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Pre- 
vious to this the commanders of the 
two forces had spent the time maneu- 

vering for position. The net result of 
the day is that General Grant, who is 
charged with forcing back General 
sell’s Brown army through Thorough- 
fare Gap, has not been able to break 
the line of defense established by Bell 
during the early hours of the morning. 

This Mne extends north and south, 
bisecting the maneuver zone about mid- 
way of its length. The northern half 
of Bell's defense line is composed of 
infantry and artillery. General Grant 
opposed this force in tue extreme north 
early in the day, but with no success. 

After five companies of the Blue 
army had been ruled off the field for at 
tacking in the open a strong concealed 
defense, hostilities ceased for nearly 
three hours. During this time Grant 
swung the bulk of his infantry and ar- 
tillery to the south in an effort to flank 
Bell's line of infantry on the right. 
General Bell, however, learned of the 


movements of his adversary and rushed 
up his reserves to the threatened 
point. 


The two forces came in contact short- 


ly after 2 o'clock. Artillery was 
brought into place by the Brown army 
and rapid-fire guns spoke on both 
sides, while volley after volley of 


added to the sound of battle. 
The battle had proceeded only a short 
time when an order from the umpires 
was given to cease firing. At this time 
the forces were priuctically equal and 
the situation was such that a decision 
from the umpires seemed to be de- 
manded. Instead 15 minutes was 
granted each side to rectify 
Then at a signal from the chief umpire 
the action was resumed. 

The First Vermont, a portion of the 
Twelfth New York, the Eighth Massa- 
chusetts, and the Second Maine made a 
charge on the Blue positien, movi 
over very open ground and under a 
very heavy fire from the Seventh Vir- 
ginia, the First Maine and the First 
Texas. The Brown charging force 
Was ordered back, after sustaining 
heayy loss. 

The success of the 
time was but temporary, as an en- 
filading fire of infantry and artillery 
from the Brown troops on the right and 
left made it impossible for the Blue 
to hold its position, and an order to 
fall back was given, Bell having or- 
dered up reinforcements, consisting of 
the greater part of Barry’s 
which had been holding the 
further.to the south. 

The immediate line of the Brown's de- 
fense then cousisted of the Second 
Maine, First Vermont, Eighth Muassa- 
chusetts, Fourth New Jersey, Ninth 
Massachusetts, Twelfth New York 
Third North Carolina and Second 
Georgia, besides a battery of artillery 
Opposed to this force was the 
Seventieth Virginia, First Maine, and 
Tirst Alabama. 

The situation was critical for either 
side. The fighting forces were ap- 
proaching closer and closer and the fir- 
ing was growing hotter. A decision 
from the umpire would have been im- 
perative had a halt not been called. 

The record of the Blue army for the 
day is summed up by Colonel Wagner 
chief umpire, as follows: “General 
Wint's brigade, which took up a posi- 
tion early in the day at the extreme 
right of the attacking line, has not 
been heavily engaged, and his troops are 
in bivouac.. Price’s bivouac has been 
seriously engaged and has suffered 
great losses. Frost, on the left, has not 
been heavily engaged, while the brigade 
of Cliss still further on the left has 
not been in action. The fighting for 
the Blue army was done almost ex- 
clusively by Price’s brig 
advance guard of Wint. 

“On the part of the Brown army the 
brigades of Smith, Lee, Regan 
Barry have all been in fighting.” 

Colone] Wagner sees a great improye- 
ment in the militia forces regarding 
the use of ammunition. There was no 
reckless or needless firing to speak of. 
The control that officers of the militia 
have over their men was also a matter 
of gratification.

Started by Hebrews, but They 
Were Soon Put to Rout 


STICKS, STONES AND FISTS 


Attacking Party of Three Hun- 
dred Met by Thirty Greeks 
Armed With Iron Files and 
Clubs--Three Arrests 


Lynn, Mass., Sept. 8.—A fierce race 
riot, incident to the strike at the leather 
remnant shop of Jucobson & 
occurred last evening at the corner of 
Summer and Blossom streets. As a re- 
sult three men are under arrest. They 
ure Louis Bougalis, a Greek, charged 
with ussault upon an officer; William 
Hillzovelt, charged with throwing 
stones with intent to assault, and Sam- 
uel Applebaum, charged with assault- 
ing a Greek. 

The tight took place between about 
40 Greeks who have taken the places 
of the strikers and over 300 Hebrew 
strikers and sympathizers. A squad of 
police was sent to the factory near the 
hour of closing to protect the Greeks. 
There was little or no disturbance, 
however, at the factory and the un- 
molested Greeks proceeded on thelr way 
to the boarding houses on Andrew 
Street. 

Their Hebrew opponents, however, 
had made a flank movement to outwit 
the police, and encountered the home- 
going Greeks at the corner of Summer 
und Blossom streets, where a pitehed 
battle was fought. The Hebrews at- 
tacked the strike breakers witb sticks, 
stones and fists, over 300 engaging in 
the onslaught. The Greeks, led by 
Louis Bougalis, pulled from their 
pockets iron tiles and clubs and turned 
ou the enemy with remarkable vigor 
und soon had the Hebrews driven up 
Blossom street. Signs and store win- 
dows were smashed and u fruit yen- 
der’s stand upset. 

Police Officer McGray, in citizen's 
clothes, was on his way to the central 
police station when he encountered 
Bougalis, file in hand, leading the 
victorious Greeks. McGray promptly 
placed the man under arrest and after 
a brief struggle disarmed him. But 
Bougalis pulled a piece of broom- 
handle from his pocket and began to 
belabor the policeman about the head. 
Otficer Kane, who bad one of the He- 
brew rioters under arrest, dropped his 
Inan and hurried to the rescue of Mc- 
Gray. ‘Together they got Bougalis into 
the store of John I’. Squire and tele- 
phoned for the patrol wagon. The in- 
turlated Greeks outside threatened to 
storm the store if their leader was not 
released, but the speedy response of 
the patrol wagon dispelled the danger. 
The arrival of police reinforcements 
sent both Greeks and Hebrews to cover. 

Twelve Hebrews arrived from New 
York yesterday afternoon and weut to 
work in the factory, but as soon as 
they learned a strike was in progress, 
they left. The strikers gave them $3 
each and they returned to New York.

New York, Sept. 8.—As a result of the 
great number of cases of suicide in 
which carbolic acid has figured as the 
agent of destruction, an amendment has 
been made to the sanitary code forbid- 
ding the sale of the drug except on a 
physician’s perscription. Tbis amend- 
ment applies to a solution in which car- 
bolic acid is present in a quantity in ex- 
cess of 5 percent. 


Indicted Man’s Double Crime 

Louisville, Tenn., Sept. 8.—William 
Neal, under indictment for the murder 
of Assistant State Attorney Shrader, 
last evening shot and killed his wife 
and then ended his own life. The 
tragedy occurred in a boarding house, 
where Neal and his wife had been liv- 
ing since Sunday.

A MALDEN MYSTERY 


ody of an Unidentified Child 
Found In a Reservoir 

Malden, Mass., Sept. 8.—The police 
of this city are considerably mystified 
over the drowning of an unknown 5- 
year-old girl late yesterday afternoon in 
the old Malden reservoir. Cries from 
the reservoir were heard by three boys, 
who, rushing to the bank, saw the body 
floating about 75 feet from the shore. 
It was recovered a few minutes later 
by the park police, and an effert was 
made at resuscitation, which, however, 
proved unavailing. 

The police searched the neighbor- 
hood without Being able to obtain any 
clue to the mystery, nor were they able 
to find any family who had lost a child. 
The body is still unidentified. 

The body was that of a girl about 5 
years old. From the expression of the 
face and the appearance of the clothing 
it appeared to have been one of good 
family and whose parents had sufficient 
means to see that it was well dressed. 
The clothing was eiaborate and evi- 
dently expensive, some of the under- 
clothing being of silk. The complexion 
was light and the eyes blue. 


“Premeditated Villainy’’ 

Boston, Sept. &.—John W. West and

Browns Will Make an Effort to 
Strike at Washington--Empty 
Stomachs Among the Militia 


Troops--Southerners Raid a 


Provision Store 


Gainesville, Va., Sept. 8.—The first 
maneuver problem closed at noon yes- 
terday with General Grant's force 
pushed through the left wing of General 
Bell. ‘This put the Blue force within 
two miles of Thoroughfare Gap, the 
objective point. Bell had 
Smith’s brigade on the right and Barry's 
brigade on the left of this breach in 
his line and Umpire Waguer draws no 
conclusion as to what might happen 
had not hostilities ceused under the 
command issued by Generai Corbin to 
cease hostilities at noon so that the 
tired troops might be given relief. 

This attack on the part of the Blue 
force was made by General Wint with 
Price’s brigade, consisting of the 
Seventh Virginia, the First Maine, 
First Alabama and Sixteenth infantry. 
Previous to this there had been severe 
fighting on the line to which Bell had 
fallen back during the night. This line, 
the Antioch road, was within two 
miles of the western limit of the maneu- 
ver zone and extended the five miles of 
the width of the zone. 

While Bell was falling back to the 
new line from the Carolina road which 
had been the scene of conflict the day 
before, Grant occupied the hours be- 
tween midnight and daylight in con- 
centrating his forces for an attack on 
the Brown's left. He withdrew all of 
his cavalry from the southern portion 
of his line, their position on the first 
day, and threw two full brigades and 
16 guns to the point indicated. His 
artillery was so well placed that it had 
unobstructed play for an hour on the 
Brown line. The effect of this fire was 
not taken into account by a decision 
rendered by the umpire on the field 
early in the battle when the Blue force 
Was required to fall back, but was 
taken into account later and credit 
given accordingly. 

Every spectacular feature of a bat- 
tle in full progress was produced in the 
maneuvers and the fleld was viewed 
from near and far by many spectators. 


However, 


During the afternoon the troops re- 
turned to their respective camps to rest 
untli 9 o’clock this morning, when the 
problem was reversed and the Brown 
army took the field against the Blue 
in the effort to strike at Washington. 

The militia troops displayed the 
disadvantage of inexperience in the 
field. Many of them ate their two 
days’ rations the first day and went 
hungry yesterday. The regulars set 
them a good example in this respect, 
dividing their supplies equally be- 
tween the two days. 

Complaint of depredations by militia- 
men came to headquarters from Well- 
ington, where it was claimed that the 
Tirst South Carolina regiment had 
cleaned out a provision store absolu- 
tely. The loss will be reimbursed to 
the proprietor and the amount de- 
ducted from the pay of this regiment. 
General Corbin and both division com- 
manders unite in praising the conduct 
of the militia. They have been tired out, 
but their fighting qualities have not 
been impaired. 

Private Williams or the Seventh cav- 
alry, a member of the Brown army, 
was shot in the right lung with a wad 
from a blank cartridge. The shot was 
fired by a soldier in a Tennessee regi- 
ment at short range and was purely 
accidental. It is thought the wounded 
man may recover, 


Would-Be Lynchers Convicted 

Danville, Va., Sept. 8—Seven citi- 
zens of this place were convicted of 
Participafing in the mob that several 
weeks ago attempted to lynch Roy 
Seals, a negro, charged with murder, 
confined in the city jail. The men 
were sentenced to pay a fine of $50 and 
to serve a term of one day in jail. They 
Were placed in the same jail with the 
hegro they attempted to lynch.

Altoona, Pa., Sept. 8—Orders have 
been issued from the office of superin- 
tendent of motive power of the P ennsy!l- 
vania Railroad company directing the 
shops to go on 10 hours’ time, five days 
a week, and five hours on Saturday.

Chicago, Sept. 8.—Tue strike of the 
butcher workmen, which has de-

The general 
body was at first in favor of continuing 
the strike, but Donnelly, at a meeting 
of the central body of the Allied Trades 
last night, announced that the men 


were defeated and that in order to save

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DR LORIMER DEAD 


Notably Successful Pastorates of 
the Evangelical Preacher 

Boston, Sept. 9.—A dispatch received 
in this city from Aix-les-Baines, France, 
announces the death of Rey.

Lorimer, D. D., for many years pastor 
of Tremont Temple, Boston, and since 
1901 pastor of the Madison Avenue Bap- 
tst church, New York.

Blue Army Has the Browns at 


a Disadvantage 


TO DEFEND WASHINGTON 


Men In Brown Are Two Miles 
From Main Position of Adver- 


saries--Maneuvers Will Come 


to an End Today 
the masses of the people, rather than 
of doctrinal controversialist or of the 
delyer into the deeper aspects of relig- 
fous thought.

Gainesville, Va., Sept. 9.—General 
Grant, commanding the Blue army, 
bas taken up a strong position behind 
Bull Run. This fact has not yet been 
ascertained by General Bell, com- 
manding the attacking Brown army. 
This advance along the Wellington 
pike was harassed just west of Page- 
land jane by the First brigade of 
Graut’s army under General Wint. 
General Bell opposed this force with 
his First brigade under General Lee. 
Taking this as bis adversary’s counter, 
he threw the brigades of Barry, Regan 
and Smith to the right of Lee, seeming- 
ly in an effort to get around what 
would be the original left wing of the 
Blue army. At 8 o'clock this had not 
been accomplished, owing to the dis- 
tance the main line of the Blue army 
was behind its rear guard, or Wint's 
brigade. 

General Grant selected the position 
behind Bull Run in which to defend 
Washington in order that it might be 
as easy as possible for his reinforce- 
ments, which are on the way, to join 
him. His position is not what Bell 
evidently has calculated on in ordering 
bis turning movement, so the situation 
to be developed today is one of exceed- 
ing interest. 

For this reason, Bell's army is as yet 
fully two miles from the main position 
of his adversary and his advance is be- 
ipg opposed by a single brigade. When 
the two armies come into actual contact 
today, if this should be the case be- 
fore 3 o’clock, Corbin will declare the 
maneuver at an edd, so that the men 
may get in condition for the review 
Saturday. 

The fighting between the two first 
brigades of each army yesterday re- 
suited in forcing the Blue brigade back 
through a strip of weods it had occu- 
pied just south of the Wellington pike 
and west of Pagelend lane. Artillery 
Was used by the Brown army in this 
action, the fire being directed into the 
woods. This was followed up by the 
advance of the Brown line and the fall: 
ing back of the Blue under the direction 
of the umpires. 

The delay of the march to positions 
until 8 o’clock yesterday was a mat- 
ter of complaint on the part of the 
Brown troops, a8 many as 100 prostra- 
tions from the heat having been re- 
ported among the Brown troops, who 
were compelled to move in the middle 
of the day. 

General Bell has removed his base ot 
supplies to Aldie, This action re- 
lieves bim of the necessity of employing 
a large force to protect his base while 
operating in the eastern end of the 
maneuvers scene. Thoroughfare Gap 
can be protected by a small force 
against a raiding party, and the removal 
of the base of supplies being unknown 
to the enemy makes it practically safe 
under the cireumstances without pro 
tection. 

There may be a question raised as to 
whether this move is justifiable with- 
fn the rules governing the maneuvers, 
as the operations were to be confined to 


Hiccoughed to Death 
Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 9.—After hic- 
coughing steadily for two days, Frank- 
lin H. Hull, 75 years old, died at his 
home here.

NAPOLEON’S METHODS. 


The Way the Great Military Genius 
Planned His Battles. 

In his work on “Napoleon” Colonel 
Dodge has an interesting passage on 
Bonaparte’s planning.out of his bat- 
tles. It runs: 

“Spreading out and bending, some- 
times lying, over his maps, with a 
rompass in his hand, which correspond- 
ed to about seven or eight hours’ march 
as the crow flies, being nine or ten 
actual hours’ march, marking the post- 
tion of his corps and divisions with 
yarious colored pins, as well as the 
supposed locations of the enemy, he or- 
dered the movements of his army with 
an accvracy of which one can scarcely 
have an idea. Moving his compass 
across the map, he judged immediate- 
ly, according to the topography, roads 
and season, how many marches any 
corps required to reach on a given day 
a certain place where he needed it and 
the rate of speed demanded, and with 
this knowledge (and his Judgment was 
absolute of what troops could do) he 
dictated the instructions the execution 
of which made him so famous. Na- 
poleon avoided such general orders as 
would inform the enemy of his whole- 
sale plan should they reach him and 
confined himself when possible to such 
orders as would apply only to the move- 
ments of certain corps. Even in his 
own army he did not permit the general 
plan to be known, lest it should leak

ANIMAL HABITS. 


Why Horses Have and Donkeys Have 
Not the Shying Habit. 

Horses shy because they are descend- 
ed from ancestors accustomed to roam 
over plains, where any tuft of grass or 
bush might conceal an enemy waiting 
to spring on them. Under these cir- 
cumstances they must often have saved 
themselves by at once starting away on 
observing any sudden or unexpected 
movement or on coming without warn- 
ing upon some strange object. This is 
supposed to have become a habit which 
has descended to their domesticated 
descendants. 

The donkey, on the other hand, is 
descended from animals which dwelt 
in the hills, among which there were 
precipices and dangerous paths, hence 
the sure footedness and comparative 
slowness of the donkey. His ancestors 
were not so liable to sudden attacks of 
wild beasts and of snakes. Moreover, 
sudden and wild starts on alarm would 
have been positively dangerous to 
them. Hence they learned to avoid the 
very habit which proved so useful to 
the horse in the plains, 

The habit of eatimg thistles, which 
is almost peculiar to the donkey, is also 
supposed to come from these same an- 
cestors. Living in dry and barren lo- 
calities, they found little food and 
hence learned to eat hard and dry and, 
if necessary, prickly plants.

It would seem 
that any force from the north must be 
small, for otherwise {t would probably 
bave been dispatched to join in the fight 
at Liaoyang. 

Chefoo reports that Japanese just 
arrived from Dalny say the besieging 
army is preparing another assault on 
Port Arthur. Some foundation for this 
idea may perhaps be discovered In the 
reported arrival of a fresh division of 
Japanese troops at Dalny. 

The progress of the alege, in spite 
of accounts furnished by The Novi Krai, 
the sole newspaper of Port Arthur, re- 
mains clouded by contradictory reports. 
The general assault made by the Japan- 
ese a few days after the demand for 
the surrender of the fortress, on Aug. 
16, seems to have shown the need of 
further reduction of the defenses by 
siege operations. Since that time 
there has apparently beena pretty 
steady hammering of the Russian de- 
fenses by the Japanese guns, and a 
general advance of the Japanese 
trenches, with assaults on separate 
works in the line of forts. Some of the 
Russian heavy guns have been dis- 
mounted, and the garrison is reported 
to. be short of large shells. 

Sorties vy Russian infantry and cay- 
alry appear to be a new feature of tha 
defense, and point to an exceedingly 
close investment of the town. Capture 
of the place by assault is , of’course, 
growing daily more possible with the 
lowering of the Russian stock of am- 
munition, and the gradual diminution 
of the garrison. The Japanese appar- 
ently misjudged their task three weeks 
ago, finding it either impossible, or too 
costly in lives.

IN DETAIL 


Toots of a Once Great Industry—Whal- 
ers’ Outfit From North Carolina That 
Has Seen Years of Use—The Killing 
of a Whale—The Kind of Fowling 
Piece George Washington Carried. 
Birds of North Carolina—Two That 
Tennyson Mentions — Fisher Birds 
and Robbers—How the Demands of 
Milliners Nearly Exterminated the 
Snowy Heron — Shore and Marsh 
Birds.

Perhaps because a near neighbor of 
mine followed the sea in his youth and 
used to regale me in after dinner hours 
with narratives of life aboard a whaler 
I was more interested than you may be 
in the old whaling outfit which hangs 
in the North Carolina exhibit. What 
exciting scenes must have accompanied 
their use! The picture in the old geog- 
raphy labeled “Whaling In the Arc- 
tics’ represented a whale breaking a 
boat in two with a flip of his tail, while 
men were flying in the air like so many 
pairs of open shears in the hands of a 
juggler. That picture gave me a per- 
petual distaste for whaling in its rigor- 
ous reality, but the narratives have 
never lost flavor. 

You may not know tbat whaling is 
still an industry of no small importance 
along the Atlantic coast, for we still 
must have whalebone. Whales are, in 
fact, more abundant than at the time 
whaling lost its greatest importance, 
following the discovery of petroleum. 
The whalfng of North Carolina is “shore 
whaling,” but the whaler’s outfit is the 
Same as used aboard ship when the 
whales are lashed to the sides to be cut 
up and the blubber tried out on board 
the vessel. This outtit was in use as 
late as last spring off Beaufort. On one 
of the lances we may read upon a label 
in the whaler’s own language, “Bin in 
43 Whales.” 

When a whale was sighted in the 
old days the first act was to harpoon 
him. This act wus usually attended 
with great peril. I suspect that the 
men in the geography picture had just 
harpooned a whale and the whale had 
resented it. Then came the lancing 
with the long sharp spear to reach the 
lungs and cause death. Between the 
harpooning and lancing a considerable 
interval usually occurred. The whale 
would “sound” after harpooning, go- 
ing below and taking with him a boat 
load of rope attached to the harpoon. 
The harpoon has cruel barbs, its first 
purpose being to fasten a line to the 
whale. Sometimes the line would not 
run smoothly as the whale went down. 
Now and then it would loop around 
some object in the boat—perhaps one 
of the crew—and many a whaler has 
gone to Davy Jones’ locker by that 
swift route. 

The drag, which you may see here, 
is a wooden block twelve to fifteen 
inches square, with a hole through the 
center. Through this hole the harpoon 
rope runs, and when the drag may be 
safely launched the rope is knotted 
to hold the drag, which is intended to 
retard the progress of the whale and 
tire him. 

The lancing of the whale is scarcely 
less dangerous than the harpooning, 
for the victim may still have much 
strength and a worse temper than 
when the big barbed harpoon entered 
his side. 

The toggle iron is another form of 
harpoon, with point and barb on a 
hinge, so that a backward pull when 
it is once In the whale spreads the tool 
in the animal's flesh and holds it more 
securely. 

The whale gun was invented during 
the later period of the whaling indus- 
try, and the harpooner became the man 
behind the gun. The whale gun has a 
bore of nearly an inch and carries a 
ten inch bomb with rubber feathers to 
guide the explosive missile. The gun- 
ner is not always sure of his where- 
abouts immediately after a shot on ac- 
count of a tremendous recoil. The 
bomb has a fuse set at two seconds, 
and when well within the vitals of a 
whale makes quick work of him. The 
powder horn and cup box hang beside 
the old gun, and this whale spade, to 
cut off the blubber, has seen service in 
hundreds of whales. When passing 
along the north aisle of the Palace of 
Forestry take a look at these tools used 
in the romantic industry that built up 
New Bedford and other New England 
towns in the early part of the last 
century. 


When George Washington went out 
into his preserves to shoot a few duck 
or other birds, he carried a fowling 
piece with barrel seven feet long. It 
was a muzzie loader and had a filnt- 
lock. And, by the way, a flintlock 
was about as ingenious an invention as 
the modern breechloader. A fowling 
gun such as Father George must have 
carried is in one of the cases of the 
North Carolina exhibit of game birds. 
Alongside it is a revolutionary musket, 
the selfsame gun whose shot, in poetic 
phrase, was heard round the world. 


This leads me to the birds of North 
Carolina. Here are the birds that Ten- 
nyson meant when he wrote in “The 
Brook :” 

I come from haunts of coot and hern. 


The coot and the hern, or heron, are 
in the same case. The coot is a dis- 
appointment as to poetic grace, being 
Tather too pussy, suggesting an in- 
active life. Th herons are all beau- 
ties notwithstanding their long 
shanks, which trail through the air 
as they fly. This is a delightful place 
to study bird lore, particularly if you

Capt. B. F. Sherburne. 


Franklin Sherburne, a 
native of Quincy and a nephew of the 
late Thomag Crane, passed away at 
Sequoia hospitat, Cal., on the 17th 
ult., from a diseased right foot. 

Mr. Sherburne was born in Quincy, 
March 4, 1826, and spent the first 
twenty years of his life in this town. 
When a boy he shipped on a vessel for 
the East Indies. This was really the 
beginning of his professional career as 
a navigator, for he was soon promoted 
to ordinary ‘‘A. B.’* and returned on 
the vessel as her second mate. From 
that time on he worked his way up- 
ward in his chosen profession until he 
obtained command of a fine clipper 
ship. Most of his voyages as master of 
clipper ships were in the tea trade to 
the East Indies and in the China seas 
and in this trade he enjoyed the con- 
fidence and respect of all the shipping 
houses of Boston, New York and San 
Francisco. He had the reputation of 
being a skilled navigator and a careful 
master and it was his boast that during 
his long experience be ‘‘never met 
with disaster and never cost the Under- 
writers a cent.’’ 

Deceased was married to Miss J. A. 
Cummings at Tyngsboro, Mass., in 1853 
and leaves three children surviving. 
His wife died in 1893. 

Capt. Sherburne was a man of genial 
disposition and with a character that 
was above reproach. He was quite a 
student of literature and his many 
novel and exciting experiences in the 
days in the China seas 
afforded him a fund of narrative which 
from time to time he wrote 
papers. He was probably one of the 
oldest Masons in the county having 
been *‘made’’ in New York in 1852, 
and joining the Chapter there in the 
following year.

MINERAL WOOL. 


A Valuable Product From What Was 
Once Regarded as Waste. 
Mineral wool is 
sisting of a mass of very 
fibers, which 


a soft substance con- |

every direction and thus form an end-} 
less number of minute air cells. It is! 
made quite simply, by directing a blast | 
of steam against a stream of molten 
slag. Some of the best is made from} 
blast furnace slag, an admirable illus-| 
tration of the value of what was once 
regarded as a waste product. 

The siag is melted in a large cupola, | 
and as it trickles out of the tap hole} 
it meets a high pressure steam jet | 
which blows it in tleecy clouds into the | 
storage room provided for it. The 
heavier wool naturally settles down 
first, while the lighter portions are 
blown further along by the force of the 
steam, and so the material naturally 
sorts itself. 

Mineral wool is fireproof and may be

For this 
last purpose the wool that made 
from sandstone is best, for it contains 
no sulphur, which, when moisture is 
present, is a corroding agent.

OUR FINGER NAILS. 


Method by Which They Are Formed 
and How They Grow. 

The nail is a special modification of 
the cuticle, the superficial cells being 
harder, more horny and more firmly 
adherent to each other than in the 
proper skin. The deep layerof the skin 
is peculiarly modified to form the bed 
of the nail, is highly vascular, and is 
studded with almost parallel ridges, 
the true skin overlapping the sides 
and root of the nail, which fits into 
the groove, as a watch glass into its 
rim. The surfaces of all these ridges 
are covered with growing cells which, 
as they flatten and change into horn, 
form one solid curved plate, the nail. 


Nails grow both in thickness and 
length. The increase in thickness is 


«:used by the formation df nerve cells 
on the bed of the nail; the increase in 
length, through the formation of new 
folds at the hinder part of the bed. 
The nail, thus constantly receiving ad- 
ditions from below and from behind, 
is slowly pushed forward over its bed 
till it projects beyond the end of the 
finger and is cut off at intervals or 
worn away.

Simple Points In Cookery. 

A few points for the American cook 
to remember if she is to emulate the! 
gentle art of the French chef may not! 
be found amiss. | 

Never make pie crust in a warm 
room and never mix it with a spoon, | 
but with an ice cold knife. Use only 
ice water in moistening the pastry and 
shortening. The shortening should be 
cold and firm. Butter makes the best 
pastry. It is false economy to substi- 
tute anything else for it. 

Bake pie crust in a very hot oven, 
not so hot that it will burn before the | 
lower crust is done and yet hot enough 
to prevent the shortening from melting | 
before it browns. If an oven is more | 
or less slow the lard or butter will | 
ooze out and make the dough a heayy 
mass. <All pie crust should be thor- 
oughly chilled just before it is put in 
the oven. 

Never beat and stir whites of egg, 
but “whip” them in light, firm strokes. | 
If the recipe calls for well whipped | 
whites never use eggs that refuse to be H 
whipped to a froth stiff enough to be | 
cut with a knife. Too long a whipping | 
of egg whites, however, will sometimes 
inake them tough. 

In boiling or steaming puddings nev- 
er allow the water to stop bubbling for 
more than a moment. Have ready boil- |

Homemade Baby Walker.

Household Disinfectants. 

A duty of the housewife {s to see that 
every inch of her home is freed as far 
as possible of any accumulation of se- 
baceous matter that will serve to breed 
millions of germs of all sorts. The cel- 
lar, the kitchen and the bathroom 
should be subjected to the searchlight 
of investigation; then to the cleansing 
of a liquid disinfectant. Soap is not 
always best; 
rinsed off, where disease germs may 
thrive and multiply. Any respectable 
druggist can prepare a strong liquid 
disinfectant that may be used and will 
also give eXplicit directions as to quan- 
tity. It costs but little, 
on hand and applied daily. The bath- 
tub should be washed all over; the 
bowl, etc. Carpets, rugs, etc., are made 
brighter by wiping with a weak germi- 
eidal solution once a week.

A GRAND OLD SAVAGE. 


Pen Picture of Paul Kruger as Pres- 
ident of the Boers. 
Poultney Bigelow, writing before the 
Boer war, gave a very interesting im- 
pression of ex-President Kruger. “The 
president of the South African Repub- 
lic,” he wrote; “is indeed a grand old 
savage from one point of view and a 
noble statesman from another. He is 
theoretically the first citizen of the 
most democratic community, yet in 
practice he surrounds himself with a 
tawdry splendor that would shock 
many a crowned head of Europe. 
When I first had the honor of meeting 
this anachronistic phenomenon he was 
drinking coffee and throwing out a 
cloud of strong tobacco smoke, but a 
still stronger volume of violent lan- 
guage, emphasized by the thumping of 
his massive fist upon the table. The 
room in which he recelved was crowd- 
ed with long haired, full bearded and 
stolid featured fellow burghers, who 
reminded me partly of Russian priests, 
partly of Californian miners and partly 
of certain alleged portraits of the apos- 
tles. I feared that I had unwittingly 
interrupted a cabinet meeting, but lat- 
er it turned out that this was Mr. Kru- 
ger’s usual ‘at home.’ When the pres!- 
dent is not at his office he delights in 
nothing so much as entertaining his 
countrymen with coffee, tobacco and 
political proverbs. He harangues his 
visitors with the voice of a bull in dis- 
tress, and they like it. He governs by 
personal contact and spoken parables, 
and it is his boast that he knows per- 
sonally every citizen of his republic.” 


An Old Time Rip Van Winkle. 

The learned John Stow, known as 
the “London Antiquary,” records the 
following: “April 27, 1546, was Tues- 
day in Easter week, and on that day 
William Foxley, potmaker of the mint, 
fell asleep, and he continued sleeping, 
and he could not be wakened with 
pinching, cramping or burning what- 
Soever until the first day of term, 
which was fourteen days and fifteen 
nights after his sleep began.

t@> While we are gratified with the 
growth of our foreign trade and with 
the prospect of its continued increase, 
we regret we are so dependent upon for- 
eign shipowners for shipping facilities. 
We furnish the trade, and foreign 
capital and labor produce the ships 
with which to carry it. Only about 9 
per cent. of our commerce with other 
countries is carried in our own vessels 
and under the protection of our flag. 
Nearly 91 per cent. is carried in foreign 
bottoms, and we pay therefore upward 
of $150,000,000 a year. Thisis certainly 
not good business judgment. There is 
something wrong about it. There is no 
good reason why the United States 
should be so entirely dependent upon 
foreign vessels for carrying their com- 
merce. There is no good reason why 
we should not have a merchant marine 
sufficient to carry our fair share of the 
trade between the United States and all 
ports of the world. If we are to in- 
crease our foreign commerce we shall 
find it to our national interest to carry 
it more largely in vessels bearing 
American register—Senator Fairbanks,

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CAMPAIGN ISSUES 


Roosevelt Would Like to Know 
Where Demotrats Stand 


LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE 


Diseusses the Navy, Pensions, 
Finance, Trusts, Tariff and the 
Philippines, and Says Repub- 
licans Intend to Continue Pres- 


ent Policies 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 12.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s letter accepting the 
Republican nomination for the pres!- 
dency says in part: 

It is difficult to find out from the ut- 
terances of our opponents what are the 
real issues upon which they propose to 
wage this campaign. Having aban- 
doned most of the principles upon 
which they have insisted during the 
last eight years, they now seem ata 
loss both as to what it is that they 
really believe and as to how firmly 
they shall assert thelr bellef in any- 
thing. 

Our opponents can criticise what we 
did in Panama only on condition of 
mis-stating what was done. The ad- 
ministration behaved throughout not 
only with good faith, but with extraordi- 
nary patience and large generosity to- 
ward those with whom it dealt. It 
was also mindful of American Iinter- 
ests. It acted In strict compliance with 
the law passed by congress. 

Similar misrepresentation is the one 
weapon of our opponents in regard to 
our foreign policy and the way the 
navy has been made useful in carry- 
ing out this policy. If continued in 
power we shall continue our foreign 
policy and our handling of the navy on 
exactly the same lines in the future as 
in the past. 

When our opponents spreak of “en- 
croachments” by the executive upon 
the authority of congress or the judl- 
clary, apparently the act they ordina- 
rily have in view is pension order No. 
78, issued under the authority of exist- 
ing law. 

It is easy to test our opponents’ sin- 
cerity in this matter. The order in 
question is revocable at the pleasure 
of the executive. If our opponents 
come Into power they can revoke this 
order and announce that they will 
treat the veterans of 62 to 70 as pre- 
sumably in full bodily vigor and not en- 
titled to pensions. Will they now au- 
thoritatively state that they intend to 
do this? If so, we accept the issue. 

So much for what our opponents 
openly or covertly advanee in the way 
of an attack on the acts of the admin- 
istration. Being unable to agree among 
themselves as to whether the gold 
standard is a curse or a blessing and as 
to whether we ought or ought not to 
have free and unlimited coinage of s!I- 
ver, they have apparently thought It 
expedient to avoid any committal on 
these subjects and individually each to 
follow his particular bent. Their near- 
est approach to a majority judgment 
seems to be that it is now inexpedient 
to assert their convictions one way or 
the other. We, on the contrary, belleve 
in the gold standard as fixed by the 
usage and verdict of the business world 
and in a sound monetary system as 
matters of princ!ple—as matters not of 
monetary political expediency, but of 
permanent organic policy. 

The anti-trust and interstate com- 
merce laws are now betng administered 
with entire efficiency, and as in their 
working need is shown for amendment 
or addition to them, whetber better to 
secure the proper publicity or better 
to guarantee the rights of shippers or 
in any other direction, this need will be 
met. 

So far as the rights of the individual 
Wage worker and the individual capt!- 
talist are cencerned, both as regards 
one another, as regards the public and 
as regards organized capital and la- 
bor, the position of the administration 
has been so clear that there is no ex- 
cuse for misrepresenting it aud no 
ground for opposing it unless misrepre- 
sented. 

When we take up the great question 
of the tariff we are at once confronted 
by the doubt as to whether our oppo- 
nents do or do not mean what they 
say. They say that “protection is 
robbery” and promise to carry them- 
selves accordingly if they are given 
power. Yet prominent persons among 
them assert that they do not really 
mean this and that if they come into 
power they will adopt our policy as 
regards the tariff. 

The question of what tariff is best 
for our people is primarily one of ex- 
pediency, to be determined not on ab- 
stract academic grounds, but in the 
light of experience. It is a matter of 
business. From time to time schedules 
must undoubtedly be rearranged and 
readjusted to meet the shifting needs 
of the country, but this can with safe- 
ty be done only by those who are com- 
mitted to the cause of the protective 
system. 

We are on record as favoring arrange- 
ments for reciprocal trade relations 
with other countries, these arrange- 
iments to be on an equitable basis ef 
benefit to both the contracting parties. 

It is difficult to know if our oppo- 
nents are really sincere in their de- 
mand for the reduction of. the army. 
If insincere there is no need for com- 
ment, and if sincere, what shall we 
say in speaking to rational persons of 
an appeal to reduce an army of 60,000 
men which is taking care of the inter- 
» ests of over 80,000,000 people? 
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Our opponents contend that the gov- 
qrnment is now administered extrava- 
gantly and that whereas there was “a 
surplus of $80,000,000 in 1900” there 
fs a “deficit of more than $40,000,000” 
in the year just closed. This deficit is 
imaginary and is obtained by including 
in the ordinary current expenses the 
sum of $50,000,000 which was paid for 
the right of way of the Panama canal 
out of the accumulated surplus in the 
treasury. 

During the last five years more has 
been done for the material and moral 
well being of the Filipinos than ever 
before since the {islands first came 
within the ken of civilized man. Alarm 
has been professed lest the Filipinos 
should not receive all the benefits 
guaranteed to our people at bome by 
the 14th amendment to the constitution. 
As a matter of fact, the Filipinos have 
already secured the substance of these 
benefits. In our several common- 
wealths here in the United States we 
as a people now face the complex 
problem of securing fair treatment to 
each man regardless of his race or 
color. We can do so only if we ap- 
proach the problem in the spirit of 
courage, common sense and high- 
minded devotion to the right. 


SURELY REPUBLICAN 


Size of Plurality the Only Ques- 
tion In Maine Election 

Portland, Me., Sept. 12.—It {s anticl- 
pated by all parties that Malne in to- 
day’s biennial election will choose the 
Republican candidate for governor, 
William T. Cobb, return the present 
Republican delegation to congress, 
elect a large majority of the Republi- 
can candidates for the legislature and 
select Republican sheriffs and other 
ofticers in all 16 counties. 

As in Vermont last week, the only 
difference of opinion regarding the out- 
come is the size of the plurality for 
governor. The Republicans claim 15,- 
000 to 25,000 for Cobb, while the Demo- 
crats declare that one vote less than 
83,384, the plurality of 1900, will be a 
victory for them. 

The campaign bas been brief, brisk 
and broad. It did not begin until the 
last of August, botn parties had the 
benefit of nationa! talent, while rallies 
were held in every county, all the 
cities and a large number of the towns. 

It is generally conceded that these 
rallies were as a rule poorly attended.

Armies In Far East Having 
Much-Needed Rest 


THE FIGHT AT LIAOYANG 


Advantage Gained Over Rus- 
sians Step by Step Under Ad- 
verse Circumstances -- Baltic 
Fleet Leaves Cronstadt 


London, Sept. 12.—What little news 


was received from the Manchurian the- 
atre of war indicates the almost entire 
Suspension of active operations by 
both Russians and Japanese. The last 
dispatch from Mukden was filed Sun- 
day evening. It said that all was quiet 
in that region and the understanding 
was that the malin force of the Japanese 
had retired to Yentai on the railroad, 


about 10 miles northeast of Liaoyang. 
Kuropatkin briefly reports that there 
was no fighting Saturday except small 
patrol encounters. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram 
company from St. Petersburg says it 
is understood that Viceroy Alexieff, in 
view of the paramount military exi- 
gencies in the far east, has placed his 
resignation in the hands of the ezar, 
but that no decision with regard to it 
has yet been taken. 

All today’s newspapers agree in the 
bellef that a somewhat prolonged lull 
in the operations of the Japanese and 
Russian forees around Mukden will 
ensue. 

Detailed accounts of the battle of 
Liaoyang contirm the general belief 
here that the Japanese have not paid 
an excessive price for their success 
and that they were balked In achlev- 
ing another Sedan by MKuropatkin’s 
generaiship, 

The situation at Port Arthur, espe- 
cially in view of the sailing from Cron- 
stadt on Sunday of the Baltic fleet, re- 
celves renewed attention in the news- 
papers. Spencer Wilkinson, in The 
Morning Post, says it depends entirely 
on how long Port Artbur can hold out 
whether the Baltic fleet will be of any 
effect. The general tendency of the 
London nwspapers, however, is to the 


belief that Port Arthur will soon be} 


worn down by the tenacious attacks of 
the Japanese, while little importance 
is attached to. the sailing of the Baltic 
fleet. 

The Standard declares that the fleet 
will never get beyond Suez, but says 
if, by any iInconcelyable chance it 


should reach Chinese waters, “it would | 


only give Togo fresh opportunities for 
adding to his category of successes, 
We cannot credit the Russian govern- 
ment with any intention of sending its 
last maritime reserve to destruction.” 

The Morning Post's correspondent in 
the fleld with General Kuroki describes 
the operations against Linoyang as 12 
days of the hardest possible fighting 
and marching on short rations, with a 
temperature of 100 degrees in the shade 
and frequent falls of rain. All of this, 
he says, was borne splendidly, though 
the men were worn out after the tense 
struggie. Recounting the gneral lines 
of fighting, the correspondent says: 

“On Sept. 2, while the other armies 
were pressing Liaoyang from the south, 
the turning force continued stubbornly 
fighting the stubborn foe, but steady 
advance was made and step by step 
was the only advantage gained. 

“On Sept. 3 the attack of the Japanese 
first army had been checked. The 
enemy were much stronger than we, 
they having five divisions holding the 
northeastern heights. Our position for 
the time was critical in view of the 
possibility that the enemy might have 
attacked us in force. But a mixed 
brigade, and later the left column rein- 
forced us, making our position safer. 

“On Sept. 4 the enemy was in full re- 
treat and the first army was ordered 
to pursue. General Kuropatkin’s re- 
treat was masterly. He held the north 
eastern helghts to the last possible mo- 
ment and secured a safe retirement 
for his army and his guns.” 


Salling of Baltic Fieet 

Cronstadt, Sept. 12.—The Baltic fleet 
sailed Sunday for the far east. The 
vessels of the fleet consisted of eight 
battleships, four cruisers and several 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat de- 
streyers. The fleet will touch at Libau, 
where it will be joined by 12 trans- 
ports, colliers and supply ships al- 
ready waiting there and will then pro- 
ceedi direct to the Orient, 


Japs Lost 17,539 Men at Liaoyang 

Tokio, Sept. 12—An approximation 
of the Japanese casualties in the bat- 
tle of Liaoyang shows that the Japan- 
ese killed and wounded amount to 17,- 


in need of repairs. After passing 
quarantine the Lena anchored off the 
Union Iron works, where she now lies.

12,500. She was built at Hebburn, 
Eng., in 1895. 


Modern Science In War 

Chefoo, Sept. 12—A Chinese who 
left Port Arthur Sept. 6 says that at 
Port Dainy the Japanese are using, 
with great success, an airship, which he 
describes as clgar-shaped with a car 
suspended. The propelling device is so 
efficient that it is moved at will in 
making observations directing Japan- 
ese observations. 


Met Death Through Poisoning 

Providence, Sept. 12—Medical Ex- 
aminer Perkins has performed an au- 
topsy on the body of Florence R. Moore. 
The woman was found in an uncon- 
scious condition on the floor at the 
Gaspee bullding and died at a hospital 
a few hours later. Dr. Perkins stated 
that the woman had met her death 
through poisoning, either corrosive 
sublimate or arsenic, but that he was 
undecided as to whether he should or- 
der an inquest or not. Charles Moore, 
husband of the deceased, told the police 
that he thought it a case of suicide, as 
the woman had been acting queerly of 
late, 


Commotion In Westminster Abbey 
London, Sept. 12.—In Westminster 
Abbey yesterday, at the middle of the 
morning service, a series of loud explo- 
sions started the kneeling congrega- 
tlon to its feet, causing an almost dan- 
gerous rush for thedoors. Canon Duck- 
worth succeeded in reassuring tLe peo- 
ple and in preventing a panic. It was 
discovered that the cause of the explo- 
sions was a firecracker, the label at- 
tached to which showed the outrage to 
be the work of a fanatical adherent of 
the late John Kensit, the anti-Ritualls- 
tic crusader. The culprit escaped. 


Fire Close to Hospital 

Brookline, Mass., Sept. 12.—The 
patients in Dr. Channing's private hos- 
pital on Chestnut Hill avenue were 
thrown into a panic at 1 o'clock this 
morning when a fire broke out in a 
stable owned by Dr. Channing and lo- 
eated about 75 feet distant. It was only 
by hard work that the attendants 
calmed the excited Inmates of the hos- 
pital. The fire was confined to the 
stable, which was destroyed. The loss 
was about $3000. 


Betrothal Suits the Kaiser 
Schwerin, Sept. 12.—Emperor WiI- 
Nam and Empress Augusta Victorla 
arrived here last evening, accompanied 
by Crown Prince Frederick William 
and his betrothed, Duchess Cecilia of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. At a state 
dinner the emperor expressed great 
joy at the betrothal of the crown prince 
and the duchess and said that the lat- 
ter would be received with open arms 

and honored by the imperial house. 


Fatality Worrles Melba 

Paris, Sept. 12—Mme. Melba, the 
sirger, while driving in an automobile, 
accompanied by two cousins, ran over 
a man over 84 years old and killed him 
instantly. The chauffeur was not to 
blame, as the old man got in the way 
of the automobile while endeavoring to 
escape being run over by acab. Mme. 
Melba was greatly distressed and is 
now confined to her apartments. 


Evident Work of Wreckers 

Savannah, Ga., Sept. 12—A train 
from Savannah for Atlanta was de- 
railed at Ogeechee in precisely the 
same manuer that a train was derailed 
Saturday at Rocky Ford. Fireman 
Polite was killed. The switch was 
found open and the lock broken and on 
the ground, as in the case of the Rocky 
Ford accident. The stations are six 
miles apart. 


Rising Against the Jews 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 12.—Anti- 
Semitic rioting took place at Rovyno, 
during which many persons were in- 
jured and shops pillaged. A similar 
outbreak occurred at Smela, where the 
troops were called out. Ninety-eight 
houses and 145 shops were pillaged, 
and several persons were wounded by 
the troops.

Italfan Almost Severs Woman's 
Head With a Razor 


REFUSED TO MARRY HIM 


Attack Made on Woman as She 
Sat on Doorstep of Her Home 
--Murderer Kills Himself by 
Severing His Jugular Vein 


. Boston, Sept. 12—A murder and 
suicide attended by harrowing circum- 
Stauces occurred yesterday afternoon 
in the Italian quarter in the North 
End, when John Guinasso, 30 years of 
age, killed Retna Fopiano, a widow, 
about 25 years of age, by cutting her 
throat with a razor, and then took his 
own life in a similar manner. The 
murderer, who was induced to the 


crime by the woman's refusal to marry 
him, nearly severed his victim's head 
from the body. The slaying of Mrs. 
Fopiano was not witnessed, but sev- 
eral neighbors saw Guinasso, after 
uttering a shout of triumph at what he 
had done, draw the razor across his own 
throat. He was dead by the time the 
ambulance bearing him had arrived at 
the relief hospital. 


sat upon the front steps of her aunt’s 
lodging house at No. 6 Stillman place. 
The family bad just eaten the noonday 
meal. Suddenly Guinasso appeared in 
the narrow courtway which leads from 
Cooper street, rushed to the steps, and 
assaulted the woman with a razor. 

Several times the murderer must have 
cut his victim, for when she stag- 
gered into the kitchen to fall dead not 
only was her head nearly severed from 
the body, but the neck and shoulders 
were hacked in a_ horrible manner. 
Spectators tried to stop Guinasso, but 
after crying out about his crime, he 
committed suicide by cutting open the 
jugular vein. 

According to the police Guinasso had 
been an unwished for suitor for the 
hand of Mrs. Foplano, ever since the 
death of her husband about a year ago. 
Despite the fact that the woman re- 
pulsed him always, the man _ con- 
tinued his attentions. Several times he 
is said to have threatened her. On 
July 25 he was fined in court for as- 
saulting her with a club. 


Massacre of Missionaries 

Brisbane, Queensland, Sept. 12.—Na- 
tives In German New Guinea attacked 
the Catholic mission and murdered 
Fathers Raschen and Ruttar, Brothers 
Bley, Plarschaert and Schellekens and 
Sisters Sofia, Agatha, Annie, Agnes 
and Angela. Thirty-six natives were 
captured and 16 of them were ex- 
ecuted for the crime. The design of the 
natives was to murder all the whites, 
but this was frustrated. 


Canadian Train Held Up 

Montreal, Sept. 12.—The _ trans- 
Continental train was held up by train 
robbers 43 miles from Vancouver. 
There were four men in the party. 
They compelled the train crew to un- 
couple the mail and express car from 
the remainder of the train and run 
ahead two miles. Here they looted the 
mall and express cars. They got $6000 
from the express safe.

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Minutiae In 
Detective Work 


(Original.] 

The most important case, at least the 

most important to me, I have had 
since I entered the detective business 
was the Hinton case. Besides, it is the 
best illustration that has ever passed 
under my notice of the fact that atten- 
tion to minutiae is the main feature in 
detective work. 

One day I received a call from a 
young lady, who told me that she was 
interested In running down a gang of 
counterfeiters. She had rented a house 
next door to where she suspected they 
were at work, and that was as far as 
she could go. She could not shaduw 
the occupants, for women can't go 

where men can go without attracting 
attention. Therefore she must have the 
services of a detective. Her interest in 
bringing the people she suspected to 
justice was this: Her brother had been 
made the dupe of counterfeiters and 
had been arrested while passing thelr 
spurious money. He was lying in Jail 
waiting his trial. Her object was to 
fix the responsibility on the proper per- 
son. 

Miss Henrietta Stowell interested me 
at once. How she had worked up the 
case thus far is too long a story to be 
given here, but that this young girl un- 
aided had succeeded in locating the 
gang filled me with astonishment and 
admiration. I say “located the gang” 
because there was every reason to be- 
lMeve that they were the persons who 
had used her brother for a catspaw. 
But she had been unable to secure one 
item of proor, and that was what I was 
expected to do. 

I began to watch the suspected house 
and soon noticed that it was occupied 
by an eminently respectable looking 
man and an old woman, who acted as 
housekeeper. There were no visitors, 
the housekeeper never went out, and 
the respectable looking man went out 
very seldom. I learned that the name 
by which he was known was Cochrane. 

I divided the twenty-four hours of 
the day into three watches, taking one 
watch myself and leaving the other 
two to assistants. My experience tells 
me that the finest crooked work is 
done in broad daylight. Therefore I 
took the watch from 9 in the morning 
to 5 in the afternoon. Mr. Cochrane's 
tours from the house were to a news 
stand a few blocks away, where he 
went twice a day to buy a morning 
and an evening paper. Besides this he 
went marketing every day and carried 
everything home himself. A few days’ 
watching showed plainly that he and 
his housekeeper were elther erormous 
eaters or he was marketing for others. 

However, after watching the house 
for a fortnight I was no nearer bag- 
ging the game than when I com- 
menced. Counterfeiters are the sllp- 
periest kind of lawbreakers, being al- 
ways prepared for a rail. Besides, in 
this case there was no certainty that 
there was anything wrong with Mr. 
Cochrane. 

On the fifteenth day of my watch 
Mr. Cochrane, at 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, came out of his front door, stood 
ldly swinging a cane, gaped, then, slow- 
ly descending the steps, seemed uncer- 
tain for a moment which way he would 
go. At last he strolled down the street 
alinlessly. I, disguised as a working- 
man, followed him to a building used 
for stores below and rooms above. I 
waited for him to come out, but wait- 
ed a long time in vain. About half an 
hour after he entered a man about his 
build, but much older—he wore a white 
beard—came out, but it did not occur 
to me that he could be Cochrane. I 
clung to my post till noon, when the 
old man returned, and as he passed 
very near me I noticed that his white 
linen cuff had been bespattered with 
mud, doubtless by a passing vehicle. 

In twenty minutes more I was re- 
warded by a sight of Mr. Cochrane 
stepping unconcernedly from the bulld- 
Ing, and as he passed me I noticed 
some yellow marks on his cuff. Ina 
twinkling I put two and two together 
and had a definite result. Cochrane 
and the old man were one and the 
same person. He had gone to a room 
| he doubtless rented in the building, 
disguised himself, gone out and re- 
turned. He had undoubtedly noticed 
the dirt on his cuff and brushed it off, 
leaving the stain. 

But what had he done all this for? 
He had likely visited some person or 
persons to whom he had turned over 
the “queer” to be placed in circulation. 
At least that was my inference. I was 
tempted to proceed at once against 
him, but prudence bade me wait. I 
had no evidence, and I was in a fair 
way to get the best of evidence. What 
troubled me was that I must walt for 
another one of Cochrane's exits in dis- 
guise, and in the meantime the gang 
might change their quarters. 

It was ten days before I was again 
| tewarded by seeing Mr. Cochrane go to 
his rented room, disguise himself and 
goout. This time I followed him. His 
object was to get rid of counterfeit 
money, but in a way that surprised me. 
He visited a number of places, in each 
of which he bought some trifitng arti- 
tle, for which he paid with a ten dollar 
bill, receiving a large proportion of 
thange. I telephoned to police headquar- 
ters, and he was arrested, a descent be- 
ng made on his house at the same time. 
Nothing was found there, and I in- 
ferred that the gang had arranged to 
sscape to the roof and down through 
inother building. However, Cochrane, 
ilias Hinton, was convicted, and in his 
rial it came out how he had used Miss 
Stowell’s brother, the boy being inno- 
tent of wrong. 

Yes, in our business the minutiae 
tount. Though we had the counter- 
leiter located, we would have lost the 
same had I not noticed the dirt on 
Hinton’s cuff.

WAS UNEXPECTED 


Entry of Lena at San Francisco 


a Disagreeable Event 


JAPAN MAKES A PROTEST 


Question of Cruiser’s Right to 
Make Repairs Must Be Settled 
Between United States and 


25 


Russia--Carried Guns 

Washington, Sept. 13.—The expected 
protest of Japan against allowing the 
Russian auxiliary cruiser Lena, which 
arrived at San Francisco Sunday, to 
remain longer than 24 hours, came 
when the Japanese consul in that city, 
through the collector of customs, made 
formal demand that the vessel be re- 
quired to leave at the end of that time. 

The collector’s telegram, officially 
notifying the authorities of the arrival 
of the Lena and of Japan's protest, 
was addressed to the secretary of the 
treasury, who at once sent copies to 
acting Secretary of State Adee and act- 
ing Secretary Murray of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, who has 
direct jurisdiction in the matter. 

After a conference with the commis- 
sioner of navigation, acting Secretary 
Murray sent a dispatch to the collector 
asking for the hour of steamer's ar- 
rival at the port and a concise resume of 
the steamboat inspector’s report, and 
if repairs are necessary, the probable 
time required to complete them. 

The collector's telegram came after 
office hours and the officlals were 
somewhat puzzled that there should 
have been so much delay in sending it. 
There was a good deal of reticence on 
the subject on the part of the officials 
of the department of commerce and la- 
bor and of the bureau of navigation, 
who preferred to await the report of 
the steamboat inspector before making 
any statement. The Lena will have 
been in port over 24 hours before the 
question of her right to He up for re- 
pairs is determined. 

Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
returned here last night from a brief 
visit to New York. His course re- 
garding the Lena will depend altogether 
on the state department’s action, but 
it can be stated that the minister has 
every confidence that this government 
will act promptly and in strict accord- 
ance with international law. He will 
see Acting Secretary of State Adee 
today. 


Depending Upon Inspectors’ Report 

San Francisco, Sept. 13.—At the con- 
clusion of a conference between Col- 
lector Stratton and the Japanese consul 
neither would say in detail what had 
been said. Collector Stratton, how- 
ever, gave out a statement, in which 
he said: 

“I have decided not to allow the 
Japanese to go aboard the Lena to 
make an examination. This matter is 
between the United States and the Rus- 
sian government. The neutrality of 
the United States will be maintained 
without regard to any request or act of 
the Japanese consul.” 

The United States Inspectors of hulls 
and boilers have been ordered to makea 
thorough examination of the Lena and 
on their report will largely depend the 
duration of the stay of the vessel in 
this bay. If it is decided that repairs 
are required they will be made 
rapidly as possible, and it is generally 
anticipated that this is what will be 
done. In the meantime the collector, 
in view of the fact that the repairs are 
said to be imperative, has refused to 
order the Lena from the harbor within 
24 hours without a ful: investigation. 

Being asked how long he would re- 
main here, Navigating Officer Speckneff 
said: “The Lena will probably remain 
here until the war is over. We expect 
that the officers and crew will be sent 
Lome by way of New York.” 

An inspection of the decks of the 
converted cruiser, to which no objee- 
tion was made, revealed the fact that 
she had mounted 25 guns. The Japan- 
ese consul had little to say on the sub- 
ject of the Lena’s presence in the 
harbor. 


Not Dealing With China This Time 

London, Sept. 13.—The Morning Post 
Japanese critic in London, touching 
upon the arrival of the Russian trans- 
port Lena at San Francisco, says: 
That the United States will be resolute 
and prompt in the enforcement of its 
laws goes without saying. ‘The sub- 
terfuges which served Russia’s turn 
where Chinese neutrality had been in 
question will not suffice to secure a pro- 
longation of the Lena’s stay when 
Californian harbors are concerned. 
That the appearance of the Lena at 
San Francisco coincides with the pro- 
jected shipments of large quantities of 
flour and other cargoes to Japan from 
the Pacifie coast is a circumstance 
which United States officials assuredly 
will not fail to observe.

In No Great Hurry 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 13—The Baltic 
fleet, which sailed from Cronstadt 
Sunday, is expected to remain at Libau 
for about a fortnight.

NOTHING BUT RUMORS 


full In News From Far Eastern 
War Zone Continues 

London, Sept. 13.—Blood has ceased 
to flow in Manchuria. The sanguinary 
side of the Russo-Japanese conflict is 
not now in evidence, and with the prac- 
tical suspension of news from the 
front the interest, tor the time being, 
centers in rumors—that Viceroy Alex- 
ieff has resigned, as reported Sunday; 
that General Kuropatkin is to be re- 
placed by Lieutenant General Line- 
vitch, now in command of the forces 
at Vladivostok, did other statements 
which cannot be traced to authentic 
sources, but all of which, if true, would 
have a most important bearing on the 
situation. 

One Russian correspondent points out 
that when the Japanese withdraw from 
the Russian front it is usually the pre- 
cursor of their appearance on the 
flanks and he thinks the indications 
point to a winter campaign. 

Interest again turns to Port Arthur 
and to the effect which the Russian 
defeat at Liaoyang is likely to have on 
the garrison there, and the fear is ex- 
pressed that the siege will soon end in 
disaster for Russian arms. 


Trouble on the French Shore 

St. Johns, Sept. 13.—Within the past 
few days a British warship, on the de- 
mand of the French commodore, 
stopped a party of colonial lobster 
catchers on the French shore. On the 
fishing banks 14 armed men from a 
French vessel boarded a colonial vessel 
and carried off her whole store of bait. 
Another French crew did the same 
thing to another colonial vessel. <A 
French vessel deliberately ran down 
and nearly sank a_ colonial fishing 
smack. Grave apprehension is felt re- 
specting these outrages. 


Waggaman Contests Recelvership 

Washington, Sept. 18.—Thomas E. 
Waggaman, in his answer to the peti- 
tion for the appointment of a receiver, 
declares that a receivership for his real 
estate is entirely unnecessary because 
the pending proceedings in the matter 
of his estate make it impossible for him 
in any wise to change its status. He 
contends that there is no necessity 
for the appointment of a custodian 
for securities held by him until the 
appointment of a trustee in bankruptcy. 


Irish Envoys Speak at Lawrence 

Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 13.—John E. 
Redmond and Patrick O’Brien, mem- 
bers of the Irish parliamentary party, 
addressed the immense audience here 
last night upon the progress made by 
the Irish National party and the plans 
for the future. The call for funds to 
prosecute the cause was responded to 
by a contribution of over $500, 


Fights In Chicago Stockyards 

Chicago, Sepi. 13.—Twe savage at- 
tacks were made on non-union workers 
last night at the stockyards and in the 
fights that followed eight persons were 
injured, four of them so severely that 
it was necessary to take them to hos- 
pitals. The police say the attacks 
were made to frighten non-union men 
into quitting the stockyards. 


To Discuss World’s Questions 

St. Louis, Sept. 13.—Speeches of 
greeting and felicitations by dele- 
gates of the 14 nations represented oc- 
cupied the first session of the inter- 
parliamentary union. No questions 
were discussed nor business of any 
nature transacted. The union will be- 
gin the discussion of international 
questions at today’s session. 


Train Turned Into Shambles 

Valdosta, Ga., Sept. 13.—-In a row 
on a passenger train coming from 
Jacksonville, Fla., to this city last 
night a white man named Jackson 
Duncan was stabbed to death, two ne- 
groes were killed and Marshal Duncan 
was stabbed in several places. The 
killing was the result of a long standing 
quarrel, 


Commerce With Far-Off Possessions 

Washington, Sept. 13.—The com- 
merce of the United States with its 
non-contiguous territories aggregated 
more than $100,000,000 in the fiscal year 
just ended. Under the term non-con- 
tiguous territory are included Porto 
Rico, the Hawaiian islands, the Philip- 
pine islands, Guam, Tutuila and Alaska. 


Labor Organizations Disagree 

Sioux City, Ia., Sept. 13.—The Na- 
tional Building Trades council opened 
its annual session here with 50 dele- 
gates in attendance. The session is a 
critical one in the history of the coun- 
cil, for the Structural Building Trades 
alliance, a formidable rival, is se- 
riously threatening it.

Preferred Mercantile Company 
Under Postal Ban 


ARREST OF TREASURER 


Boston Concern Which Executed 
Leases and Sold Them on In- 
Stalment Plan In Numerical 
Order--Did Big Business 


Boston, Sept. 13.—Guy C. Stillings, 
treasurer of the Preferred Mercantile 
company, With an office in the Winthrop 
building, was taken into custody by 
deputies from United States Marshal 
Darling's office, on the complaint of 
Postal Inspector Snow. 

For several months the postoftice de- 
partment, alleging an illegal use of the 
mail service, hus been trying to stop 
the business of this concern, which is 
thought to be fraudulent. Mouths ago 
it issued a fraud order against a com- 

of almost the same name in 


Kausas. ‘The ofticers who were behind | 
the scheme in that place are said to} 


have come to Bostou and resumed op- 
erations here of the same kind. Here a 
stop order wus issued, because of evi- 
dence produced by Inspector Snow, and 
this tied up the mail so that the com- 
pany’s business virtually ceased for a 
while. 

Through the United States circult 
court the company secured a restraining 
order which temporarily released some 
of the mail; but the stop order re- 
mained in force anu the company de. 
clared its intention to take the case 
before the United States supreme court 
to test the constitutionality of the post- 
Waster general’s supposed power to 
interfere in this way with the mail of a 
private concern. No such appeal was 
taken, however, and it was supposed 
that the concern had given up its busi- 
hess, until recently new evidence came 
to the attention of the postal authori- 
ties. 

Now the government claims to have 
found that the treasurer, who was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon, has been 
carrying on the business on exactly 
the same plan as the former company 
did, except that the business has been 
transacted in the name of the de- 
fendant or some agents who were not 
named in the fraud order. Furthermore 
it is alleged that the business has been 
even more prosperous since the fraud 
order was Issued, and that recently an 
effort Was made to buy the North Amer- 
ican Trust company, which was broken 
up a few weeks ago when the trustees 
of that concern were arrested. 

In the advertisements issued for the 
mercantile company it Is claimed that 
up to last July it had written policies, 
or leases, to the amount of $1,655,030. 
It has 40 branch oftices in various parts 
of the country, many of which were 
unknown to the authorities the first 
time action was taken against the con- 
cern. It is supposed, therefore, that 
some of the branch offices have been 
opened recently. 

The plan of the concern is to execute 
leases, and sell them on the instalment 
plan to be matured in rotation, or nu- 
merical order. Customers buy these 
leases and pay $1.10 a week until they 
have paid $110, with the understanding 
that when such sum has been paid 
they can have $180 cash or a diamond 
ring worth $200. The time when they 
can have the values of the lease is de- 
pendent, however, upon how goon 


enough money is derived from other | 


lease holders to pay it. 

In the Winthrop building the con- 
cern occupies fine offices, its rooms de- 
ing 402, 403 and 405. Guy C. Stillings 
is treasurer and secretary, and George 
E. Stillings president. J. F. Kingsley 
of this city is suid to be state agent 
for the firm. President Stillings is at 
present in the west, but is expected to 
return this week. 

Treasurer Stillings, when brought 
before Cammissioner Fiske, pleaded 
not guilty and waived the reading of the 
complaint. The case was continued 
for one week and the defendant was 
held in $2000. It is said that more ar- 

rests will be made later. 


No Pressure Upon Panama

Boston, Sept. 13.—Regarding the 

seizure of the colors of the Fifth regi- 

ment of infantry, M. V. M., by a de- 
tachment of the Seveuth U. S. cavalry 
during the army maneuvers at Ma- 

Hbussas, Colonel Oakes, coanmander of 

the Fifth regiment, has made public 

the following letter received by him 

from Captain Sigerfoos, Fifth U. S. 

infantry, and adjutant general attached 

to the headquarters of the First brigade 
at Manassas: 

“The brigade commander directs me 
to inform you that he regrets exceed- 
ingly the seizure of the colors of your 
regiment on Sept. 6 by the mounted de- 
tachment of the Seventh cavalry. This 
Was an act which was not only ex- 
pressly forbidden by the rule govern- 
ing the manauvers, but in actual war- 
fare would have been impossible of ac- 
complishment. 

“This capture was especially out of 
place even had the rules permitted it, 
as this detachment of the Seventh 
cavalry had just been ruled out of ac- 
tion by an umpire as having been an- 
nihilated by the fire of a large force of 
infantry. ‘The action of the company 
guarding the colors in not forcibly re- 
sisting the seizure was especially com- 
mendable, as very serious trouble might 
have resulted.”

IS HELD IN $2000 BAIJ 


Govegnment Claims That Con- 
cern Is Equivalent In Its Op- 


eration to a Lottery--Com- 


pany’s Officials Deny It 

3oston, Sept. 14.—J. F. Knisely, 
state agent for the Preferred Mercantile 
colmpany, is the second official of that 
concern to be placed under arrest. He 
surrendered himself to Deputy United 
States Marshal Pickering, in the fed- 
eral building, and immediately was ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Fiske 
and held in $2000 bail for a hearing 
Sept. 16, the day on which the treasurer 
of the concern will have his preliminary 
hearing, 

The treasurer, Guy C, Stillings, was 
previously arrested and his bail also 
was fixed at $2000. Both of these de- 
fendants had their headquarters in the 
company’s head office in the Winthrop 
Building. Complaints against them 
had been entered Ly Postoflice Inspec- 
tor Snow. 

Knisely is alleged to be the man who 

caused to be inserted in the newspapers 

a few days ago an advertisement urg- 
ing policy holders in the defunct North 
American trust to communicate with 
a certain address before accepting any 
settlement from the receiver of the 
North American trust. It is claimed 
that he received and avswered the let- 
ters sent in reply to that advertisement, 
and that he offered to take their old 
policies and sell to them instead policies 
in the Preferred Mercantile company 
of Boston, 

Large quantities of new circulars, 
giving testimonials, statistics and yvo- 
luminous explanations have been issued 
within a few weeks. 

The government claims that the bus- 
iness of the Preferred Mercantile com- 
pany is equivalent in its operation to 
a lottery; aud that the concern has no 
capital to meet its obligations and must 
depend upvna she misfortune of some 
policy holders--those who allow policies 
to lapse—to pay the amounts due others. 
If the government claims are correct 
the use of the Uuited States mall ser- 
vice in the transaction of this business 
is illegal, and one of the charges is that 
the cotfpany ts making a fraudulent 
use of the mail service. Fraud orders 
have been issued against it, and the mail 
addressed to the companyas belng held 
in the Boston postoflice; but the mem- 
bers of the concern have been able to 
transact their business in the past few 
weeks, despite that order, by having 
their mail addressed personally. 

Officials of the company say ther are 
able to prove that they are doing a legal 
business; that they will be able to pay 
all the contracts that are carried on 
during the contract period. They ad- 
vertise having four sources of income, 
or profit, namely: lapses, fines, transfer 
fees, and the difference between the 
wholesale and retail prices on the dia- 
monds used to fill their contracts. In 
what is called the “forty-fifth monthly 
statement” the manager of the concern 
anuouuces that the amount disbursed 
and paid to patrons up to May 10, 1901, 
was $6680, and that the amount has 
been growing steadily, so that up to 
Aug. 81, 1904, it was $436,841. It 
claims, also, that the business written 
up to Dec. $1, 1901, was only $220,380, 
whereas on July 31, 1904, it amounted 
to $1,655,080. 

It has been located in Boston less than 
a year, and the government claims that 
it is the same concern that bas operated 
in Kansas City and was driven out of 
there by a fraud order. Officials of 
the concern deny that a fraud order was 
issued against them in that city, and 
say that it is not the same company. 

Attorney General Parker of this 
state has brought an information in 
the nature of quo warranto against the 
Preferred Mercantile company in the 
supreme court to prevent it from ex- 
ercising certain corporate liberties and 
franchises, which it is alleged to have 
usurped. The concern is a Massachu- 
setts corporation and it is for alleged 
abuse of the corporate powers that 
Parker has moved. He seeks to pre- 
vent the continuance of the corporation. 

The abuse ig alleged to consist in ‘‘is- 
suing, selling and redeeming, as its sole 
business, a certain form of obligation 
called ‘diamond lease.’”” The company 
is also alleged to have been, without 
authority, selling the diamond leases 
on the instalment plan, which were not 
secured by adequate property.

South African Boer War. 


If I were asked to describe the South 
African Boer War at the Louisiana 
Parchase Exposition, I woutd 
that it can't be done. What the imagi- 
nation cannot compass, words cannot 
portray. In the way of entertainment 
it is far ahead of other 
features as the Exposition 
all its predecessors. I's 
a triumph of genius, its setting a work 
of tragic art, its exccution a climax of 
fascinating and captivating entertain- 
ment. By comparison the exhibitions 
of the Roman gladiators were tame, 
and modern shows of the Wild West 
pale into commonplace. It surpasses 
all the other midway attractions rolled 
into one, 

I could tell of the grand entree, in 
which are represented platoons of 
marching infantry, regiments of dash- 
ing cavalry, and companies of manou- 
vring artillery: might! describe the 
hotly contested races between different 
nationalities, and I could possibly give 
in wordsa faint idea of the dancing 
horses, the wild antics of the Zulus, 
and the treking of the Boers with their 
oxen, mules and ponies; and real 
wagons, but these are incidents, merely 
preliminary to the battles, which 
the real show. 

It is the fighting, struggles to the 
death, and dead and dying all around, 
that bring lumps to the throat, tears to 
the eyes, and cause the audience when 
all is over to relieve its pent up emotions 
by cheer upon cheer, as lusty and as 
loud as ever greeted true hero. 

To characterize these 
origininal, fascinating, real, does not 
describe them; they are thrilling.

S* omachus, last of the great nobles 
of Rome, who, blinded by tradition, 
thought to revive the glories of his 
beloved city by reviving its shame, 
vraphically describes the anxieties of 
the preparations for one of these co- 
lossal shows, on which he is said to 
have spent what would be about £80,- 
000 of our money. He began a year 
in advance. Horses, bears, lions, 
Scotch dogs, crocodiles, chariot driv- 
ers, hunters, actors and the best glad- 
jators were recruited from all parts. 
But when the time drew near nothing 
was ready. Only a few of the animals 
had come, and these were half dead 
of hunger and fatigue. The bears had 
not arrived and there was no news of 
the lions. At the eleventh hour the 
crocodiles reached Rome, but they re- 
fused to eat and had to be killed ali 
at once in order that they might not 
die of hunger. It was even worse 
with the gladiators who were intend- 
ed to provide, as in all these beast 
shows, the crowning entertainment. 


Twenty-nine of the Saxon captives, 
whom Symmachus had chosen on ac- 
count of the well known valor of thelr 
race, strangled one another in prison

TO MAKE REPAIRS 


The Lena Will Be Allowed tc 


Remain at San Francisco 


ADMIRARL GOODICH’S ACI 


It Is Approved by President and 
He Will Continue to Handle 
the Case Under Instructions 
From Washington 


Washington, Sept. 14.—The develop- 
ment so far as relates to the Russian 
cruiser Lena at San Francisco is the 
clearing up of the official muddle aris- 
ing out of the doubt as to which of five 
departments of the government should 
deal with it. It was finally decided 
by the president that the state and 


bavy departments should treat the 
cuse, acting jointly, a decision calcu- 
lated greatly to simplify its handling. 

A telegram from Admiral Goodrich 
at San Francisco showed that on his 
own Initiative he had caused one of his 
expert officers to make a preliminary 
examination of the Lena and that 
temporary repairs would occupy six 
weeks’ time and new boilers would in- 
volve eight months’ delay. The presi- 
dent approved the admiral’s action and 
Gecided that he should continue to 
handle the case in San Francisco under 
instructions from the state and navy 
departments. 

This involved a further expert ex 
amination of the ship. The Russian 
government did not object; at least, the 
Russian consul at San Francisco gave 
that understanding, and within a day 
or two, with the assistance of expert 
mechanics, Admiral Goodrich will be 
able to report more closely on the re- 
pairs. The admiral also adopted the 
precaution of guarding the Lena with 
his own vessels, a course also approved 
by the departments. 

Agreeable to the president's instruc- 
tions, Acting Secretary Adee for the 
State department and Ouptain Pillsbury 
for the nuvy department had two con- 
ferences and the result was the 
preparation of instructions to Admiral 
Goodrich which, it is understood, were 
wired to the presideut first for his ap- 
proval. There ts good ground to believe 
that these instructions contemplate 
the allowance of sufficient time to the 
Lena to make temporary repairs. 

However, there is a growing belief 
here that the vessel will be obliged to 
intern in the end, for it is altogether 
likely that by the time she could be 
made ready to zo (o sea one or more 
Japanese cruisers would be off the 
Golden Gate ready to sink or capture 
her. : 

Foreseeing such 2» event as a request 
for the right to intern, the officials have 
been considering what shall be done 
with the crew—woethber they may be al- 
lowed to return to Russia on parole or 
must be interned on their ship in San 
Francisco harbor. On this point no de 
«sion has been reaehed. 

It was stated last night that no form- 
al statement had been received on be- 
balf of Russia, the Russian officials in- 
dicating the nature of the request they 
would make regarding repairs to the 
boilers of the vessel. The matter prob- 
ably now is under consideration by the 
Russian government. From the very 
nature of the case an early decision in 
the matter is imperative and will be in- 
sisted on by our government. At both 
the state and navy departments the 
statement was made last night that 
there had been no developments since 
the close of office hours. 


KUROPATKIN’S SILENCE 


It Gives Rise to Forebodings of 
Pending Disaster 

London, Sept. 14.—There has 
no renewal of fighting on a large scale 
between the Russlan und Japanese 
armies in the far east. At St. Peters- 
burg the people are harassed by ru- 
mors of impending disaster to General 
Kuropatkin, which find ready credence 
because of the lack of official informa- 
tion from the general's headquarters 
at Mukden, and for the moment the 
popularity of the head of the Russian 
armies in the field is in eclipse. In 
that capital, too, there is much un- 
easiness felt lest the Japanese ad- 
yance in Manchuria should afford oc- 
easion for the growth of an anti-Rus- 
sian spirit in China and the ultimate

projection of that power into the 
conflict. 
St. Petersburg denies the reported 


wounding of General Zassalitch, the 
story that he and his force of 3000 men 
bave been captured, and the report that 
the Russians used dum-dum bullets 
at Liaoyang. Tokio hears that the bul- 
lets found in the city do not exactly fit 
any of the Russian rifles captured; evi- 
dence of their use is therefore lacking. 


; Blow Up Ships and Surrender 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 14—It is de- 
clared that the czar has commanded 
General Stoessel, in charge at Port Ar- 
thur, to make a final sortie with the 
ships there, blow up the ones which 
cannot join in the escape, and to sur- 
render the port to the Japanese, to 
nvoid further and useless loss of life. 
If he cannot escape with the ships 
which manage to get out of the port, 
they are to fight until crippled and then 
blow up their ships. 


Incredible indeed 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 14—While it 
seems almost incredible that the ad- 
miralty should remain in ignorance of 
the Lena’s mission and whereabouts, 


~ 
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Buch seems to be the case. it appears 
that the vessel was acting wholly under 
the orders of Vice Admiral Skrydloff 
and that he had not reported concerning 
the Lena, or that if he had done so, the 
report had not reached the admiralty.

St. Louls, Sept. 14—At the inter- 
parliamentary conference Count Goblet 
D’Alviella presented a resolution call- 
ing for intervention in the Russo-Jap- 
anese war. He urged that President 
Roosevelt was quite the proper person 
to tender mediation. ‘The resolution 
Was adopted. 


Something New In Police Line 

New York, Sept. 14.—To curb and in- 
vestigate crime in the Italian districts 
of New York Police Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo has established an Italian police 
staff. The plan provides for the gather- 
ing of all the Italians on the New York 
police force into a quasi-detective con- 
tingent, whose work will be confined to 
the Italian districts. The commisston- 
er believes that if there are such or- 
ganizations as the Mafia and Black 
Hand, Italian policemen will find it 
easy to stamp them out. 


Thinks Transfer System Dangerous 

Philadelphia, Sept. 14.—The frequent 
transferring of steamboat inspectors 
from one point to another throughout 
the country is, in the opinion of Cap- 
tain Joyce of New York, one of the 
principal causes of such accidents as the 
burning of the Slocum in New York 
harbor. This statement was made by 
Joyce at the annual meeting here of the 
the nationaTboard of steam navigation. 


Cieaned Out Disease Breeders 

Laredo, Tex., Sept. 14.—The fumi-a- 
tion corps which has been engaged in 
placing the towns along the Rio Grande 
river as far as Brownsville in a sani- 
tary condition reports having com- 
pleted its work. The corps en- 
countered large quantities of yellow 
breeding mosquitoes and carried on a 
strict house to house canvass to ex- 
terminate the mosquitoes. 


Long-Loaked-For Comet Appears 

Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 14.—A 
cablegram was received last nigot at 
Harvard college stating that Professor 
Kopff of Germany had succeeded in 
finding Eneke’s periodic comet, al- 
though it is very faint. This is an 
astronomical object of great historic 
interest, Whose reappearance has been 
looked for by astronomers for several 
weeks, = 


Flood Extends 500 Miles 

Austin, Sept. 14.—The big rise in the 
Rio Grande river has reached Carrizo, 
Tex., and the flood ts inundating both 
sides of the river from there to Browns- 
ville, a distance of 200 miles. The val- 
ley between Carrizo and Presidio del 
Norte, a distance of 500 miles, ts largely 
under water. The river is still rising. 


Wheat Prices Soar 

Chicago, Sept. 14—Killing frosts 
caused sensationally bullish trading in 
wheat and corn yesterday. At one time 
all deliveries of wheat were 4 cents 
above Monday's closing prices, an ad- 
vance of 8 cents In 48 hours. May 
wheat sold at 1.18 3-4@T-8 a bushel, a 
new high record mark for the season. 


Puliman Conductors In White House 

Washington, Sept. 14.—Willlam M. 
Johnson, a former Pul!man conductor, 
who bad charge of a majority of the 
trips made by the president to different 
parts of the country, has been made an 
usher in the White House. Johnson is 
the third Pullman conductor to be thus 
appointed in recent years. 


Twelve Chiidren Made Orphans 

Brattleboro, Vt., Sept. 14.—William 
H. Chalmers, 45 years old, a private in 
the Vermont National Guard, died from 
dysentery on the boat at New London, 
Conn., while en route with his company 
from Manassas. His home was at 
West Topsham. He leaves a wife and 
2 children. 


No Liquor Handiers In Redmen 

St. Joseph, Mo., Sept. 14.—The Red- 
men of the United States adopted an 
amendment to its laws, debarring 
saloon keepers, bartenders and retail 
liquor sellers from the order, and pro- 
viding for the expulsion of any mem- 
ber who shall engage in the liquor 
traffic. 


Big Steampipe Exploded 

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 14.—By the 
explosion of a 12-inch ateampipe in the 
works of the American Steel and Wire 
company five men were scalded and 
otherwise injured. Carl Erickson was 
fatally injured. It is thought the 
others will recover. 


To Pay Half of Veterans’ Claims 

Havand, Sept. 14.—President Palma 
has decreed that payments of one- 
half of the amounts due revolutionary 
yeterans shall begin on Oct. 1. The 
proceeds of the $35,v00,000 will pay one- 
half of the recorded claims, with 84,- 
000,000 to spare.

A Loophole For Ames 

Minneapolls, Sept. 14.—County At- 
torney Boardman has moved to dis 
miss alt the bribery and corruption in- 
dictments, 10 in all, standing against 
former Mayor Ames. Boardman ex- 
plained that owing to the death and 
removal of witmesses and other reasons 
it would be impossible to secure con- 
viction. Judge Harrison took the mo- 
tion under advisement. 


Verdict Considered Excessive 

Lyons, N. Y., Sept. 14.—Supreme 
Court Justice Dunwell has handed 
down a decision setting aside as exces- 
sive damages of $35,000 in favor of John 
E. Pitts, a railway mail clerk, who 
sued the New York Central railroad.

BIELA’S COMET. 


Its Sensational Career Before It Van- 
ished From Our Sight. 

All Europe was in pangs of terror 
when in 1832 it was announced that 
Biela’s comet would cross the earth’s 
path. People died of terror, and so se- 
rious did the scare become that a Pari- 
sian professor begged the Academy of 
Science to publicly refute the assertion. 

The comet came, blazed awhile in the 
sky and vanished. Its period of revo- 
lution round the sun being just under 
seven years, it came again in 1839 and 
was due once more early in 1846. But 
in that year, instead of one comet, two 
appeared! The original comet had dil- 
vided into two parts, each of which 
had a separate existence, though their 
paths were the same. 

In 1852 the two comets again came 
flying into sight: Their path in 1859 
Was too close to the sun for telescopic 
scrutiny, but in 1866 it was expected 
that they would be plainly visible. But 
the double comet never turned up. Nor 
has it ever been seen since, 

Comets are naturally egmewhat un- 
reliable. They are of very fiimsy tex- 
ture. One great astronomer indeed has 
said that you could pack the tall of the 
average comet in a portmanteau. So if 
they pass too near to Jupiter or any of 
the big planets they are very apt to get 
caught and so to disappear completely 


NORMAN DISTRUST. 


One Simple Way by Which a Travel- 
er May Disarm It. 

The greatest obstacle to agreeable 
pedestrianism in Normandy is the pro- 
verbial Norman distrust. The Nor- 
mnan’s distrust of the stranger takes 
the form of a comical sort of terror of 
being tinanclally duped, cheated or 
swindled, not to say robbed—probably 
because he is himself perpetually en- 
gaged in financial duping. 

If the tramper does not succeed in 
disarming by one means or another 
Norman distrust his tramping life in 
Normandy will be made a burden to 
him. Norman distrust can be disarm- 
ed, but it cannot be disarmed in an in- 
stant, a l’Americaine. It takes time 
to do it—the Norman is the last person 
in the world to stand and deliver—and 
there is no social device to be mention 
ed in the same breath with drinking 
for courteously consuming time. 

If the tramper asks a simple ques- 
tion at a farmhouse he cannot decently 
linger—not in Normandy—after his 
guestion is answered. If he makes a 
petty purchase in a store his situa- 
tion is only a trifle less awkward, 
since he is morally obliged to retire as 
soon as the transaction is completed. 
On the other band, he has only to or- 
der a drink—in this country of cider 
and applejack every store and nearly 
every farmhouse sells Iiquor—to be en 
titled to sit at a table for as long as 
he wills it and to talk.—Booklovers’ 
Magazine.

How did I become a barrister in Eng: 
land? That’s a secret, but since you 
are my son I will tell you.

Have I ever regretted my act? Nev- 
er. In a sense I did wrong to work a 
right, and I don’t belleve in the prin- 
ciple of doing wrong that right may 
come. But an isolated case like this 
Goesn’t make a rule; it is simply an 
exception to a rule.

St. Petersburg is that the Russians 
will winter at Harbin, but the fact that 
there is probably two months of good 
weather for military operations before 
extreme cold weather sets in leaves 
room for a revision of this purpose in 
the light of events that may transpire. 
The Japanese are reported to be col- 
lecting taxes and otherwise adminis- 
tering affairs in Manchuria as though 
that country was conquered territory. 

General Kuropatkin’s official report, 
which was given out at St. Petersburg 
last night, sets at rest alarmist stories 
of the loss of guns, the cutting off of 
divisions and the deata or capture of 
prominent commanders which have 
been freely circulating. The report, 
which is a very long one, enters at con- 
siderable detail into the various phases 
of the battle of Liaoyang and entirely 
bears out the declaration at the time 
that General Orloff’s failure to hold the 
vital position at the Yentai mines was 
responsible for the breaking down of 
the whole of Kuropatkin’s plan of bat- 
tle, and turned a potential yictory into 
defeat. 

The manner in which the retreat was 
carried out, in the face of the terrible 
condition of the country and the deter- 
mined pressure of the Japanese armies, 
does much to Kuropatkin's 
prestige in military circles. It 
practically a company commander's 
fight, commands becoming separated in 
the darkness and independent units 
acting upon their own initiative with 
the one object of carrying out the com- 
mander’s orders to retake the heights. 

The necessity of retaking the Syk- 
wantum heights formed the first break 
in Kuropatkin’s plan, lost him a whole 
day, Sept. 2, and thus delayed launch- 
ing the blow against Kuroki, and when 
the Russians had just regained a foot- 
hold on the coveted position Orloff’s 
failure to hold the Japanese advance 
against the Yentai mines threatened the 
envelopment of Kuropatkin on the 
north, crippled the whole Russian 
scheme and forced the now historie 
retreat to Mukden. 

The report as given out does not 
state the casualties, but it is authorita- 
tively stated that they were under 
17,000. 

The war office is extremely reticent 
regaréing the present situation and 
future plans at the front. It is stated 
in general terms that the army is con- 
centrated around Mukden, leaving the 
inference that it is ready to make an- 
other stand. 


DAMAGED IN ACTION 


Story That Japanese Cruisers 
Inflicted the Lena’s Injuries 
St. Paul, Sept. 15.—Count Yama 

Osicbi, a Japanese nobleman and a 

relative of General Kuroki, passed 

through this city en route to Seattle. 

Speaking of the Lena incident in San 

Francisco, he said: 

“I heard two weeks ago, when in 
Washington, that the Lena was watch- 
ing for vessels bound to Japan from Pu- 
get sound and I also heard that two 
light cruisers of my country had been 
detailed to take the ship. They fol- 
lowed the Lena when she broke away 
from the Vladivostok squadron and 
the facts that will come out when the 
officers of the Lena make official re- 
ports to their government will show 
that somewhere in the vicinity of Red- 
field Reef, hundreds of miles west of 
Cape Flattery, there was another ac- 
tion that has not been heard of so far, 

“The Lena is badly damaged, I un- 
derstand, but the ship is being so care- 
fully protected from investigation by 
her marines and the United States gov- 
ernment that the nature of the injuries 
cannot possibly be determined. I am 
certain that the injuries are the re- 
sult of gun shots intlicted by our little 
cruisers. 

“Somewhere off to the westward of 
the Farallone islands, 1 am confident, 
there are two Japanese cruisers pa- 
trolling the coast, watching for the 
Russian to come out. Their captains 
know that the United States govern- 
ment will not allow the Lena to re- 
main longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary to complete her repairs and when 
she leaves the Golden Gate there will 
be a sea death for her.”

The Grafton is under 
cabled orders from the British ad- 
miralty to protect British shipping on 
the American side of the Pacitie at all

Critical Situation at Port Arthur 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 15.—A_ high 
personage says that the czar has re- 
ceived a report from Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Stoessel to the effect that for a 
week there has been no meat and only 
a small quantity of flour at Port Ar- 
thur, while the ammunition there is not 
sufficient for the blowing up of the 
fortifications in the event of a success- 
ful Japanese assault. 


A Trunk Murder Mystery 

Cleveland, Sept. 15.—The body of 
Mrs. Inez Smith, a young white woman, 
was found in a trunk floating in the 
lake. Her husband, Samuel Smith, a 
negro, had been recently sued for di- 
vyoree. The police claim that on Sept. 
6 the woman went to her husband's 
home, that they quarreled and that she 
has not been seen since. Neighbors al- 
lege that late the same evening two 
trunks were taken away from the house 
by an expressman, one of which was 
delivered at a depot. The police ar- 
rested Eugene Minor and Gertrude 
Smith on suspicion. 


Injured Seaman's Sorry Plight 

Perth Amboy, N. J., Sept. 15.—Semi- 
delirious and with his body crushed 
from hips to armpity, Edward B. Gra- 
ham, second mate of the schooner The- 
ta, who drifted for 30 hours on a single 
stick of wreckage after the Theta was 
run down at sea Sunday night, arrived 
here on the schooner Cohasset. Gra- 
ham had been given up for lost. A 
short time after the collision all the 
crew except Graham were picked up by 
the S. 8S. Mohican and landed at Wil- 
mington, N. C. 


Butchers and Allies Resume Work 

Chicago, Sept. 15.—Nearly 20,000 of 
the former striking butcher workmen 
and allied tradesmen have been re-em- 
ployed and are at work in ‘“Packing- 
town” and in the independent plants 
outside the yards. The strikers still out 
will be employed at the rate of about 
150 a day until all available places are 
filled. Hundreds of strike breakers 
were paid off on request and taken out 
of the yards under police protection. It 
is estimated that about 5000 still re- 
main. 


Rain, Wind and Earthquake 

Washington, Sept. 15.—Heavy storms 
have prevailed in North and South 
Carolina and Virginia. Much damage 
was done by wind and water. Three 
fishermen of Charleston are known to 
have been drowned and it is feared 11 
others lost their lives. Two men at 
Wrightersville, N. C., were drowned. 
Many buildings were blown down in 
various parts of the south and two 
shocks of earthquake were felt in 
Augusta, Ga. 


Big Cutdown of Expenses 

St. Louis, Sept. 15.—The Philippine 

World's Fair board announces that 
more than 50 employes of the govern- 
ment exhibit, including several high 
officials, have been dismissed for rea- 
sons of economy. It is expected that a 
saving of $7500 a month will result 
from the reductions.

Mexico City, Sept. 15.—The police of 
the city were interviewed last night 
concerning a story published in the 
United States regarding an alleged con- 
spiracy on the part of two Spaniards 
to assassinate President Roosevelt.

BRIEF TWILIGHT. 


At the Equator It Lasts Only a Little 
Over an Hour. 

As twilight is caused by the refrac- 
tion of the atmosphere, without which 
we should be instantly in darkness at 
sunset, all parts of the earth have twi- 
light, though of varying duration. 
When the sun has sunk eighteen de- 
grees below the horizon no more light 
can be refracted anywhere, but the path 
of the sun at the equator is so nearly 
vertical that its disappearance is pro- 
portionally rapid. 

The shortest twilight at the equator 
is one hour and twelve minutes at the 
equinoxes in March and September; 
the longest is one hour and nineteen 
minutes at the solstices in June and 
December. 

In London from May 22 to July 21 
it is twilight all through the night. No 
wonder, with a disparity so great, 
people speak of night in the tropics 
as coming on almost suddenly. Farther 
north still, in the Shetlands and Nor 
way, we speak of the midnight sun, 
where men never lose sight of the orb 
of day and twilight is unknewn—Lon- 
don Spectator.

New York Republicans Disa- 
gree on Head of Ticket 


HIGGINS IS PICKED TO WIN 


Woodruff Has Nut Given Up the 
Fight, However, and Says His 
Name Will Go Before Conven- 
tion--Criticism of Odell 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 15.—There is 
every reason to believe that the follow- 
ing ticket, chosen by the Higgins sup- 
porters, will be nominated by the Re- 
publican state convention: For gov- 
ernor, Frank W. Higgins; Heutenant 
governor, M. L. Bruce; secretary of 
state, J. F. O’Brien; attorney general, 
J. M. Mayer; state treasurer, J. D. 


Wallenmeler; state engineer and sur- 
veyor, H. A. VanAlstyne; chief judge 
of the eourt of appeals, E. M. Cullen; 
associate judge of the court of appeals, 
W. E. Werner. 

Although there is no assurance that 
this ticket can be nominated without 
a rolicall on the nomination for goy- 
ernor the air is still full of rumors that 
a settlement may be reached and the 
unanimous nomination of Higgins ac- 
complished on the first ballot. 

The conference which resulted in the 
completion of the Higgins ticket was 
attended by about 23 men, but none of 
the Woodruff or Platt men were pres- 
ent. L. E. Quigg of New York, who 
had been considered one of the Wood- 
ruff supporters, was present, and he 
stated he would support Higgins. The 
selection of Bruce was something of a 
surprise after the naming of Mayer 
Tuesday evening for attorney general, 
as it gives New York county two places 
on the slate. 

Mr. Woodruf came from his head- 
quarters after a protracted conference 
with friends at 11:30 last night and 
said: “My name will go before the 
convention tomorrow.” Replying to an 
inquiry as to the number of votes he 
would have, he said: “I don’t know. 
That does not have much to do with 
the matter, anyway.” 


The position of Woodruff as a candi- 
date for governor was the most inter- 
esting feature of the day’s political sit- 
uation. From the time the Kings 
county delegation met and declared for 
an individual vote for governor until 


late at night, the only question that 
sewmed to absorb the deleguies was 


whether Woodruff's name would go be- 
fore the convention or be withdrawn 
for the sake of harmony inthe state 
organization. Mr. Woodruff himself, 
discussing the situation, said: 

“It had been asserted from the out- 
set that there would be an open conven- 
tion, but it ceased to be such as soon 
as Governor Odell declared for Hig- 
gins. ‘The state leaders brought pres- 
sure to bear on their individual! dele- 
gates, as they desired to follow the 
lead of the governor and chairman of 
the state committee. The individual 
ballot, however, will cut both ways. It 
has resulted in screwing the lid on 
tighter than ever and more influence 
has been brought to bear on the dele- 
gates, resulting in the control of sey- 
eral large counties by its leaders. Of 
course I will support the ticket noml- 
nated.” 


Peabody Again 

Denver, Sept. 153—The Republican 
state convention nominated a full state 
ticket headed by James H. Peabody for 
governor. The platform endorses the 
administration of Governor Peabody 
and calls on all citizens to support him 
in his efforts to “rebuke the spirit of 
lawlessness which would turn popular 
government into irresponsible despot- 
ism and keep alive class hatred, law- 
lessness and treason. The platform 
pledges the candidates to restrain any 
excess whether practiced by capital or 
labor. An eight-hour law is favored. 


Roberts Gets the Nomination 

Hartford, Sept. 15.—The Republican 
state ticket placed in nomination by 
the state convention in this city was 
as follows: For governor, Henry Rob- 
erts; for Heutenant governor, Rollins 
Woodruff; secretary of state, Theodore 
Bodenwein; state treasurer, J. F. 
Walsh; comptroller, A. W. Mitchell; 
congressman-at-large, G. L. Lilley. 
The platform adopted was short, and 
was an endorsement of the party’s 
policies in the state and nation. 


Narrowed Down to Two 

Boston, Sept. 15.—The Democratic 
gubernatorial situation as a result of 
a conference heRi at Young's hotel yes- 
terday after a four hours’ session is 
that: William A. Gaston, refuses to 
reconsider his declaration. + Richard 
Olney absolutely will not listen to the 
suggestion of being a candidate. John 
R. Thayer says he will not take any 
mort offices. This leaves the governor- 
ship nomination between William L. 
Douglas of Brockton and Charles §. 
Hamlin of Boston. 


Wisconsin Row In Court 

Madison, Wis., Sept. 15.—The contest 
over the regularity of the Republican 
ticket is before the supreme court. 
Counsel for the anti-third termers 
claim that the Republican national 
committee is the highest party author- 
ity and they ask the court to enforce 
the decision of the committee. At- 
torneys for the La Follette ticket con- 
tend that the state central committee 
is the only legal authority to decide 
which is the regular ticket.

Gathering of Old-Timers 

Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 15.—Rain 
which fell in torrents did not prevent a 
good attendance at the Republican 
party’s  semi-centennial. Senators 
Fairbanks and Depew were the prin- 
cipal speakers. The celebration was 
brought about by a committee composed 
of surviving delegates to the first 
regular Republican state convention, 
held here on Aug. 16, 1834. Occupying 
seats on the platform were 125 white- 
haired yeterans who yoted for John C. 
Fremont. 


Complete Returns From Maine 

Portland, Me., Sept. 15.—A Republl- 
can plurality of 27,130 is shown by com- 
plete returns from the state election 
of Monday. While these figures show 
a Republican gain of 4990 votes over 
1900, they also indicate a Democratic 
gain of 11,244, or a net gain for their 
party of 6254. The total vote for goy- 
ernor as tabulated was Cobb (Rep.) 
78,460, Davis (Dem.) 51,330. The yote 
in 1900 was Hill (Rep.) 73,470, Lord 
(Dem.) 40,086. 


Tammany Ratifies Parker Ticket 

New York, Sept. 15.—Tammany 
opened its campaign last night by a 
rally, ratifying the nominations of Par- 
ker and Davis. Resolutions pledging 
support to the nominees were adopted. 
The principal speakers of the evening 
were Congressmen Cockran and Sulzer 
Mr. Cockran said the returns from 
Maine indicated that the Democratic 
ticket could be elected.

Conspiracy Charge Clinched 

London, Sept. 15.—William Thomas 
has pleaded guilty to the charge that 
he was convicted in 1877 under the 
name of John Smith, and served a term 
of five years’ imprisonment for obtain- 
ing money and jewelry from women 
under false pretences. It was in mis- 
take for Thomas that Adolf Beck, who 
was recently granted a “free pardon,” 
served two terms of imprisonment on 
the same charges, owing to police con- 
spiracy, it is claimed, for which the 
government offered as compensation 
the sum of $10,000, which Beck refused 
as insufficient.

Mrs. Wood 
claims that fraud and deceit was prac- 
ticed on her by inducing her to pur- 
chase 200 of the first mortgage bonds 
of the United States Shipbuilding com- 
pany through an alleged false pro- 
spectus.

MAY HAVE TO YIELD 
Fall River Strikers Said te Be 
Hard Pressed For Funds 
Fall River, Mass., Sept. 15.—After 
eight weeks of idleness here, it is 
stated that the mill treasurers claim 


to perceive a weakening among the 
Textile union men, who they consider 
are how beginning to face the neces- 
sity for work. It is stated that the 
strike funds are becoming exbausted 
and that a break may reasonably be 
looked for at any time. 

A total of about $00,000 has been pald 
out to strikers from weavers, carders 
and loomtixers’ unions, since the be- 
ginning of the strike. Slasher tenders 
and mule spinners are also being sup- 
ported by their unions. It is claimed, 
however, that some of the unions are 
showlIng signs of financlal weakness. 

The stocks of all kinds of printing 
cloths are now believed to be less than 
250,000 pieces, and there are not more 
than 400,000 pleces of other kinds of 
goods on hand. The loss in wages thue 
far has been $1,250,000 in round num- 
bers, and the loss in production of all 
kinds of goods {fs nearly 2,500,000 pleces. 


Boston Has 100,000 Schooichildren 

Boston, Sept. 15.—Boston’s schools 
opened for the year yesterday with an 
attendance of more than $2,000, A 
number of new school buildings were 
ready for use and there was no lack of 
ucconmodations in any districts. The 
school committee expects the number 
of pupils enrolled to increase grad- 
ually until the total is more than 100,- 
000, as usually the lists, by the first of 
January each year, show between 8000 
and 9000 more than at the time of the 
beginning of the fall term. 


Sues to Recover $40,000 

Boston, Sept. 15.—Former Treasurer 
Glines of Haverhill, who is serving a 
term of from five to seven years for the 
larceny of $43,000 in securities from 
that city, has brought suit against the 
firm of Burnham & Haynes, stock 
brokers, for the recovery of $40,000, 
which he says he lost with them. Al- 
though the securities were bearer 
bonds, when his defalcation became 
known there was every reason to be- 
lieve that they belonged to the city of 
Haverhill. 


Missionaries In Need of Money 

Boston, Sept. 15.—The American 
Board of Fereign Missions has received 
reports from varlous sections of east- 
ern Turkey showing that serious dis- 
turbances have taken place during the 
last three months. Secretary Barton 
states that not less than 15,000 per- 
sons are how in a most desperate con- 
dition. The missionaries of the Amer- 
ican Board are distributing the relief 
money in their possession, but this ts

Dense Fog In Boston Harbor 

Boston, Sept. 15.—One of the denses¢ 
fogs in years practically laid an em- 
bargo on Boston harbor last night. 
All the afternoon great banks of fog 
had been rolling in. Coastwise steam- 
ers and fishing vessela were compelled 
to stay in port or else obliged to wait 
outside until the heavy blanket should 
lift. It was at reduced speed and only 
by the exercise of the greatest care 
that the ferryboats were able to navi- 
gate the inner barbor in safety. 


Offer of $10,000 For Dog Rejected 

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 15.—Luctus 
J. Knowles, the millfonaire dog fancier, 
now travelling in England, has been 
offered $10,000 for a prize bulldog by 
King Edward's master of hounds. At 
an exhibition in London the dog at- 
tracted the attention of the king, and 
the next day the offercame. Knowles 
refused to part with the dog.

tempt to Reach the Pole 


CONTRACT FOR NEW SHIP 


Will Be Built Along Lines In- 
tended to Overcome Obstacles 
Hitherto Met With--Explorer 
Will Start Next Summer 


New York, Sept. 15.—Commander 
Peary, the Arctic explorer, announced 
last night that a contract has been 
signed for a new Arctic ship which he is 
to use in another attempt to reach the 
North Pole and that he to 
start north next summer. 

The announcement was made at a 
dinner tendered by the American Geo- 
graphical society to those in attendance 
upon the eighth international geo- 
graphical congress, which is being held 
here. Commander Peary, who  pre- 
sided, delivered an address, and said in 
part: 

“Tonight I have the pleasure of say- 
ing to you that the contract for my new 
Arctie ship has been signed and that 
her kee] is being laid now. ‘This means 
that the expedition upon which I have 
been putting my energies for the past 
two years is lifted out of the realm of 
uncertainty, and that if I am alive I 
shall start north again next summer In 
another attempt upon the North Pole. 

“It does not mean that I have all the 
money necessary, but it does mean 
that I have now until] the first of next 
July in which to secure the additional 
funds necessary to fit out and equip 
the ship, and I do not believe that my 
countrymen would permit the expedl- 
tion to fall for lack of this additional 
necessary funds. 

“The ship will, I believe, be the ablest 
ship that ever pointed her nose inside 
the Arctic or Antarctic circle. She 
will possess such shape as will enable 
her to rise to the pressure of the ice 
floes and escape destruction. She will 
possess such features of bow as will 
enable her to smash ice in her path, and 
will contain such engine power as will 
enable her to force her way through 
the ice. 

“In maximum dimensions, viz: 
length over all, breadth of beam and 
draft, this ship will be of the size of 
the British Antarctic ship Discovery; 
in displacement she will be somewhat

“My plan of campaign in n very few 
words is to force this ship to the north 
shores of Grant Land taking on board 
at Whale Sound the pick and flower of 
the Esquimaux, witn whom I have 
worked and lived so long; to go into 
winter quarters on that shore, and to 
start with the earliest returning light 
on the sledge journey across the cen- 
tral polar pack, utilizing these Es- 
quimaux, the people whose heritage 
is life and work in that very region, en- 
tirely of the rank and file of my party.”

It was ordered by 
the court that the financial agreement 
entered into between the husband and 
wife be made a part of the decree.

At least 15 shots were fired. After the 
battle two men were placed under ar- 
rest.

A financial report made to 
the weavers showed that $24,400 had 
been paid out to members since the 
strike began, exclusive of a payment 
being made this week. 

Developments indicate that manu- 
facturers are preparing to take a more 
attitude in the matter of 
the strike. It is becoming clear that 
the unions will not make an advance to 
the Manufacturers’ association for some 
weeks. In the meantime the suffering, 
which is already acute among many 
non-unionists, will become more gen- 
eral. Manufacturers find little or no 
Warrant in market conditions for re- 
opening the mills, as cotton has ad- 
vanced again in the past two days and 
the cloth market is almost at a stand- 
still. 

At the same time, it has become ap- 
parent that many of the operatives have 
given up all idea of winning, and that 
further resistance meuns ap aggrava- 
tion of suffering. ‘The union funds are 
becoming depleted. ‘The officials are 
trying now to retain the funds they 
have left, so that when the mauufact- 
urers open the gates they can concen- 
trate their efforts toward supporting 
those among the unionists without 
whose work the mills cannot operated 
profitably for some time. They are 
also pressing the American Federation 
of labor for financial support to main- 
tain these unionists who have saved 
their money and made the fight a suc-

It was said 
at that time that the wage reduction 
was but part of a plan so to reduce the 
cost of production in Fall River mills 
that they could compete with mills else- 
where. The wage reduction was but 
an incident, the main purpose being to 
lessen the number of operatives. 

President Borden of the Cotton Man- 
ufacturers’ association says he knows 
of no agreement to open the mills Oct. 
8, or any other definite date. He is 
positive that there is no break in the 
ranks of the manufacturers. “The 
mills will be opened some time,” he said, 
“but up to the present I have seen no 
indications that the great mass of op- 
eratives or the union members desire 
to have them opened. While market 
conditions remain as they are I fear 
there will be little done in the way of 
reopening.” 

Two corporations are known to be 
desirous of starting up, but their mana- 
gers have not talked very decisively 
with the members of the executive coin- 
mittee.

Our Naval Authorities to Have 


Charge of the Lena 


ORDER OF THE PRESIDENT 


Action Taken on Request of 


Commander of Russian Cruiser 


--Question Regarding Officers 
and Crew Not Yet Seitled 


Washington, Sept. 16.—Acting Sec- 
retary of State Adee gave out the fol- 
lewing statement regarding the Rus- 
sian ship Lena: 

“The president has issued an order, 
through the acting secretary of state, 
directing that the Russian armed trans- 
port Lena, now at San Francisco, be 
taken in custody by the naval authori- 
ties of the United States and disarmed. 
The main features of the conditions 
prescribed are that the Lena be taken 
to the Mare Island navy yard and there 
disarmed by the removal of small guns, 
the breech-blocks of large guns, small 
arms, ammunition and ordnance stores 
and such other dismantlement as may 
be prescribed by the commandant of 
the navy yard, and the captain give a 
written guarantee that the Lena shall 
not leave San Francisco until peace 
shall have been concluded; that the offi- 
cers and crew shall be paroled not to 
leaye San Francisco until some other 
understanding as to their disposal may 
be reached between the United States 
government and both the belligerents; 
that after disarmament the vessel may 
be removed to a private dock for such 
reasonable repairs as will make her sea- 
worthy and preserve her in good con- 
dition during her detention, and may be 
so repaired at the navy yard, if the 
Russian commander should so_ elect; 
that while at a private dock the com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Mare Isl- 
and shall have custody of the ship, and 
the repairs shall be overseen by an en- 
gineer oflicer to be detailed by the com- 
mandant and that when so repaired, if 
peace shall not then have been con- 
cluded, the vessel shall be taken back 
to the Mare Island navy yard and be 
there held in custody until the end of 
the war. 

“This action has been taken on the 
written request of the commander of 
the Lena, addressed to Rear Admiral 
Goodrich, setting forth that as the 
vessel is incapable of putting to sea 
without needful repairs she must dis- 
arm, and asking that needful repairs be 
permitted after disarmament. 

“The secretary of the navy has tele- 
graphed the president's order to San 
Francisco and given instructions to 
Admiral Goodrich and to Captain Me- 
Call, the commandant of the Mare 
Island navy yard, to carry out its in- 


structions.” 


The main question regarding the 
Lena having thus been settled, officials 
of the administration and of the two 
belligerent governments now will de- 
yote themselves to reaching an under- 
standing regarding the officers and 
crew of the vessel. 

It is not likely that the officers and 
crew of the Lena will be allowed 
again to participate in the war unless 
the government of Japan should waive 
its prerogatives in that regard, which 
is not thought to be at all probable. 
An arrangement will be effected where- 
by the men either will be permitted to 
return to Russia or be interned in the 
United States, as the transport is to 
be, until the close of hostilities, at the 
expense of the Russian government. 


British Watching the Korea 

Victoria, B. C., Sept. 16.—Members 
of the crew of the H. M.S. Grafton re- 
port the presence of the Russian armed 
auxiliary yessel Korea in the Pacific, 
off the northern coast of Vancouver Isl- 
and, steaming slowly southward. 
They expect that the Korea will come 
to Esquimault or Victoria. She is de- 
scribed as a larger vessel than the Lena 
and is commanded by an officer of high 
rank in the Russian navy. The news 
has caused much excitement at Esqui- 
mault, where preparations to deal with 
her case, should she enter, are now 
being made. 


Work Ahead For the Grafton 

Victoria, B. C., Sept. 16.—H. M. §. 
Grafton, flagship of the Pacific squad- 
ron, entered dry dock at daybreak this 
morning for a “rush” cleaning. Sheis 
to be out in 24 hours. H. M. §S. Flora 
is at her moorings in Esquimault har- 
bor under steam, ready to put to sea 
on an instant’s notice. 


Breathing Spell For Both Armies 

London, Sept. 16.—There has been no 
renewal of fighting since the retreat 
of the Russian army under General 
Kuropatkin to Mukden. Conditions 
there, both within the Japanese and 
the Russian lines, indicate that a month 
may elapse before the great armies in 
central Manchuria will again enter upon 
n general engagement. At St. Peters- 
burg the expectation is that the next 
conflict of moment will occur at Port 
Arthur.

Numerous Disasters Along New 
England]jShore and South 

New York, Sept. 16.—A number of 
lives were lost, much property dam- 
aged and several ships were wrecked in 
the storm which swept up the Atlantic 
coast Wednesday night and yesterday. 
It was one of the fiercest September 
storms on record—thunder and light- 
ping adding terrors to a howling gale, 
which swept drenching sheets of rain 
over sea and land. 

The greatest loss of life was near 
Wilmington, Del. The tug Israel W. 
Durham, with 10 persons aboard, was 
swamped in the Delaware river and 
eight of the 10 men drowned, From 
further down the coast comes the re- 
port that five men were drowned off 
Charleston. 

Nineteen coal barges went adrift in 
New York bay and their wreckage 
strews the shore from the Battery to the 
Narrows, but no lives were lost. Sev- 
eral small yessels also went ashore on 
various parts of the coast near New 
York. 

The fishing steamer Joseph Church 
of Greenport, N. Y., struck on Peaked 
Hill bars, in Massachusetts bay, and 
was smashed to pieces. The captain 
aud crew of 21 men were saved. From 
Wilmington, Del., cames the news that 
great destruction was caused by the 
storm. ‘Trees were uprooted, houses 
flooded and crops ruined. In Chesa- 
peake bay the storm was particularly 
fierce. The storm was accompanied 
by a cold wave. 

Block Island, Nantucket and High- 
land Light reported wind velocities of 
over60 milesan hour. After strewing 
Vineyard sound, Nantucket, Cape Cod 
and the Maine coast with many wrecks, 
the storm kept on to the provinces. 

It is believed that the disturbance 
will be accountable for a property loss 
east of New York amounting to more 
than $1,000,000.

Unanimous Nomination For 


Governor of New York 


NO DEFINITE ALIGNMENT 


Woodruff Withdrew After It 
Became “Obvious to His Prac- 
ticed Ear” That the Conven- 


tion Was Against Him 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 16.—The Re- 
publican state convention adjourned at 
2:30 p. m. yesterday after nominating 
unanimously the ticket for state officers 
as forecasted: 

For governor, Frank W. Higgins; 
Neutenant governor, M. L. Bruce; sec- 
retary of state, J. F. O’Brien; attorney 
general, J. M. Mayer; comptroller, Otto 
Kelsey; state treasurer, J. G. Wallen- 
maier; state engineer and surveyor, H. 
A. VanAlstyne; chief judge of the court 
of appeals, E. M. Cullen, (Dem.); asso- 
ciate judge of the court of appeals, W. 
E. Werner (Rep). 

The unanimous action of the 
vention In the nomination of Lieutenant 
Governor Higgins for the governorship 


was mnade possible by the withdrawal of | 
former Lieutenant Governor Woodruff 


from the race at the yery last moment, 
as the convention was preparing for 


the rolleall by the {Individual delegates | 


as called for in the resolution intro- 
duced in the interest of Woodruff’s 
candidacy and at the demand of the 
Kings county delegations. 

It was only when, as he himself 
said, it became “obvious to his prac- 
ticed ear” that the convention was al- 
most solidly against him; after his name 
had been placed in nomination in a 
speech by W. A. Prendergast, in which 
the management of the Higgins cam- 
paign was bitterly attacked, that Wood- 
ruff took the platform, withdrew his 
name from further consideration, 
moved that the nomination of Higgins 
be made unanimous and pledged the 
fullest effort of himself and his Kings 
county forces in aid of the ticket about 
to be nominated. There was no con- 
test whatever over any other place up- 
on the ticket. 

Up to the very moment when Chair- 
Inin Malby announced the call of the 
roll of individual delegates, it was ex- 
pected by the vast majority of the con- 
vention that there would be a definite 
alignment and individual count of the 
forces behind Higgins and Woodruff, 
and the recognized importance of the 
bearing of the result upon the entire 
state organization produced a feeling 
of intense interest on the part of 
everyone present. If anyone outside of 
Woodruff’s tmmediate circle of per- 
sonal confidants knew what he was 
about to do, they kept the secret well, 
and to nearly every person in the con- 
vention it was a complete and dra- 
matic surprise. 


Candidate Swallow at Boston 

Boston, Sept. 16.—Rey. Dr. Silas ©. 
Swallow, Prohibition candidate for 
president, addressed a large audience 
here last evening at the opening rally 
of the state campaign. Dr. Swallow de- 
clared that the Prohibition party has 
the issue. It stands for dissolving the 
partnership between the government 
and the liquor traffic; for arbitration 
between capital and labor and inter- 
national arbitration, and for the initia- 
tive and referendum. “When we are 
paying, as we are today,” said Dr. 
Swallow, “ $16 for every $1 we receive 
from the liquor traffic, common hon- 
esty would say that the partnership be- 
tween the government should be dis- 
solved and that traffic compelled to 
take its place with other nuisances and 
other crimes.”

Dennis Crowley, aged 65, whose mu- 


tilated body was found by two young 
men at noon yesterday in the woods 


just over the state line, died at a hos- 

pital here four hours later without re- 

gaining consciousness. 

John Allingham, sometimes known 
as Captain Harrington, a veteran and 
pensioner of the Civil war, is held on 

; Suspicion of being the perpetrator of 
the murder. Blood spots on the pris- 
oner’s shirt, articles belonging to the 
murdered woman In his possession, the 
conflicting stories told by him, the 
condition of the woman's bedroom, 
the fact that Allingham occupied a room 
in the house, and his apparent attempt 
to quit the scene before the arrival of 
the police, lead the authorities to be- 
lieve that they have the right man. 

The house, which has been occupied 
by Mrs. Crowley for some years, is sit- 
uated about two feet from the line 
dividing Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- 
ard. The main portion of the house is 
in Rhode Island, while an L extended 
over the line into Massachusetts, so 
that one could cross the border with- 
out leaving the house. The house bore 
an unsavory reputation and has been 
the cause of much trouble to the police 
of this city and Attleboro. 

An interesting question as to the ar- 
| raigning of Allingham has arisen and 
| been submitted to Attorney General 
Stearns. The local police are uncertain 
whether action should be brought in 
this state or Massachusetts. It is evi- 
dent to the police that the assault was 
committed in this state, but it is also 
apparent to them that it was continued 
and concluded in Massachusetts, and it 
was upon Massachusetts territory that 
the body was found, although the 
Woman died in this state. It is also 
stated that Allingham was upon Mas- 
sachusetts territory when placed un- 
der arrest by Officer Hodgman of Attle- 
| boro. 


Youngsters Had a Hard Time 
Boston, Sept. 16.—With seven boys 
weak from hunger and exposure on 
board, schooner Adeline Adams, with 
her light spars broken and very much 
the worse for her battle with the 
furlous gale, was towed into port last 
night by the tug Pallos. The boys had 
been on a fishing trip about two miles 
off Nahant and the schooner was 
driven before the storm. When picked 
up by the Pallas the boat was 14 miles 
southeast of Boston Nght, with five feet 
of water in her hold. The boys were 
putting up a brave fight for their lives. 


Will Get Share of Fortune 

New Haven, Sept. 16.—Decreed 
legally dead by the probate court of 
New Haven last May, Miss Mary A. 
Gilbert, formerly of this city, has pre- 
sented proof of her existence in life to 
Judge Cleaveland through United 
States Consul General Ozmun of Stutt- 
gart, Germany, and also entered claim 
for her share of the estate of $80,000 
| left by her brother. Miss Gilbert will 
receive about $15,000, no opposition be- 
ing offered by other relatives. Miss 
Gilbert has spent most of the time since 

1888 traveling about the world.

Counse! for the defense asked that the 
exceptions made by him during the 
trial be noted, and he also filed excep- 
tions to the verdict.: The trial of Snell 
occupied nine days.

TEAS THAT ARE 
WORTH FORTUNES 


Twelve Hundred Kinds Are In China's 
Show at the World’s Fair---The Most 
Populous Nation of the World For 
the First Time Makes an Exhibit 
Worthy of Her Greatness. 


Many expositions of stupendous char 
acter make up the World’s Fair of 
1904. Each part is a vast and distinct 
show. Each building shelters many 
acres of wonderful things—wonderful 
because they are the choicest of thelr 
kind. 
represented. Every state and territory 
is here with its best and making the 
most of its greatest opportunity. 

The fact that China has not been a 
large exhibitor at world’s fairs gives 
to her great exhibit here a prominence 
quite exceptional. It is a wonderland 
of ingenious productions. We know 
China best by reason of her extensive 
exports of teas, which have found a 
vast market in the United States for 
generations. Her commercial interests 
therefore prompted her to make a dis- 
play of teas that we should not for- 
get. 

In sealed glass jars China displays in 
the Liberal Arts Palace some hae 
kinds of tea. Young Hyson and Old 
Hyson have a string of tea relations 
longer than the genealogical chain of a 
Plymouth Rock. They are neatly se- 
lected “chops,” in the language of the 
tea farmer, and these classes do not 
embrace medicinal teas, which are 
quite another lot in the rather modest 
number of 400. 

The teas exhibited vary in price from 
a few cents a pound to some rare and } 
exclusive kinds that are worth their] 
weight in gold, the tea in the latter | 
cases being placed on one side of the 
scales and pure gold on the other— 
that Is to say, the tea of this expensive 
kind is worth about $20 gold an ounce. 
Only a very small quantity of this ex- 
clusfve leaf is exhibited, and it is 
grown in carefully guarded tea planta- 
tions or gardens right under the shad- 
ows of the great wall of China. Its cul- 
tivation is prohibited for any use save 
for the imperial family of China and a 
few of the favored high officials. 

Mention has been made of the word j 
“chop” in connection with tea, and it 
may be interesting to the everyday 


reader to know what the word actually 
signifies. The tea leaf is grown in va- 
ire on 


rious districts of the Chinese emp

large areas of ground which are often 
mistaken for single plantations. This 
is hardly ever the case, as the large 
tracts are very often owned by hun- 
dreds of different men, whose individ- 
ual plots of ground bearing the tea 
plants are carefully mapped out, so 
that each individual owner may culti- 
vate and pick his own crop of tea. 
Each owner likewise markets his own 
tea and puts his own special mark, or 
“chop,” on the packages. Hence the 
term “chop” signifies an ind{fvidual 
growth or picking of tea by one owner. 
In an area of tea land of, say, a thou- 
sands acres, all apparently under one 
ownership, there may be some forty,’ 
fifty or more owners of the plantation 
and consequently a Ike number of 
“chops” of tea. 

It must not be imagined that all these 
@ifferent owners of the tea get the 
same price for their commodity—far 
from it, as each of these individual tea 
growers has his own secrets for im- 
Proving the quality and flavor of tea. 
Take, for instance, the Amoy and Fu- 
chau districts, whence most of the tea 
for the United States comes. The own- 
ers of “chops” of tea varying from 10 
to 200 chests of 56 pounds each bring 
ramples of their goods to the various 
foreign merchants for sale. These lat- 
ter turn the Chinese tea growers over, 
to the good offices of the forelgn or 
American professional tea taster, who 
passes on the goods as to price. The 
tea taster has the samples infused, not! 
bailed, in his presence and passes upon! 
the quality, flavor, twang and manner, 
of curing, fixing a price accordingly,” 
from which there is never any varia- 
tion and which the tea grower must ac-’ 
cept or go elsewhere to dispose of his: 
wares. -In a single tract of tea land 
Hke the one cited above the price has/

You might mistake the silk store for 
a tea house, for tea drinking is the 
most noticeable occupation of those 
within view. But the tea is every- 
where. Tea is a part of every social 
and business conference. Tea is the 
Chinese promoter of good fellowship— 
the balance wheel that keeps head and 
heart steady when there is business to 
do or personal experiences to recount. 
The silks are seen above, whither some 
of the little tea parties have adjourned 
to examine colors and qualities and to 
bargain. One of the little 
wooden men is washing his face with 
both hands just as you or I might do 
when taking a thorough sousing.

Woman Threw His Breakfast to 
Her Dog and Dashed Cup of 
Tea In His Face--Aged Slayer 


Makes Full Confession

to the local police, admitted clubbing

broke down and confessed that he and 
no other person was responsible for 
the woman’s death. He said that after 
clubbing the woman she ran out of the 
house and that he also ran out and, 
sitting on a bench, watched her until

she finally fell to the ground, a little; 


over 100 feet from the house on the 
Massachusetts side of the boundary 
line. 

As far as the blood-stained axe whicn 
was found between the house and the 
body was concerned, he still denied 
having used it. There are wounds on 
the woman’s’/head which could not 
have been made with other thana sharp 
implement like an axe and the man’s 
statement that no one touched the 
Woman after she left the house until 
Frank Quinn and Arthur Bradshaw 
appeared was enough to satisfy the po- 
lice, The axe, Allingham says, he had 
not seen since he chopped wood the 
day before the murder and that he then 
dropped it near the woodpile. 

Benjamin P, King of Attleboro ap- 
peared at the police station here and 
told of seeing Allingham and Mrs. 
Crowley on a car Wednesday evening 
and that they were quarrelling so vio- 
lently that the conductor was obliged 
to remonstrate with them in order to 
secure quiet on their part. They were 
still arguing when they left the car 
and it is the belief of the police that 
the same quarrel was continued the 
next morning and resulted in the 
killing of Mrs. Crowley. 

In his confession Allingham said that 
he had been at Mrs. Crowley’s house 
for three days. ‘We were on good 
terms until Wednesday, when she be- 
gan to pick atme. Thursday morning, 
when I came up from the cellar to get 
my breakfast, she threw a cup of tea 
in my face, ordering me, at the same 
time, to leave the house. 

“I told her I would not leave until | 
got good and ready. Then she grabbed 
my meat off my plate and threw it toa 
cur dog that sat in front of the stove. 
As she did this she darted into her 
own room. I was mad and I grabbeda 
hickory club and went after her. I 
found her lying on the bed, and gave her 
a rap over the head. She jumped up 
and grabbed the club and almost got it 
away from me. I pushed her back on 
the bed and struck her with all my 
strength over the head. She ran 
screaming from the house, and I saw 
her fall about 100 yards away on the 
path. 

“I never used any axe. There was 
no use for it. She was all in after I 
hit her the last time. If she had 
gotten the club away from me _ she 
would have killed me. I never stepped 
from the house during the whole time 


the fight was on, and I know that 
every blow struck was delivered in 
Rhode Island. 

“After the fight I threw the club 


under the bed and then went out to 
the woodshed and drank the balance 
of a jug of whiskey. That was how I 
came to be drunk when the police ar- 
rested me.”

The new ‘‘Pilgrim Hymnal,’’ printed 
this year and supplied by the ladies, 
was used for the first time. It is rich 
in hymns and tunes that appear for the 
first time, but three foarths are old 
tunes or recent favorites. The hymnal 
is issued by the Congregational Sunday 


School and Publishing Society, and 
contains 547 hymns, 78 responsive 
services, also aids tu worship. 

The first responsive service used was 


No. 71 from Philippians—‘‘Going on 
unto perfection.’’ 

The first hymn sung was No. 10, a 
German translation for **The Worship 
of God,’’ the first verse being: 
“When morning gilds the skies, 

My heart awaking cries 

May Jesus Christ be praised ! 
Alike at work and prayer, 
To Jesus I repair; 

May Jesus Christ be praised!" 


The hymn was No. 291, 
*-Whose service is perfect freedom,’’ by 
Ella S. Armitage, the first verse being:

(1846) the sixth president of the 
United States born in Quincy. It is 
given in full: 

“Heaven is here where, hymus of gladness 

Cheer the weary toilersrugged way 
In this world where clou is of sadness 

Often change to night our day. 

“Heaven 1s here, where misery lightened 

Ot its heavy load is seen 
Where the face of sorrow brightened 

By the deed of love hath heen.

Are uplifted, cheered and blest; 
Where in others’ labors sharing, 

We cau find our surest rest, 


Where we heed the voice of duty,

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CHAPTER IL. 

KNOW not how it may be 
with other men, but of one 
branch of knowledge, which

ed to have been provided by nature 
with an armor of roughness like a 
hedgehog. But perhaps I had some| 
small excuse for this, though, after all 
it is a question in my mind as to what 
excuse there may be for any man out 
side the motives of his own deeds, and 
I care not to dwell unduly, even to my 
own consideration, upon those disad- 
vantages of life which may come to a 
man Without his cognizance and are tc 
be borne like any fortune of war. 

But I had a mother who had small 
affection for me, and that was not so 
unnatural nor so much to her discredit 
as it may sound, since she, poor thing 
had been forced into a marriage witb 
my father when she was long in love 
with her cousin. Then, my father hav- 
ing died at sea the year after I was 
born, and her cousin, who was a youn- 
ger son, having come into tle estates 
through the deaths of both his broth- 
ers of smallpox in one week, she ma™- 
ried her first love in less than sfx 
months, and no discredit to her, for 
women are weak when they love, and 
she had doubtless been sorely tried.

Absolutely No Mercy on Either 
Side at Port Arthur 


FLAGS OF TRUCE IGNORED 


Stench From Heaps of Dead Has 

Become Almost Unbearable-- 
. Men of Both Armies Venomous 
gIn Their Antagonism 


Chefoo, Sept. 10.—According to Lieu- 
tenant Prince Radzivil of the Russian 
army, who reached here last night from 
Port Arthur, bearing dispatches from 
Lieutenant General Stoessel to Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin, the temper of the 
belligerents at Port Arthur bas reached 
an absolutely merciless stage. Prince 
Radziyil served with the British in the 
Boer war and he says that untii he be- 
came aware of the state of affairs at 
Port Arthur he had no idea that war 
could be so horrible. 

It was set forth in these dispatches 
some weeks ago that serious suspicions 
were entertained by both belligerents 
that the other was misusing the Red 
Cross flag. The suspicions have been 
increased by the commission of various 
acts by the soldiers of both armies, un- 
til now even flags of truce or surrender 
are not respected by either side. 

In consequeuce of the fact that flags 
of truce are ignored, numbers of Japan- 
ese dead who have been lying on the 
slopes of the hills of the northeast de- 
fenses for weeks past are still un- 
buried, and the stench in Port Arthur 
from decomposing bodies, when the 
wind is in the right direction, is almost 
unendurable. The Russian soldiers, 
who are in some cases posted only 50 


paces from heaps of decaying dead, 
have constantly to wear over their 
noses handkerchiefs soaked in cam- 


phor, as otherwise they would be un- 
able to remain at their posts. 

In the course of the assaults which 
took place in the last four days of 
August, two companies of Japanese 
soldiers, according to Radzivil, found 
themselves at the merey of the Rus- 
sians and hoisted a white flag. To this, 
however, the Russians paid no atten- 
tion and continued to volley rapidly into 
the helpless ranks ot the enemy. In 
the meantime Japanese troops in the 
rear of the companies that had raised 
the white flag saw what their com- 
rades had done and expressed their dis- 
approval of the surrender by firing into 
their rear. Asa result of this fire from 


friend and foe, 600 men were an- 
nihilated. The dead fell among the de- 


composing bodies of previous assaults. 

For days afterwards the wounded 
men in this area raised fluttering hand- 
kerchiefs in their hands in pleas for 
help, but the Russians were afraid to 
venture out to give succor. Within a 
week the soldiers had made their last 
unregarde™ prayer for help and the 
shambles was a quiet but ghastly field 
of horror. Among the heaps of dead 
Radzivil saw two soldiers, one a Rus- 
Sian and the other a Japanese, lying 
locked in a death embrace. The teeth 
of the Japanese were sunk in the Rus- 
sian’s throat, while the Russian had 
forced two of his fingers into the eye 
sockets of his antagonist. 

The prince cited this as merely an in- 
cident denoting the ferocity of the con- 
flict at Port Arthur. The prince will 
leave here today to rejoin Kuropatkin. 

Prince Radzivil, another Russian of- 
ficer, two civillans and one woman, 
the wife of a Russian staff officer, left 
Port Arthur the night of Sept. 16 ona 
junk and arrived here last night. 


Reinforcements For Japanese 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 19.—General 
Sakharoff has reported to the general 
staff, under date of Sept. 17: “The 
arrival of considerable reinforcements 
is noticeable at the advance posts 
along the whole of the enemy’s front.” 
It is announced from Mukden that 
both the Russians and Japanese gen- 
erals have promised to respect the 
tombs and palace there. 


Mysterious Moves of Chinese 

Mukden, Sept. 19—The armies 
having recovered from the effects of 
the recent fighting before Liaoyang, 
an early development of the situation 
may be expected. A mysterious 
movement eastward is on foot on the 
part of bands of young Chinese suitable 
for military service. All the leading 
Chinese who have aided the Russians 
are leaving Mukden. 


Hard Pressed For Necessities 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 19.—Vehement 
complaints are again being made of the 
freight blockade of tbe Siberian rail- 
road in consequence of its monopoly by 
the military authorities. It is stated 


that goods started last March for 
Sakhalin have not yet arrived. The 
whole northern Manchurian and Sa-

ealities in which winter communication 
is unsafe are rapidly running out of the 
absolute necessities of life, and there is 
a prospect of much hardship the com- 
ing winter if goods started for the 
far east under special permit of the 
authorities are not allowed to £0 
through. 


Firemen Killed In a Collision 7” 
New York, Sept. 19.—Arnold Cordts 
and Benjamin Roach, two locomotive 
firemen, were crushed to death in a col- 
lision between two passenger trains in 
the railroad yard at Long Island City. 
The engineers, who were not burt, 
were arrested. The passengers on 
both trains were severely shaken up, 
but none was injured. t

Martinsburg, W. Va., Sept. 19.—As 
the result of the jealousy of a rival 
lover, John Harris is dead, 
Smith has a broken back and will die, 
and Julia White is so severely cut 
that sie cannot recover, a house on 
East Race street is blown up and 
Ernest Hollins and John Thompson are 
in jail, charged with murder—the re- 
sult of a dance at the home of Julia 
White.

For squares 
around the houses were shaken, win- 
dows broken and the house itself so 
badly torn up that it will have to be 
destroyed.

Tromsoe, Norway, Sept. 19.—W. S. 
Champ, who was in charge of the relief 
expedition sent to search for the Arctic 
exploration steamer America, has ar- 
rived here on board the steamer Frith- 
jof. Mr. Champ said: “I regret to re- 
port my failure to reach Franz Josef 
Land. The ice conditions were insur- 
mountable, and the approaching winter 
and the heavy frost compelled us to 
abandon further efforts to get north.” 


Marble Workers Lose Strike 

Rutland, Vt., Sept. 19.—The strike of 
500 marble workers, which was inau- 
gurated July 11, was officially ended 
last night and the strikers resumed 
work this morning under exactly the 
same conditions that prevailed when 
the strike was declared. The men de- 
manded a nine-hour day, double pay 
for overtime work, tue abolishment of 
piece work and the adoption of a union 
wage scale. 


Part of Buliding Collapsed 

Pawtucket, R. L., Sept. 19.—Thirty 
feet of a three-story chip stone build- 
ing on Exchange street collapsed, 
carrying away three floors and de- 
molishing a small barn in the rear of 
the building. The plant of the Paw- 
tucket Times, which adjoined the col- 
lapsed building, was damaged consider- 
ably, practically all of the windows be- 
ing smashed and some of the machinery 
ruined. 


A Dastardiy Deed 

Cleveland, Sept. 19.—During a _ pub- 
lic band concert here Jast evening a 
lead pipe loaded with powder or dyna- 
mite was employed with malicious in- 
tent, the police believe, and Pasquale 
Ferrito and Walter Cox were fatally 
injured. Rivalry between two bands 
of the district is said to be the cause 
for much ill-feeling of the bandsmen 
towards each other. 


Tube Workers Still Out 

Somerville, Mass., Sept. 19.—The 
striking employes atthe American Tube 
works will continue the strike and will 
not return to work today as had been 
reported. It was decided last night, by 
a vote of 331 to 19, to continue the 
strike. When the strike was declared 
several months ago 567 men quit work, 
and only a few of this number have re- 
turned to the shop. 


Mission Proved Fruitful 

New York, Sept. 19.—Miss H. Boyd, 
who was sent out by the Pennsylvania 
Archeological society to make investi- 
gations and excavations for ancient 
cities in Crete, was successful in find- 
ing a hidden city. Miss Boyd reached 
here on the Pannania and brought 
with her many specimens for the so- 
ciety.

Buenos Ayres, Sept. 19.—The revo- 
lutionists of Paraguay are concentrat- 
ing their !und forces at towns parallel 
with the railway and have cut off sup- 
plies and communications with Ascun- 
cion.

NEITHER SIDE YIELDS 


No Prospect of Near Settleme 

of Fall River Strike 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 19.—The con- 
test between $37,000,000 invested mill 
capital and the personal comfort of 26,- 
000 mill laborers, which began in this 
city eight weeks ago, is apparently no 
nearer a settlement that at its very 
outset. Both sides remain firm, the 
mill owners Claiming that it is impos- 
sible to resume operations unless the 
12% percent reduction is made in 
wages, while the operatives are just 
as determined against working under 
any such conditions. 

With winter not far distant, the 
unions have already begun to husband 
their resources for the drain which 
must then be more severe than during 
the summer months. The operatives 
are still receiving money and greater 
care than ever before used in 
handling it. 

The exodus of foreign operatives has 
naturally been large, and lately many 
of the skilled help have joined the out- 
going army, seeking other fields for 
their labor. Of the foreigners the 
Portuguese have left in largest num- 
bers, and very few remain in the city. 

Within the last few days there has 
been a persistent rumor of a resump- 
tion on Oct. 8, but Friday the weavers 
decided to hold a mass meeting on that 
day, which apparently shows the re- 
port to be without foundation as far 
as the operatives are concerned.

HOPES SHATTERED 


Prince Bismarck Did Not Reach 
Goal to Which He Aspired 


LONG IN THE PUBLIC EYE 


Had Been Trained to Succeed 
His Father, the “Iron Chancel- 
lov’’=-Career Nearly Wrecked 
by Elopement With a Princess

The 


Friedrichsruhe, Sept. 
Herbert Bismarck died Sunday, 
end was painless. 

Since he ceased to be foreign minis- 
ter on the retirement of his father in 
1890 the prince had taken part in pub- 
lic affairs only as a member of the 
reichstag. His attitude had been 
that of a man not appreciated by his 
sovereign and who was waiting in the 
background for an opportunity to re- 
sume his career. He always declined 
to join any political group, steadfastly 
calling himself an independent. His 
haughty and imperious manners of 
early life, when he was ever conscious 
of the fact that he was the son of the 
most powerful statesman in Europe, 
softened in later life. 

Prince Bismarck’s father trained him 
for his successor as chancellor of the 
German empire and advanced him 
rapidly in the diplomatic service until 
at the age of 40 he was minister of for- 
eign affairs, in which position he took 
part in nearly every important inter- 
national transaction. 

An incident that nearly wrecked 
Prince Herbert's career and that 
caused the old chancellor great annoy- 
ance, was Prince (then count) Her- 
bert’s elopement with Princess Caro- 
lath Beuthen, the wife of Prince Kari. 
Count Herbert lived with the princess 
in southern Italy for a few weeks and 
then, at the command of his father, re- 
turned to Germany. ‘The _ princess 
afterwards was divorced and has since 
died. 

The title of Prince Bismarck and the 
large fortune of the deceased will go 
to his 7-year-old son, Otto. The late 
Emperor Frederick gave to Chancellor 
Bismarck extensive forests at Fried- 
richsruhe which have since increased in 
value. The chancellor gave to Prince 
Herbert $2,400,000 in securities and 
these forests. The estate is now esti- 
mated to be worth $4,000,000, exclusive 


of the lands. 
Prince Bismarck, who was born in 
1849, was the oldest son of the late 


Prince Otto Bismarck, the great chan- 
cellor of the German empire. He 
studied law, served in the Prussian 
army as a lieutenant of reserves during 
the Franco-German war of 1870-71 and 
Was severely wounded. In 1873 Her- 
bert became an official of the depart- 
ment of foreign aftairs and was as- 
sistant te his father, then chancellor. 
He was attached to the German lega- 
tions at Berne and at Vienna from 1874 
to 1877. Later on the deceased  be- 
came chancellor of the German em- 
bassy at London and subsequently oe- 
cupied the same position at St. Peters- 
burg. In 1884 he was appointed min- 
ister extraordinary at The Hague and 
in 1885 he became under secretary of 
state in the department of foreign af- 
fairs. This post Herbert held until the 
dismissal of his father from the chan- 
cellorship, when he left the service of 
the empire. From 1884 to 1887 Her- 
bert was a member of the German 
reichstag and also from 18938 until the 
time of his death. He was married in 
1892 to Countess Margaret Hoyos of 
the Hungarian nobility and after the 
death of his father he inherited the title 
of prince. 

Prince Herbert leaves five children, 
two girls and three boys. His brother, 
William, who died in 1901, bad four 
cbildren, all of whom are still alive. 
Countess Von Renthau, his only sister, 
has no children.

FIELD MARSHAL OYAMA. 


& New Light on the Great Japanese 
Warrior’s Character. 

Far from being a hard eyed, shaggy 
browed general, as one might imagine, 
Field Marshal Oyama is the kindest, 
most amiable old gentieman it would 
be possible to meet, says & contributor 
to the Chicago Tribune. He himself 
declares that he has no liking whatever 
for war and that it is irony of fate, not 
personal inclination, which has made 
him the soldier he is today. Like most 
of Japan's great men, he is not rich in 
this world’s goods. He is far too lib- 
eral to amass a fortune. It is told of 
him that during the Chinese war he 
bought provisions for his men and 
horses out of his own pocket rather 
than pillage the wretched homes along 
the route. 

In fact, charity got to be such a 
mania with him that his wife, an ex- 
tremely economical woman, had to act 
as treasurer and dole him out a small 
allowance daily. 

During his residence in Paris he was 
often greatly upset by the way dumb 
animals, particularly horses, were 
abused. Once he got into a dreadful 
mess with a cabby, and both had to be 
marched off to the police station to ex- 
plain their conduct. Though the mar- 
shal could speak but little French, he 
stormed around the terrified commis- 
saire until justice was given him and 
he saw the jehu condemned to a twen- 
ty dollar fine. Japanese merchants in 
Paris as well as cabmen remember 
this active military attache, though in 
quite a different way. 

One day, sitting in front of a cafe, 
he noticed a Japanese offering some 
beautiful fans at exceedingly low 
prices, lower even than the same arti- 
cle could be purchased in Japan. Beck- 
oning the man to him, he asked how 
he could do it. The other told him how, 
owing to long illness, business had 
dropped off. He was unable to pay the 
rent, which would come due on the fol- 
lowing day, so he and his wife rather 
than lose all their stock were selling 
what articles they could smuggle out 
on the streets of Paris. The attache 
had several important engagements on 
hand that afternoon, but he postponed 
all and hurried off with the unfortu- 
nate merchant. After thoroughly ex- 
amining into the matters he paid the 
rent, suggested the man’s moving Into 
a better quarter of the capital and dur- 
ing the rest of his stay there did what 


he could to work up a clientele among 
his friends. From that day the mer- 
chant’s affairs flourished, and two 


years ago he died worth a nice round 
sum. By his will he left $20,000 of it to 
his benefactor.

OUR BIG CROPS, 


The Harvests Here Are the Founda- 
tion of Our Prosperity. 
[From the Wall Street Journal.) 

In this country we raise one-fifth of 
the world's wheat, four-fifths of the 
world’s corn, one-fourth of the world’s 
oats and four-fifths of the world's cot- 
ton. This harvest is at the foundation | 
of our prosperity. True it fs that our 
manufacturing industries have grown 
more rapidly in recent years than the 
agricultural, but agriculture this year 
will produce commodities to the value 
of $4,000,000,000, and foreign custom- 
ers will pay us not far from $900,000,- 
000 for our agricultural products ship- 
ped to them over sea. 

The west, with its billion dollar corn 
crops and its half billfon dollar wheat 
crops and its quarter billion dollar oat 
crops, bas been the country’s bulwark 
in the storms of inflated finance. To 
form an adequate conception of the 
magnitude of the crops one must turn 
to the figures. The total volume in 
bushels of the six cereal crops—corn, 
wheat, oats, barley, rye and buckwheat 
—in the past three years has been: 
1901, 8,160,000,000; 1902, 4,261,000,000; 
1903, 3,839,000,000. The farm value of 
these cereals has been: 1901, $1,745,- 
500,000; 1902, $1,828,600,000; 1903, $1,- 
746,600,000. Adding the values of the 
cotton and hay crops, we have these 
remarkable results: 1001, $2,720,000,- 
000; 1902, $2,784,000,000; 1903, $2,755,- 
000,000.

Fall Rivey Manufacturers Think 
Crisis Will Be Reached 


PRESSURE TO OPEN MILLS 


Real Test of Their Own Agree- 
ment Must Soon Come--Oper- 
atives Prepared to Take Action 
Quickly on Least Cause 


Tall River, Mass., Sept. 20.—It is be- 
lieved in manufacturing circles that 
the next 10 days will bring a crisis in 
the strike. Some brokers are predict- 
ing that trade will soon pick up and 
that it will be advisable for the mills to 
prepare to open before the demand 
moves prices upward, Some manufac- 
turers say that a reopening of the mills 
will stop trading, as there is no pros- 
pect of a heavy demand for the com- 
mon run of goods. 

These two opinions reflect a feeling 
that is growing of an early demand for 
goods from printers and converters, 
which will result in higher prices, be- 
cause goods are scarce. On the one 
hand, there is some feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to how greata strain the 
manufacturers’ wage agreement will 
bear in the face of a better demand for 
goods, and, on the other hand, manu- 
facturers are wondering how much of 
a struggle they will have to make with 
the gates open to induce the operatives 
to accept the reduction. 

The executive committee of the 
signers to the agreement would much 
prefer to let matters drift for two 
weeks, at least, but the pressure to open 
the mills will grow stronger every day 
in proportion to the movement In goods, 
which several market observers say is 
at hand. The members of the executive 
committee are getting into closer touch 


with the manufacturers and every prob- 
ability of a break is being guarded 
against. 


There is no doubt whatever among 
them that even if a start is made by in- 
dividual mills in another week or two, 
there will be no break in the wage 
agreement, as no notice has yet been 
served that it is desired to pull down 
the notices in 30 days. Without sucha 
notice, or a general meeting of the 
signers to the agreement, nothing will 
be done Jooking towards a change in 
the determination to get toa lower wage 
scale. 

Manufacturers realize that in the 
next few days they will have to meet 
the real test of their own agreement, 
regardless of how the operatives are 
feeling. The officials seem confident 
that no break will come, but there isa 
feeling of uneasiness among several 
treasurers which gives the unmistake- 
able impression Rat some manufac- 
turers believe the time is at hand to 
force an open fight and give the opera- 
tives a chance again to say what they 
wish to do. 

The leaders of the union are pre- 
pared to take action quickly at the least 
turn of the situation, and they are just 
as confident today that the operatives 
will not accept the reduction as they 
were nine weeks ago. President Gol- 
den of the U. T. W. and President Tan- 
sey of the Textile council say they are 
sure the operatives are not prepared to 
accept the reduction, and by this they 
mean the non-unionlists as well as the 
others. 


“Before Day” Club Threats 

Talbotton, Ga., Sept. 20.—It was re- 
ported that a club had been formed 
among several negroes to kill T. A. 
Kimbrough, Uving near Poplar. Four 
negroes and a negress have been ar- 
rested and are now in jail, charged 
with being members of the club. Itis 
reported that the lives of several prom- 
inent citizens near Poplar and Max 
have been threatened by the negroes. 


Strikers Returning to Work 

Central Falls, R.1., Sept. 20.—All the 
departments of the United States Cot- 
ton company’s plant are in operation, 
some in full, otherspartly, The greater 
portion of those returning to work are 
said to be strikers who went out last 
July. The officials state that by next 
week they believe the plant will be in 
full operation throughout. 


Shipwrecked Men Rescued 
Ludington, Mich., Sept. 20.—Steamer 
Pentland, when 17 miles off Big Point 
Sauble, sighted the barge Pewaumeein 
a sinking condition and entirely at the 


| mercy of the sea, With much difficulty 


the crew of 18 men were taken off and 
the barge towed to Ludington. The 
men were about to give up the fight 
when the Pentland hove in sight. 


Selzure of a Merchantman 

Madrid, Sept. 20.—A dispatch from 
Bilboa says that a Russian cruiser 
was seen off Cape St. Maria, and that 
she fired two shots at and took posses- 
sion of a merchant vessel, supposed to 
be a British steamer. There is po con- 
firmation of the report here. 


A Raid by Arabs 

Salonica, Sept. 20—Three hundred 
Arab soldiers pillaged the port of Sa- 
lonica and the bazaar. Strong patrols 
are now guarding the streets. Sherilk 
Pacha is surrounded at Prisrend, and 
Suleiman Pacha with 16 battalions is 
proceeding to his relief, 


Loss of $2,000,000 by Fire 
Halifax, Sept. 20.—A fire, thought to 
be the work of incendiaries, broke out 
on the water front in the buildings 
which were burned Thursday. The

Court’s Decision In Case Where 
$11,000,000 Was Involved 
Boston, Sept. 20.—Judge Barker, in 

the supreme court, bas entered a de- 

cree in the case of the Bay State Gas 
company of Delaware vs. the Boston 

Gaslight company and others, which 

was heard by him. 

The decree determines that the sale 
by the Mercantile Trust company of 
New York of the stock of the local gas 
companies to Kidder, Peabody & Co. 
for $11,000,000 is valid, and it is ex- 
pressly stated that the court did not 
determine the right of the Delaware 
company to an accounting for breaches 
of trust by H. H. Rogers, Moore, Whit- 
tridge and the Mercantile Trust com- 
pany of New York in respect to the 
pledging by them, in 1893, of 15,000 
shares of the Bay State Gas company 
of Massachusetts. 

The decree also is entered up with- 
out prejudice to a pending suit of Re- 
ceiver Pepper ys. H. H. Rogers. 
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Murder Clues Vanish 

Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 20.—Pro- 
fessor Wood of the Harvard Medical 
school, to whom was submitted the 
supposed pleces of “human flesh” found 
in a sawdust heap in Athol during the 
investigation of the Burns mystery, de- 
stroys another illusion by the announce- 
ment that the matter is not human 
flesh, and contains no animal tissue. 
More than that, he says that what ap- 
peared to be blood on the floor of the 
Bennett Hill schoolhouse is not blood 
at all. 


Bostonians In Race Riot 

Boston, Sept. 20.—Wild excitement 
reigned about 1 o'clock this morning 
outside of a South End dance hall, 
when a race riot broke out at a negro 
dance, where some white men got into 
an argument with some young negroes. 
Fists, razors, screams and hair filled 
the air for 20 minutes, until the patrol 
wagon came and carried away a load 
to a police station. 


Looks For Light Sentence 

New Haven, Sept. 20.—Douglas M. 
Smith, formerly paying teller of the 
National Tra@esmen’s bank of this 
city, charged with the embezzlement 
of $65,000 from the bank, intends to 
plead guilty to the charge. Judge 
Platt will be asked to impose the 
minimum sentence, which is five years’ 
imprisonment. Smith is out on bail 
of $15,000. 


Famous Lpwson Horse Dead 

Scituate, Mass., Sept. 20.—Glorious 
Flying Cloud, Thomas W. Lawson’s 
famous show horse, is dead. The end 
came suddenly and the veterinary sur- 
geous are unable to state the cause. 
The stallion, for which Lawson paid 
$12,000 before the horse was trained, 
was 9 years old and had a record of 
never having been beaten at a horse 
show. 


Shipbuilding Piants For $365,00$ 

Bath, Me., Sept. 20.—The Bath Iron 
works and the &lyde Windlass works, 
the local property of the United States 
Shipbuilding company, were sold at 
auction by order of a decree entered in 
the United States court for New Jer- 
sey. The property was secured for the 
reorganization committee. The two 
plants brought $565,000. 


Plenty of Turkeys and Cranberries 

Boston, Sept. 20.—The great New 
England thanksgiving products of tur- 
keys and cranberries are reported as 
being sufficient to supply the demands.

Evidence of Heavy Mortality 


Among Russian Troops 


FIGHTING NEAR MUKDEN 


Indication of Active Progress of 
Japanese Flanking Movements 
--Both Armies Reported In 
Condition For Severe Battle 


London, Sept. 20.—Except for im- 
portant reconnaissances by Generals 
Rennenkampff and Samsonoff, there 
seems to have been little interruption 
of the quiet that ensued after the hard 
fighting around Liaoyang more than a 
fortnight ago. Indicative of the 
mortality among Russian officers at 
the front is the report from St. Peters- 
burg that about one-seventh of the offi- 
cers in the regiments of guards sta- 
tioned at the capital are to be drafted 
tor service with regiments at the scene 
of war. The Japanese are reported to 


be advancing slowly upon the positions 


held by the Russians in a line extend- 
ing about 27 miles. 

General Kuropatkin’s report that 
reconnoissances by the Cossack dl- 
visions have led to heavy tighting with 
large casualties points to active pro- 
gress of the Japanese flanking move- 
ments east of Mukden. Previous re- 
ports, beth Russian and Japanese, have 
said that Kuropatkin’s cavalry was 
scouring the country east and south- 
east of the city, evidently with the ob- 
ject of discovering and, if possible, 
checking apy repetition of IMKuroki’s 
strategy at Liaoyang. 

The Japauese armies are said to hold 
the same relative positions now as at 
Liaoyang. This brings Oku on the 
west, perhaps working north in the 
Liao valley; Nodzu in the centre, prob- 
ably in the region of Yentai;and Ku- 
roki on the east, where he is said to be 
working round to get at the Russian 
left flank. 

Both armies are now reported fit for 
active service, and the Russians are 
inclined to make a stand at Mukden. 
No attack by the Japanese centre is to 
be expected uatil the flanking move- 
ments are well advanced, unless a 
centre attack Is necessary to keep Ku- 
ropatkin from detaching a large force 
from his own centre to strike Kuroki. 

It may well be that the Japanese 
eastern army will berelatively stronger 
than at Liaoyang. While it may itself 
be flauked and cut off from its com 
mounications, it gan retreat if necessary 
into a mountainous region of which it 
has partial control. With Kuropatkin 
especially oy his guard against this 
attack, the Japanese right needs to be 
so strong that in a pinch it can cut 
loose for a blow at the Russian line 
of retreat, trusting in the Japanese 
centre and left to prevent the dispatch 
of a sufficient Russian force to cneck 
Kuroki. 


While such a plan might involve 
great possibilities of disaster in the 


event of Japanese defeat, it remains 
true that the Japanese lines of retreat 
are numerous and easily defensible, 
so that the army would probably suffer 
more from scattering than from cap- 
tures if Kuroki were cut off. 

It is tolerably plain that Kuroki’s 
flank movement must be stronger than 
at Liaoyang if it is to succeed. The 
fact that a defense to his attack at 
Liaoyang was made possible by the 
stubborn resistance of the Russian 
centre about the town shows how the 
southern and eastern attacks must be 
balanced by both sides. If Oku shall 
succeed in a flank movement, such as 
he was unable to effect at Liaoyang, 
the outcome of the next battle may be 
different. 


Order Worries Officers 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 20.—There is a 
story afloat that a sudden call has been 
issued to officers of the guard regi- 
ments stationed at St. Petersburg to re- 
port for service at the front. Accord- 
ing to reports the order directs that 
elght out of a total of 56 officers of 
each regiment should be chosen by lot 
and drafted to serve with regiments 
now in the far east. It is stated that 
the order has aroused great discon- 
tent. Whole regiments are anxious to 
go to the @heatre of war, but the offi- 
cers intensely dislike the prospect of 
the organizations being split up. It is 
impossible at this time to obtain an 
authoritative confirmation or denial of 
the report. 


Right to Sink Knight Commander 

London, Sept. 20.—Russia’s reply to 
fhe British protest on the subject of 
Russia’s interpretation of contraband 
of war includes a decision in respect 


; to the British demand in the case of the 


British steamer Knight Commander. 
It is understood that Russta upholds 
the principle that Admiral Jensen was 
justified in sinking the steamer. The 
British government fs still hopeful of a 
settlement by means of an indemnity. 


Japs Still Hold the Fort 
London, Sept. 20.—a dispatch from 
Tokio says: A strong Russian force 
made a sortie from Port Arthur on Sun- 
day and attacked the Itezshan fort, 
which was recently captured by the 
Japanese.

If Quincy Desires a Progressive 
Historical Society. 


Editors of the Ledger: 

In reply to John Smith’s query as to 
what has become of the Quincy Histori- 
cal society and why the John Quincy 
Adams birthplace was not open to the 
public, I think what is needed is for 
all good citizens to become members of 
the-Quincy Historical society; pay 
membership fees regularly each and 
every year and interest themselves in 
all good work. Then plenty of money 
would be in the treasury to pay expenses. 
Caretakers that are responsible require 
pay for their services. 

A lament was in the Ledger a few 
weeks since saying it was sad that for 
sO many years visitors to Quincy could 
only see the outside of the birthplaces 
of Presidents John and John Quincy 
Adams. I will try and put their minds 
at rest on that subject. Previous to 
1842 many visitors were entertained 
with a view of the interior of the 
Adams houses. From i842 to 1863 I 
was a member of one family that re- 
ceived with pleasure a large number of 
distinguished visiturs each and every 
year. 

No record was kept to my sorrow but 
my memory serves me well, There was 
Governor Briggs with Hon. Charles 
Francis Adams, he who was afterward 
our minister to England in the most 
perilous times of our country and 
people from Washington, D. C., direct 
from conversation with the eloquent 
John Quincy Adams. One visitor, 
President Tyler's cousin, measured the 
window glass and joists of oak to be 
sure his account was correct. In 1848 
the Congressional Committee which 
attended the burial services of our 
distinguished president, John Quincy 
Adams, came to his virthplace, anxious 
to visit the room he was born in. The 
family were all at the services and only 
faithful Dennis Sheehan was in charge 
but he told them to go into all the rooms 
and be sure they would get the right 
one. More can be said but this will 
suflice.

Rhodes scholarships at Oxford

There will be 35 in the party, repre- 
senting all sections of the United 
States, and a special reservation of 20 
staterooms has been set aside for their 
use on tho promenade deck of the 
steamer. 

Francis H. Forbes of Lexington rep- 
resents Massachusetts, Paul Nixon of 
Braintree represents Connecticut; 
lius A. Brown of New York will repre- 
sent New Hampshire; David R. Porter, 
Maine; Walter A. Dane, Vermont; R. 
H. Bevan, Rhode Island; etc. 

Almost all these young men have done 
something in athletics, representing 
their colleges on the diamond, gridiron 
or track, in addition to proving 
tally capable and possessing the powers 
of leadership and the moral character 
specified by Mr. Rhodes as essential to 
election. 

After conceiving his bright idea Mr. 
Nixon lost no time in putting it into 
execution. Early in the summer he 
wrote the Oxford agent of the Rhodes 
trustees asking for a list of the 
names and addresses of the American 
winuers of scholarships, and this was 
shortly forthcoming. 

The young Braintree man then wrote 
a letter to each of his associates, ‘sug- 
gesting that it would be very nice if 
they could all go together as a sort of 
family party from Boston to Liverpool. 
The idea struck the others so favorable 
that eventually 35 of the 43 signified 
their willingness to sail from here, and 
nearly all of them have been already 
booked by the Cunard company. 

The young men who have won these 
scholarships, which have a yearly value 
of $1500, have passed one of the most 
rigid examinations ever given candi- 
dates for such honors. The examina- 
tions were held throughout the United 
States in April, and for every one of 
the winners there were 
failed to pass the teats. 

In each state the examinations were 
conducted by a board of the most rep- 
resentative educators to be found, the 
presidents of the leading colleges, as 
a rule, serving as chairmen. ‘The first 
examination in Massachusetts was held 
April 13, ten candidates competing. 

The scholarships are derived from an 
endowment fund of $10,000,000 left by 
Cecil Rhodes, the famous South African 
multimillionaire, who died at Cape 
Town, March 26, 1902, leaving a fortune 
of about $30,000, 000. 

By the terms of his will the $10,000,000 
is set aside for the foundation of 60 
Oxford university scholarships for 
England and the British colonies, and 
nearly 100 scholarships for the United 
States, or two for each state and terri- 
tory inthe union. Fifteen scholarships 
for students in Germany were also pro- 
vided for. 

The desire of Mr. Rhodes to bring 
about a closer relationship between the 
English-speaking people is supposed to 
underly his action in founding the 
American scholarships. 

Paul Nixon, the enterprising Brain- 
tree prize-winner, who is to be regard- 
ed as the leader of the party, was se- 
lected as one of the Connecticut repre- 
sentatives, he having been a student 
at Wesleyan university, Middleto wn, 
Conn., at the time he decided to enter 
the lists.

Textile Strikers May Ask Gom- 
pers to Visit Fall River 


MAY WIN THEIR CONTEST 


Placing of Large Order For Raw 
Cotton by Leading Manufac- 
turers Looked Upon as a Fac- 
tor In Favor of Operatives 


Fall River, Mass., Sept. 21.—The 
strike leaders say that if the talk about 
starting Oct. 3 is kept up, they will call 
the unions together and pass votes 
similar to that passed by the weavers 
last week, the purport of which was 
not to return, but to hold a mass meet- 
ing Oct. 8. Another possibility is the 
advent of Samuel Gompers, who is be- 
ing appealed to on the ground that the 
present strike means the life or death 
of textile union afiiliation with the 
Awerican Federation of Labor. 

Should Gompers be induced to come 
here and address the strikers it would 
interject an element of agitation which 
has been kept out so far. Some of the 
union leaders have felt that if a man 
like Gompers were brought here and an 
appeal for funds were made, it would 
be many weeks afterward before the 
enthusiasm would die out. Should 
Gompers come here on the day the mills 
open the chances of success for the mill 
men would not be good. 

Some manufacturers realize this dan- 
ger and one of them has sald: ‘‘We are 
sitting on a powder magazine and we 
should not be the ones to touch it off 
by trying to start until the operatives 
show that they are ready.” 

Others minimize the possibility of 
trouble, Dresident Golden of the U. T. 
W. is taking active steps this week 
to interest members of the executive 
committee of the A. F. of L. to send 
Gompers here, or some other man well 
known to organized labor throughout 
the country. He feels that a statement 
coming from such a one will carry 
more weight than anything which 
might be said by local leaders. There 
is a growling feeling, too, among manu- 
facturers, that there is some danger in 
delaying the start too long. 

If the market begins to revive anda 
start is made the leaders can appeal to 
the strikers to hold out for a time inthe 
hope that the notices will be taken 
down, If some of the mills can run in 
full their managers will not stop them 
to aid other mills not so fortunate, and 
it is possible that the whole plan of 
wage reduction may be thus endan- 
gered. . 

The placing of a large order for raw 
cotton to be delivered at the mills of a 
well known cotton manufacturer here 
not later than the last of October and 
the fact that several of the manufac- 
turers haye been trying to place orders 
for the raw material became known 
last evening. These facts are taken by 
many to indicate that an early settle- 
ment of the great textile strike is in 
sight. 

Inasmuch as it generally requires 
four weeks for raw cotton to be de- 
livered after the orders have been 
placed, it is now believed that another 
month will see a resumption of work 
in the mills that are now closed on ac- 
count of the strike. 

Should there be an early settlement 
of the strike it is believed that the op- 
eratives will win their contest. The 
cotton market is stronger, the stock 
of manufactured goods is low, thereisa 
continuous demand for textiles and the 
finished stock will command better 
prices, thus enabling the manufac- 
turers to operate their factories with- 
out reducing the wages of the em- 
ployes. 

The strikers still express their de- 
termination not to return to work under 
the wage reduction of 12% percent, 
whick was the cause of the strike. The 
leaders of the strikers say that the only 
condition under which the operatives 
will return to work is the tearing down 
of the notices of the wage reduction 
which were posted in all the mills af- 
fected by the strike. 

There is a little talk of compromise. 
Both sides realize that the strike so 
far has been merely a skirmish and that 
the crisis is yet to come. With the 
approach of winter the strikers will 
find it more difficult to earn a living out- 
side the mills, and the manufacturers 
also will lose a large and profitable 
amount of business unless the milis 
can be operated. All propositions for 
a conference or compromise will have to 
come from the manufacturers, the 
strike leaders say. 


Cotton Mills In Operation 

Providence, Sept. 21—Trhe Quine- 
baug cotton mills in eastern Connecti- 
cut have resumed work after a two 
weeks’ shutdown. The Ashland cot- 
ton mills of Jewett City will start Oct. 
1. They have been closed for three 
months. 


Wanted to See President 

Oyster Bay, N. ¥., Sept. 21—A man, 
who gave his name as J. E. Newes and 
who is regarded as a dangerous crank 
by the secret service officers at Oyster 
Bay, was apprehended here.

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CHURCH WALL FELL 


ne Man Killed and Six Injured 
at New Bedford 

New Bedford, Mass., Sept. 21.—With 

a crash that could be heard througbout 

the entire aorthern section of this city, 

the inner wall on the north side of the 


new St. Anthony’s church collapsed 
yesterday, killing Gilbert Tremblay, a 
mason, 60 years old, andseriously injur- 
ing six others who were working on 
the structure. 

The church, which was in process of 
construction, was being built for St. 
Anthony’s French Roman Catholic 
parish. The structure occupied nearly 
an entire block on Acushnet avenue. 
The wall that fell was on the north side 
of the building and was 220 feet long. 
The outer wall was built of brick and 
stone from the foundation upwards to 
the eaves. The inner wall, however, 
rested on iron pillars, the lower part 
of the wall being more than 25 feet 
above the ground floor. On top of these 
pillars there was some iron and steel 
bridge work supporting a brick inner 
wall that rose 26 feet to the eaves. 

The cause of the collapse is not 
known yet, but it is believed that one 
of the supporting pillars was of faulty 
construction and gave way, letting the 
wall down with’ it. It was feared last 
night that other sections of the wall 
might fall, as the collapse of the north 
wall carried away some of the support- 
ing pillars in other sections of the 
building. 


Big Fire In Maine Town 

yardiner, Me., Sept. 21.—The Gar- 
diner Coliseum, a three-story wooden 
building, containing the largest roller- 
polo rink in Maine, was burned to the 
ground early this morning and the 
flames, blown by a stiff southerly gale, 
extended so rapidly to the adjoining 
property that at one time the entire 
business section of the city was threat- 
ened and help was summoned from 
neighboring towns. Before assistance 
arrived, however, the local department 
were able to confine the fire to the Coli- 
seuin and four wooden blocks. ‘The 
loss is estimated at $25,000. 


With Liabilities of $1,114,125 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—Owing $1,- 
114,125 and with assets of only $1200, 
William B. Whaley, the financial sup- 
porter of several cotton manufacturing 
enterprises in the south, filed a vyol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy in this 
city. Whaley was the senior mamber 
of the William B. Smith-Whaley com- 
pany of this city. For some time he 
has been interested in ralsing funds for 
textile industries in the southern 
states, which have not resulted fayor- 
ably. 


Nominations Without Contest 

Concord, N. H., Sept. 21.—John Me- 
Lane of Milford was nominated for govy- 
ernor by the Republican state conven- 
tion here and fovy candidates for presi- 
dential electors "were chosen. There 
were no other nominations to be made. 
As there was no contest for any office 
the proceedings were concluded at one 
session. The platform strongly praised 
the record and achievements of the na- 
tlonal party. 


Five Years For Stealing $70,000 

New Haven, Sept. 21.—Douglas H. 
Smith, the defaulting paying teller of 
the National Tradesmen's bank of this 
city, was indicted by the federal grand 
jury on the charge of embezzlement 
of about $70,000 of the bank’s funds, 
and was immediately taken before 
Judge Platt in court, arraigned, and on 
a plea of guilty was sentenced to five 
years in the state prison. 


A Shortage of $5000 

Boston, Sept. 21.—Karl Braun, treas- 
urer of the Kossuth Hall association, is 
missing, and his funds show a short- 
age of at least $5000. Braun left Bos- 
ton Aug. 14 and has not been heard 
from since. The day previous to his 
departure officers of the association 
had made a request for his books that 
they might be submitted to expert ex-

DRUGS AND THE EYES. 


Oertain Poisons That Have a Most 
Injurious Effect, 

Certain poisons possess the property 
of acting in a decided manner on the 
eye. Atropine enlarges the pupil and 
for this purpose has become indis- 
pensable in ophthalmology. Santonin 
causes one to see yellow. Disturb- 
ances of vision have furthermore been 
observed as secondary effects of cer- 
tain medicines; for instance, after the 
use of quinine, iodoform and naphtha- 
lin, which, in a case of intestinal ca- 
tarrh, caused a cataract. The worm 
disease in the district of the Ruhr in 
Germany has furnished an opportunity 
for the observation that the popular 
fern root, much employed as a remedy, 
may give rise to serious ocular Injury. 
The use of this remedy in the case of 
two miners led to incurable blindness. 

In the trades there are also polsons 
which act especially upon the eye. 
Very dangerous, above all, 1s lead, 
which produces inflammation and atro- 
phy of the optic nerve. “Workmen In 
mustard factories,” says a German 
medical journal, “often suffer from tn- 
flammation of the cornea in conse- 
quence of the action of the mustard 
yapors upon the eye.” Latterly serious 
visual disturbances have been pro- 
duced by chloric oxide and chloric di- 
oxide, poisonous vapors generated by 
the use of magnesium flashlight pow- 
ders for photographic purposes.—Jew- 
elers’ Circular Weekly. 


THE WORD “CHIC,” 


Probably Derived From a German 
Word Meaning Clever. 

The word “chic,” which comes to us 
through the French, but is probably 
derived from the German geschickt, 
clever, smart, has no exact equivalent 
in our language. Murray, in his stand- 
ard work, suggests as another poss!- 
ble derivation that it may be an ab- 
breviation of chicane, in the sense of a 
deft twist or turn. 

“Chic,” used either as a substantive 
or as an adjective, implies such style 
and clever finish as gives an air of dis- 
tinction to a person or thing and 
marks some excellence of fashion or 
taste. Applied to the fine arts it de- 
notes the faculty of producing effec- 
tive work with ease and skill, and 
from this its society application to 
correct grace and elegance and smart- 
ness follows very naturally. 

Lever, in “The Martins of Crom- 
arty,” says: “The French have invent- 
ed a slang word, and by ‘chic’ have 
designated a certain property by 
which objects assert their undoubted 
superiority over all thelr counter- 
feits.” 

Some have connected the word with 
the Spanish chico, or chica, a diminu- 
tive expressive of approval.—Londan 
Standard.

General Assault on Port Arthur 
by Japanese 


ST PETERSBURG ANXIOUS 


Public Feeling at High Tension 
Because of Garrison’s Suffer- 
ings--Japs Advancing Toward 
Mukden--Big Battle Imminent 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 21.—Interest is 
again conceutrated upon Port Arthur, 
owing to the from foreign 
sources of news that a general storm- 
ing of the fortifications there has be-

gun. 
Stoessel, the commander at 
Port Arthur, recording the repulse of 


the Japanese and continued attacks, 
strengthens contidence in the ability of 
the defenders to hold out despite the 
furious onslaughts of the Japanese. 

The last attack mentioned by 
Stoessel took place the night of Sept. 
14, and was directed against redoubt 
No. 8, which protects the water supply 
of the city. The redoubt is about two 
miles beyond the line of permanent 
forts and the attack upon this shows 
that the Japanese were not then within 
striking distance of the main fortress. 
Reports from Shanghai that some of 
the defenses had fallen into the hands 
of the Japanese as a result of a gen- 
eral assault on Sept. 20 are not con- 
firmed from Russian sources. 

The latest telegrams brought to Che- 
foo by Prince Radzivill have not yet 
reached the war office. It is understood 
that these dispatches contain details 
of the landing of strong Japanese rein- 
forcements at Dalny, which would tend 
to contirm the belief that it is the inten- 
tion of the Japanese to storm the 
fortress and that the warships will 
probably take part in the attack. In 
this event Rear Admiral Wirens’ di- 
vision will doubtless go out and engage 
the Japanese fleet. 

All Russia is anxiously awaiting 
news from the beleaguered garrison. 
Public feeling has been aroused to a 
high tension by the dreadful picture 
given by Radzivill of the sufferings of 
the Russian army there. 

The sensational announcement that 
General Kuroki has crossed the Hun 
river unopposed und that the whole 
Japanese army is udvancing upon Muk- 
den is overshadowed by anxiety for 
Port Arthur. Moreover, the announce- 
ment does not recelve comp!ete credence 
here, as being in direct contradiction of 


official news issued by the general 
staff. A strong guard has been placed 


at the Fushan mines, which Kuropat- 
kin will not give up without a struggle, 
as the loss of the mines would involve 
the cutting off of the coal supply for 
the whole Manchurlan railway. Never- 
theless, it Is considered more than 
doubtful if Kuropatkin will make a de- 
eisive stand south of Tie pass. 

Eight and possibly nine Japanese 
divisions are reported to be advancing 
on Mukden, and another battle between 
the armies under Generals Kuroki and 
Kuropatkin is imminent. St. Peters- 
burg has heard that the Russian Baltic 
squadron has been reinforced by four 
warships purchased from Argentina. 

Beyond Kuropatkin’s report that the 
Japanese advance holds Bentsiaputze 
with a strong force of artillery, there 
is little light In the dispatches from 
the far east. Bentsiaputze is a bill 
town about 15 miles northeast of the 
Yentai mines, and is about 17 miles 


; southeast of Mukden, on the road from 


there to Pensilu, which is on the Taitse 


| river about 25 miles east of Liaoyang. 


At Bentsiaputze a branch of the road 
leads northeast to Funchun, which is 
on the Hun river some 25 miles east of 
Mukden. 

The whole region between the Yental 


' mines and Funchun, and further on the 


i 


northeast of Mukden fs hilly and easily 
defensible by the Japanese outposts, 
which are screening the main move- 
ments. The Japanese right wing is 
now reported to be advanced as far as 
Funchun, but the real state of the ad- 
vance is well screened by the outposts. 
If Kuroki is to make the malin flank- 
ing attack, his army must be taking a 
wide circuit through the hilly country 
just mentioned. 

Assuming that te be the plan, the 
Japanese centre and laegt will be moved 
slowly forward, while no general en- 
gagement is to be expected until about 
the time that Kuroki is ready to strike. 


Russia’s Attitude on Contraband 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 21.—Russia’s 
position concerning contraband has 
been authoritatively stated as follows: 
Russia does not desire to interfere 
with the United States’ legitimate com- 
merce with Japan, but she has the right 
to, and must, protect herself as far as 
possible against shipments which may 
aid the enemy in prosecuting the war. 


FStory Was Incorrect 
Madrid, Sept. 21.—Official denial is 
made of the story that a Russian cruis- 
er had been seen off Cape St. Maria 
and that she had fired two shots at and 
taken possession of a merchant vessel, 
supposed to be a British steamship. 


Confesses to Murder 

Louisville, Sept. 21—The mystery 
surrounding the murder of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Porter, who was found in a room 
with her throat cut, was cleared up by 
the arrest and confession of William 
VanBalsen. He admitted killing Mrs, 
Porter, of whom he was enamored.

Surprise For Boilermakers

Matrimony and Exclusion Law 

Portland, Ore., Sept. 21.—Commis- 
sioner Staden has given a decision in 
the case of a Chinese woman, held for 
deportation, which will throw open the 
doors of immigration to Chinese women 
so long as the women marry a regu- 
larly admitted Chinaman after their 
arrival. So long as such marriages 
conform with the marriage laws of the 
United States the woman is not liable 
to deportation. 


Ex-Mayor McCue In Court 

Charlottesville, Va., Sept. 21.—Ex- 
Mayor McCue, accused of wife murder, 
was arraigned before Judge Morris and 
entered a plea of not guilty. McCue’s 
counsel moved that tne indictment be 
quashed on the ground that one of the 
nine special] grand jurors has not been 
resident of Charlottesville a proper 
length of time. The court adjourned 
to consider this point. 


Officer and Funds Missing 

Washington, Sept. 21.—The war de- 
partment has asked assistance of the de- 
partment of justice in trying to secure 
the arrest of Captain Ira Keithley, 
Philippine constabulary, who has dis- 
appeared from the Philippine exhibit 
in St. Louis, leaving a reported shortage 
of $4000 in the funds which had been 
entrusted to him. 


Bishop’s Election Questioned 

Halifax, Sept. 21.—The executive of 
the diocesan synod of Nova Scotia met 
here to consider the question that has 
been raised regarding the election of 
Archdeacon Worrall! as bishop of Nova 
Scotia. After a spirited discussion it 
was decided to place the whole question 
before a judge of the supreme court 
of Nova Scotia. 


A Judge’s Sudden Death 

Albany, Sept. 21—Former Supreme 
Court Justice Learned was found dead 
while seated at his desk in his law office. 
He was 83 years old and had kept up 
his active professional practice. He 
bad been apparently in good health. 
Death was probably due to heart dis- 
ease. Judge Learned was born in New 
London, Conn. 


Troliey Passengers Fatally Hurt 

New York, Sept. 21.—Slippery rails, 
owing to damp air, caused a street ear 
to run away down a steep hill at 
Kearney, N. J., last night. Two pas- 
sengers were fatally burt. Five other 
passengers and the motorman and con- 
ductor were painfully hurt. The motor- 
map and the conductor were arrested. 


War Veterans’ Reunion 

Indianapolis, Sept. 21.—Veterans of 
the Oivil war assembled last night for 
the public exercises which marked the 
closing of the first day's session of the 
85th annua] reunion of the society of 
the Army of the Cumberland. The ex- 
ercises closed with the singing of the 
“Star Spangled Banner.”

PECULIAR DOINGS 


Alleged Secret Service Man Is 
Finally Landed In Jail 
Farmington, Me., Sept. 21.—Leroy 
A. French, claiming to be a member of 
the United States secret service force, 
drove to this place from Rangeley and 
lodged in jail G. «a. Harlow of Pitts- 
field. French charged Harlow with 
being a counterfeiter. Later in the day 
W. L. Butler of Rangeley, a livery 
stable proprietor from whom French 
secured the horse and buggy, had 
French landed in jail on a charge of 

stealing the horse and vehicle. 

According to Butler, French called 
at the stable in Rangeley and told him 
that he had discovered a counterfeiter 
at a farm about a mile distant and 
wanted a horse and buggy to go after 
the culprit. Securing the team, French 
drove to the Rangeley Lake house, at 
which Harlow had been staying, Har- 
low joined French and the two came 
to this place, a distance of 40 miles. 

They drove to the jail, and French 
assured the jalilor that, as a secret ser- 
vice man, he had the right to arrest 
Harlow and place him in fail, even 
without a warrant. Harlow was then 
locked in a cell. 

Shortly after French went to the 
People’s National bank aud sought to 
have three checks, aggregating $400, 
payable to G. A. Harlow, cashed, at- 
tempting to establish his identity 
through Jailor Fowler. But the jailor 
had only French's own testimony as to 
his official standing and that did not 
satisfy the bank. 

While they were yet discussing the 
matter, Deputy Sheriff Gould entered 
the bank and placed French under ar- 
rest 00 a Warrant sworn out by Butler, 
charging him with horse stealing. 
French was taken to the jail and 
placed in a cell.next Harlow. 

Extensive inquiry has been made and 
none of the police of this state know 
of a secret service agent named French, 
nor has there been knowledge of 
counterfeiting. Harlow seemed to be 
in a more or less dazed condition, 


Running Mate For Douglas 

Boston, Sept. 21.—The Democrats, 
having decided practically upon Wil- 
lam L. Douglas as the candidate for 
governor, are now looking for a candi- 
date -for lieutenant governor and the 
most prominent name mentioned is 
that of James B. Carroll, who was 
Governor Russell’s running mate in 
1892. There is considerable talk in fa- 
vor of Charles S. Hamlin, and among 
the others under consideration are 
Representative Schofleld of Ipswich, ex- 
Senator Currier of Methuen, ex-Mayor 
Hayes of Springfield and ex-Representa- 
tive Dewey of Westfield. 


Fraudulent Naturalization 

New York, Sept. 21.—That a large 
percentage of the naturalization papers 
held by persons of foreign birth here 
are fraudulent is shown by an official 
investigation. Regarding this investi- 
gation Deputy Superintendent of Elec- 
tion Stowell said: ‘Our investigations 
show that at least 10 percent of the 
Italian citizens in New York hold 
fraudulent naturalization papers.” 


Buried Under Tons of Rock 

New York, Sept. 21—Three miners 
were crushed to death at the Old 
Andover iron mine at Hibernia, N. J., 
and one was so badly injured that he 
will probably die and two others were 
seriously hurt. Nearly 20 tons of rock 
fell on the men. The three killed 
could hardly be recognized when taken 
from the mine. 


Old Collector an Alleged Thief 

New York, Sept. 21.—Cyrillus L. Rob- 
inson, city collector of revenue of 
Bayonve, N. J., was arrested last 
night on complaint of Mayor Brady, 
charged with the defalcation of $9000. 
Robinson has been collector for 12 years 
and is 70 years of age. He was held 
under $10,000 bail for examination. 


Affair Was Unimportant 

Geneva, Sept. 21.—The report cabled 
to the United States of an assault up- 
on H. L. Washington, the American 
consul here, greatly exaggerated the 
incident. Washington drove his auto- 
mobile into a herd of cattle and an en- 
ranged herdsman attacked him, injur- 
Ing him slightly. 


Brighter Strike Situation 

Rome, Sept. 21.—The strike situation 
here is gradually improving and it fs 
expected there will be a general resump- 
tion of work tomorrow. A meeting of 
strikers at Naples ended in a conflict 
with the police, and the latter, by fir- 
ing in the air, frightened and dispersed 
the mob. 


Big Crowds Attend Mission 

Bolton, Eng., Sept. 21.—The attend- 
ance at the mission here of the Amer- 
ican evangelists, R. A. Torrey and C. 
M. Alexander, bas been unprecedented. 
On Saturday and Sunday 27,000 per- 
sons attended the meetings. The mis- 
sion will continue here another week. 


Payment on Friars’ Lands

THE WRANGLERS. 


Cambridge University Honor 
Men Are So Designated. 

In the middle ages when learning 
was elevatea to respectability in Eu- 
ropean colleges exercises consisted 
largely of disputations, and those who 
engaged in them were called disputants 
er wranglers. One candidate was pit- 
ted against another or against a college 
don to thrash a question out. Wrangle 
is a very suitable word, for the process 
often consisted of a battle royal, car- 
ried on by twisting an opponent's 
words so as utterly to baffle or confuse 
him. 

In the University of Cambridge in 
the fifteenth century ‘an ould baché- 
lour,” as representative of the univer- 
sity, had to sit on a three legged stool 
(hence the word tripos) “beffore Mr. 
Proctours” to test the abilities of the 
candidates for degrees by arguing with 
“the eldest son” of them. 

If these trials turned out satisfac- 
torily the moderator would compliment 
the candidates by saying to each, “Sum- 
mo ingenif acumine disputasti” (you 
herve wrangled excellently) to the fore- 
most, or “optime quidem” or “optime” 
only to what are still called senior and 
junior optimes. Not till 1753 was the 
word wrangler used of the highest hon- 
ors class. 


SALLY LUNNS. 


Named For a Famous Eighteenth 
Century Paatry Cook. 

The sweet, light tea cakes, nowadays 
familiar to us under the name of Sally 
Lunns, are called after a young pastry 
cook of that name who was famous for 
the quality of her wares at the close 
of the elghteenth century and was con- 
stantly to be seen carrying them in a 
basket, morning and evening, and cry- 
ing them through the streets of Bath,

temptingly displayed in snow white 
linen. She is said to have kept a cake 


shop which became a favorite resort 
for old and young in the old west coun- 
try town. 

Dalmer, a musical baker, bought her 
recipe, made a song in praise of these 
tea cakes and set it to music. This 
soon caught on and was sung and whis- 
tled as a popular air. Sally Lunns were 
distributed on special barrows, and 
Dalmer’s fortune was assured. 

Sally Lunn herself is said to have 
baked her tea cakes for the prince re- 
gent, through whom they became 
known to the celebrated chef Careme. 
He calmly adopted them as his own 
invention and sold them to his cus- 
tomers in Paris as Solilemes, an evi- 
dent plagiarism for Sally Lupns.—Lon- 
don Mail. 


CROWN OF A TOOTH. 


It Is Composed of the Hardest 
Known Organic Substance. 

The crown of a human tooth is cov- 
ered by a brilliant white cap of ex- 
treme density, the enamel, which is 
not only the hardest tissue of the hu- 
man body, consisting, as it does, of 96.5 
per cent of mineral and of 3.5 per cent 
of animal matter, but also the hardest 
known organic substance. 

The whole of the friction entailed by 
the mastication of food falls upon the 
cutting edges of our teeth, and these 
are protected by an extra thickness of 
enamel. So hard is this that only in 
extreme cases, In persons who live on 
very hard food requiring much masti- 
cation, has it been known to wear off. 

This enaniel cap is composed of a 
vast number of microscopic rods, one 
end of each of which rests upon the 
dentine, and the other reaches the free 
cutting surface. These rods vary in 
shape and position, some being five 
and others six sided, some straight and 
others sinuous, but they are all arrang- 
ed so that the maximum degree of 
compactpess and strength is secured.

STRUCK DYNAMITE! 


Electric Car Wrecked and 
Nine Persons Meet Death. 


Many Also were Seriously Injured.

Mangled Bodies Greeted Sight | 
of Those Who Hurried to Aid 
Unfortunates--Box of Deadly | 


Explosive Dropped From Ex- | 


press Wagon In Front of Car 


Melrose, Mass., Sept. 22.—An_ elec- 
tric car containing 82 people was 


blown to pieces at 8 o'clock lust night 
near the corner of Wyoming avenue | 
and Main street, this city, by striking | 
a 50-pound box of dynamite that had 


fullen off an express wagon. Six peo- 
ple were killed outright, three more 


died of their injuries within an hour, 
and 19 others on the car were taken to | 
two hospitals, suffering from all sorts 
of weuuds. At least a score of people 
in the immediate vicinity of the explo- 
sion were treated for cuts from flying 
glass and splinters, 

So great was the force of the explo- 
sion that all but 10 feet of the rear por- 
tion of the 40-foot car was blown into 
small nieces, while windows within a 
radius of a quarter of a mile were 
shattered. 

The immediate vicinity of the acci- 
dent presented a fearful spectacle when 
those in the neighborhood reached the 
scene. ‘The ground was strewn with 
legs, arms and other portions of the | 
bodies of those who had been killed, 
while shrieks and groans came from 
the writhing forms of the injured. 

The car contained mostly men on} 
their way to their homes in this city, | 
the accident taking place only a quar- 
ter of a mile from Melrose Center. 
Within a few minutes a great crowd 
had collected and the injured were 
tenderly cared for until the physicians, 
not only from Melrose, but from Med- 
ford, Everett and Malden, reached the 
scene. 

For more than three hcurs the great- 
est confusion existed. 2:d it was diffi- 
cult to obtain the nares of any of the 
dead or injured, or to ascertain the 
cause of the accident. Thousands of 
people rushed about trying to find rela- 
tives and friends, and the hospitals 
were besieged. By 11 o'clock the police 
had succeeded in identifying five of the 
dead at the undertaking rooms and a 
long list of injured was given out at 
the hospitals. 

The police at once began an investi- 
gation of the accident and soon hed in 
custody Roy Fenton, the driver of the 
express wagon. Fenton wason his way 
to the local express office. He had 
placed on the tailboard of the express 
wagon two 50-pound boxes of dynamite 
consigned to the city of Melrose. He 
drove along Main street and did not 
know until he reached the express office 
that one of the boxes had dropped off. 
He burried back toward Main street 
in the hope of picking it up, but the elec- 
tric car reached the box first. 

The force of the explosion was ter- 
rifle and the report was heard many 
miles. Directly opposite the scene was 
the Masonic building, every window 
of which was shattered, and through 
one of the windows a human form 
was blown. There were more than a 
score of people within 100 yards of the 
car, nearly all of whom were knocked 
down and rendered deaf by the concus- 
sion. Glass and splinters were blown 
in nevery direction and few of the 
passers-by escaped receiveing some 
sort of wound. 

The car was No. 14 of the Boston and 
Northern street railway. It was a 
closed car, 40 feet long, with a yestibule 
at each end. It left Boston in charge 
of Conductor Blanchard and Motor- 
man Rowe. When the explosion oc- 
curred every seat was taken and sev- 
eral people were standing up. The 
car proceeded up Main street and bad 
begun to slow up fora passenger. Ac- 
cording to those on board, it was not 
going more than five or six miles an 
hour when the explosion occurred. 

The force of the explosion tore off 
and burled in all directions the front 
portion of the car, and it was here 
that the deaths occurred. Further 
back in the car the sides were blowu 
out and the roof tumbled in, pinning 
down many of the passengers. On the 
rear platform the conductor and four 
or five others escaped without injury. 

The paving stones beneath the car 
were ground into powder by the force 
of the explosion and the car rails curled 
up. The hole, however, in the ground 
was shallow, the force of the explo- 
sion being extended upward and out- 
ward. The faces of all the passengers 


> were blackene? as if by powder, while

the ciotats ut tauity were torn into 
shreds. Several persons were pinued 
beneath the rear trucks of the car and 
it took 30 men to lift up the greater 
portions and pull them out. 

While practically escaping injury, 
Conductor Blanchard’s clothing was 
torn into shreds and hung in tatters 
upon his body. Blanchard said he had 
rung in 42 fares on the trip from 
Boston. 

On Wyoming avenue, to the west- 
ward of the scene of the explosion, a 
human heart was found lying on the 
street Dy searchers late last night. 
of any de- 
scription was within 15 feet of the 
organ. 

The damage to surrounding prop- 
erty will be considerable. Windows 
are shattered and the plastering thrown 
down. 


BY ELECTRICITY. 


Suburban Rai'road Traffic. 


President Charles 5. Mellen of the N. 
Y., N. A. & H. R. R. in bis annual re- 
port of the company, says, ‘‘The 
present cost of doing the suburban 
business upon our lines is excessive, 
and it is only by increasing the volume 
largely we can hope for renumeraticn. 
To handle the same as at present isa 
burden, and to increase the volume 
and reduce cost through substitution 
of electricity for steam seems the only 
solution. 

The report shows that the total gross 
earnings from operation were $48,282,- 
909, of which amount the operating 
expenses were 72.82 percent., or $35,- 
159,210 leaving the net income from 
operation $15,125,608. The income from 
all other sources was $906, 435, making 
the total income $14,030, 134. 

The increase in gross earnings was 
entirely in the first six months of the 
year, namely, frem July 1 to Dec. 31, 
Since Jan 1 there has been a notice- 
able decrease. 

This decrease was much larger than 
that usually occurring ina_presiden- 
tial year, and is attributable partially 
to a very cool summer and to the de- 
pression in the cotton textile industry. 

The severity of the winter season, 
which was unprecedented and caused 
materia: increase in the cost of opera- 
tion, the losses occasioned by strikes 
and the depression in business rendered 
necessary serious reductions in the 
operating expenses to offset.

Republican Principles Declared} 
Well Suited to Them 


PLEDGES WELL KEPT 


Roosevelt Has Followed Plans 
Laid Out by McKinley on Lines 
Neither Sectional Nor Racial-- 
Candidate Fairbanks’ Letter 


Indianapolis, Sept. 22.—The letter ot 
Charles W. Fairbanks, accepting the 
Republican nomination for the vice 
presidency, is addressed to Elihu Root, 
chairman of the notification committee, 
and says in part: 

In accordance with the promise made 
when you formally notified me of my 
nomination for vice president, I avail 
myself of this opportunity to submit 
to you, and through you, to my fellow- 
citizens, some further views with re- 
spect to the questions in issue before 
the people. 

The principles which are so frankly 
and felicitiously expressed in the plat- 
form adopted by the Republican na- 


tional convention meet with my 
heartiest approval. In the main they 
have been subjected to the test of 


actual experience and have been found 
to be well sulted to our industrial and 
national needs. They have brought us 
to a high state of material develop- 
ment, and have made the nation’s name 
respected among the powers of the 
earth. 

The utterances of political parties 
must be interpreted in the light of that 
practical coustruction which they have 
put upon them when intrusted with 
power. It is not alone what they say, 
but what they will do which should 
weigh in determining their capacity 
to administer public affairs. 

We have had two administrations in 
the last seven years which have been 
governed by the same policies. The 
convention did well in its hearty com- 
mendation of the administration of 
President Roosevelt. This is sharply 
challenged by the opposition. We ac- 
cept the issue with confidence. The 
president assumed the  responsibill- 
ties of chief executive with a pledge 
to carry out the policy of his prede- 
cessor. ‘The pledge has been kept 
scrupulously; the promise has been ful- 
filled. Peace and good order have been 
maintained. Domestic and foreign 
trade have increased and relations of 
amity have been preserved with for- 
eign powers. 

The foreign policy of the administra- 


| tion has been conservative, just and 


firm, and has made for the advance- 
ment of peace. While we have en- 
larged our foreign commerce, we have 
increased our prestige abroad, not with 
the sword, but with the peaceful agency 
of enlightened diplomacy. 


Thirty treaties have been concluded 
and proclaimed and stand to the credit 
of the administration. Some of these 
are of far-reaching importance. Among 
the number are the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, superse@ing the Clayton-Bul- 
wer convention, which stood in the 
way of the construction of an isthmian 
canal; the Panama canal treaty, the 
Alaskan boundary treaty, and com- 
mercial treaties with China and with 
Cuba. 

Events in the far east suggest the 
wisdom and necessity of a continu- 
ance of the present foreign policy. We 
have maintained exact neutrality be- 
tween Russia and Japan. We favor 
the adjustment of international dis- 
agreements by an appeal to reason, 
rather than to arms. A great majority 
of the questions which arise between 
nations, may, without compromising 
the national honor, be submitted to ar- 
bitration. 

Our relations with the world were 
never better. We have avoided all en- 
tangling alliances, and, in the language 
of the eminent secretary of state, “We 
are without an ally and without an 
enemy.” 

The convention wisely declared in 
favor of “protection which guards and 
develops our industries.’ The Demo- 
cratic convention at St. Louis de- 
nounced “protection as a robbery of 
the many to enrich the few,” and 
favored a “revision and gradual reduc- 
tion of the tariff.” The issue is thus 
distinctly made, it is by no means a 
new oue, for while the Republican 
party has uniformly adhered to the 
policy of protection, the Democratic 
party has been consistent in its oppo- 
sition. A revision of duties should be 
made only when conditions have so 
changed that the public interest de- 
mands their alteration, and they should 
be so revised as to preserve and not 
destroy the protective principle. The 
development of the country during the 
last 44 years is a complete yindica- 
tion of the virtue and efficacy of a pro- 
tective system. 

Commercial reciprocity with foreign 
countries “consistent with the prin- 
ciples of protection,” has long been 
one of the well recognized policies of the 
Republican party. The present ad- 
ministration, in the face of serious 
Democratic opposition, secured a treaty 
of reciprocity with Cuba, which prom- 
ises to give us control of a large share 
of the commerce of that island. Both 
Presidents McKinley and Roosevelt at- 
tempted to negotiate a treaty of recip- 
rocity with Canada. It is hoped that 
the two governments may be able to 
agree in due course to take up the sub- 
ject of reciprocity with Canada ae- 
cording to the principles laid down in 
the Republican national platform. 


~ 


The platform appropriately recog- 
nizes combinations of capital and la- 
bor as the outgrowth of our economic 
development, and as entitled to the 
equal protection and subject to the 
like restrictions of the law. 

The administration has enforced the 
Sherman anti-trust act, which was of 
Republican origin, in cases where com- 
binations have been formed in violation 
of its provisions, The law has been 
invoked by the president against com- 
binations in restraint of wholesome 
commerce, and it bas been upheld by 
the courts. 

The convention very properly de- 
clared it “to be the duty of the Repub- 
lican party to uphold the gold stand- 
ard.” The Republican convention did 
well not only to pledge anew our 
fidelity to the gold standard, but to de- 
clare its purpose to uphold “the in- 
tegrity and value of our national cur- 
rency.” There should be no equivoca- 
tion or doubt as to our inflexible pur- 
pose, not only to maintain the gold 
standard, but to keep all silver and 
paper currency at a parity with it. The 
assumption that.the gold standard is 
“irrevocably established’ does vio- 
lence to the law. It was established by 
an act of congress, but the congress 
may alter, amend or appeal that act at 
any time. Sound money is so yital to 
our welfare, so important to our indus- 
trial development, that we should let 
Its open enemies or negative friends 
know that we abate nothing of our de- 
termination to uphold and defend it. 

The president's course in Panama 
merits the most generous approval. 
He dealt with a delicate and difficult 
situation clearly within our national 
rights in such a way as to make pos- 
sible the early completian of an isth- 
mian canal which has long been de- 
manded in the interest of our com- 
merce and national defense. The com- 
pletion of this great work should be 
left to the administration which has 
done so much to carry it forward 
against formidable obstacles abroad 
and vexatious opposition at home. 


The administration in the Phillippines 
has been dictated by a broad sense of 
duty. It has not been subversive of 
our national ideals, but has been in 
conformity: with the best traditions of 
the republic. The archipelago came to 
the United States as the result of a war, 
and it became the duty of the adminis- 
tration to enforce the laws there as 
elsewhere, to maintain the national 
sovereignty, and to inaugurate civil 
government. 

Military rule was quickly succeeded 
by the civil authority. The people of 
the islands have been invited to par- 
ticipate in the work of government. 
The judicial system has been improved, 
corruption has been driven out, public 
schools have been established, and the 
people are already enjoying a large 
measure of self-government. 

Congress has authorized a_ repre- 
sentative assembly to be chosen in due 
time by the people of the islands. The 
ballot-box is not’ the sign of im- 
perialism. We may safely trust to the 
future to deal with the Filipinos in a 
manner consistent with their highest 
and best interest, and with the duty and 
honor of the United States. 

The application of the proceeds of 
public land sales to the reclamation of 
irrigable portions of our arid and sem!- 
arid public domain meets my cordial 
approval. Through the enlightened 
policy thus established under the 
present administration, the long-de- 
ferred hopes of the struggling set- 
tlers of the great arld and semi-arid 
west will be realized. 

Only by unduly extending this letter 
could I consider all the declaration em- 
braced in the platform of the conyen- 
tion. Further reflection but strength- 
ens my opinion of their wisdom and 
1 shall give them my earnest support. 
We are gratified that sectional differ- 
ences have disappeared and that a fra- 
ternal spirit pervades the people of all 
sections of our country. We rejoice in 
a national inheritance which is our 
common pride. Republican policies are 
as broad as our country’s needs. ‘They 
are neither sectional nor racial in their 
generous design. 

We are inspired with one high pur- 
pose, and that is, under divine guidance, 
to promote peace and good order, virtue 
and knowledge, justice, patriotism and 
prosperity among our countrymen and 
to increase to the utmost the strength 
and honor of the great republic.

SOUTH AMERICAN ANTS. 


Fhe Most Dangerous and Trouble- 
some Enemies of the Hunter, 

“What are the most dangerous and 
troublesome beasts you ever encoun- 
tered?” a famous big game hunter 
was asked, after he had finished tell- 
ing a string of yarns about his ad- 
yentures in South America. 

“Ants,” he replied. ‘They are 
worse than bears, jaguars, alligators 
or any other beasts about whom hair 
raising stories are told. They give the 
hunter in tropical and subtropical 
countries more trouble than anything 
else. 

“Once I rested my gun against a 
tree to take aim st a deer. There was 
an ants’ nest in that tree. As soon 
as I fired the ants tumbled out in 
swarms and fell all over my guide and 
myself. 

“We were nearly stung to death 
and had to tear our clothes off and 
wallow up to our necks in the mud 
of a nearby swamp before we could 
get any relief. 

“Another time I climbed a tree to 
wait for mountain lions. I did not 
notice that there was an ants’ nest in 
the trunk, for the ants were all in- 
doors when I climbed up. 

I shot a mountain lion and started 
to climb down, but the ants had been 
disturbed by the firing and they 
swarmed all around that tree trunk 
by millions. I had to slide over them, 
and I didn’t forget it for a week.” 


ACADEMY OF BRAN, 


A Celebrated Italian Literary Insti- 
tution and Its Aims, 

The Academy of Bran was the most 
celebrated of Itallan literary acade- 
mies, and its title was borrowed from 
a previous literary society at Perugia, 
the Accademia degli Scossi, or the 
Academy of the Well Shaken. The 
device of the earlier society was a 
sieve, and its motto “Il piu bel fior ne 
coglie” (It collects the finest flour). 

The principal object of the Bran 
society, the Accademia della Crusca, 
was the purification of the Italian 
language, in order to effect which, in 
the spirit of pedantry common to the 
age, it reintroduced many obsolete 
words which had been replaced by 
more effective derivative forms or 
foreign adaptations. 

Its greatest work was the Vocabu- 
lario della Crusca, the Vocabulary of 
the Bran, published in 1613. The 
whole tone of this work was archaic. 
It affected to regard the fourteenth 
century as the Augustan age of 
Italian literature and endeavored to! 
make the standard of that period a/ 
standard for all time. The Accademia | 
della Crusca is now incorporated with 
two older societies, the Apatici, or Im- 
partials, and the Florentine academy. 


ANIMAL TAILS. 


Some That Are Quite Useful as Well 
as Ornamental. 

The tail, or, more strictly speaking, 
the caudal fin, of a fish is, says Pro- 
fessor Seeley, “the great organ of mo- 
tion,” and among the mammalia we} 
find several useful tails. 

The most remarkable is, perhaps, 
that common to most American mon- 
keys, which fs as good as a fifth hand, | 
owing to its prehensile powers. The 
yellow tailed howler, if it is shot 
when hanging by the tail, will remein | 
suspended for some hours, so tight is 
the grip. Humboldt noted in South 
America how spider monkeys form 
themselves into clusters by means of 
their limbs and tails, the whole group 
being suspended from a bough by the 
tail of the strongest. 

The long, thick tall of the kangaroo, 
which serves as a balance against the 
heavy hind quarters, especially when 
the animal leans forward to browse, 
and also aids in supporting it when in 
its characteristic upright position, ts 
also a most valuable appendage.

Its Use Will Make the Flesh Firmer 
and Improve the Form. 


“No matter how comfortable a soft 
bed and large, soft pillows may be,” 
said Dr. A. S. Barnes, Jr., “they are 
not healthy, and women espetially 
would do well to avojd them, for they 
assist materially in injuring her phys- 
ical appearance. When the body sinks 
down in a soft bed a portion of her 
skin is robbed of its proper ventilation 
and the circulation is interfered wigh. 
It also helps to make the muscles flab- 
by. A bard bed will make the flesh 
firmer, and the form must therefore 
appear somewhat better as a result. 
The large pillows are not good to sleep 
on because the head is too high when 
it rests on them, and this prevents that 
deep, regular breathing which gives 
good lungs and in consequence a better 
appearance to the bust and shoulders.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Olive oll should be put into a dark 
corner of the cellar where light never 
penetrates. 

Don’t use a galvanized iron lemon 
squeezer. When brought in contact 
with the lemon it forms a poisonous 
salt. 

Dry powdered whiting put thickly 
over an oil stain on a wood floor and 
left for twelve hours will absorb all 
the grease. 

To clean nickel scour with pulverized 
borax, use hot water and very little 
soap. Rinse in hot water and rub dry 
with clean cloth. 

Soap ruins the appearance of paint- 
ed or varnished woodwork. It may be 
Necessary to use it occasionally, but it 
should be done quickly and lightly and 
be well rinsed off. 

Potato water is a thing that the most 
economical housewife throws away, 
yet it has its use. After scraping the 
potatoes allow the water to settle and 
then strain it. This liquid sponges dirt 
out of silk. 


Pumice Stone For the Teeth. 

Once a week the teeth should be 
cleaned with the finest pumice stone, 
Take a little of the very finely pow- 
dered pumice and place it on the tooth 
brush. Brush the teeth lightly and re- 
member that while pumice is good in 
its way it will take off the enamel if 
used too vigorously. Just how much 
of the pumice to use is a question of 
judgment, but women who lightly 
touch the teeth with it once a week 
are never fn need of having the teeth 
cleaned at the dentist's.

ITS ENGINEGRIPPLED 


Presidential Train Held Up In 


Tunnel at Baltimore 


| TIRE OFF DRIVING WHEEL 


Curled Up and Jammed Into 
Boiler, Necessitating Service 
of Another Locomotive--Pres- 
ident and Party Not Alarmed 


Washington, Sept. 23.—President 
Roosevelt and party arrived here from 
Oyster Bay at 6:52 o’clock last night. 

The train was delayed 36 minutes by 
an accident to one of the rear driving 
wheels of the locomotive as it entered 
the tunnel at Baltimore. Another en- 
gine took the trainto Washington. The 
accident caused no damage to the train. 

Fortunately the train was proceeding 
at a very slow rate of speed when the 
accident occurred or the result might 
have been much more serious. It was 
not making more than three miles an 
hour when in some unaccountable 
manner the tire of the left rear driving 
wheel of the engine broke and curled 
off. One end of it protruded upward 
and jammed through the boiler of the 
engine, causing an almost immediate 
shutting off of the steam. 

This soon deadened the engine and 
Engineer Weatherbee, realizing that 
something was wrong, promptly put on 
the air brakes, and the trgin came toa 
stop without delay. A hurried in- 
vestigation convinced the engineer and 
bis crew that the engine was useless 
for further service until repairs could 
be made, and word was sent to the yard 
to Lave auother engine sent to the 
scene. After a delay of about a half 
hour, another engine was attached to 
the train, and it proceeded to Wash- 
ington, where it arrivea without further 
accident. 

The cause of the tire breaking, accord- 
ing to the railroad officials, was quite in- 
explicable. The engine had been at- 
tached to the train just before leaving 
Philadelphia and had been thoroughly 
tested. The accident, railway officials 
say, was one of those which will hap- 
pen in spite of every precaution. 

The president and his party did not 
manifest any alarm. Some members of 
the train crew went back to the presi- 
uent’s car to shake hands with him on 
the run from Baltimore to Washing- 
ton and spoke of the accident. The 
president, however, assured them that 
he had not been alarmed, and _ re- 
marked that if all his troubles were as 
slight as that he would be “getting 
along beautifully.” 

This accident is said to be the first 
which has happened to a train on 
which President Roosevelt has travelled 
during his administration. 

The president was given a_ cordial 
welcome home by a large crowd of peo- 
ple as he came through the train shed 
and walked out to the street. When he 
made his appearance on Sixth street 
and stepped into his carriage he was en- 
thusiastically cheered. In company 
with Mrs. Roosevelt and three of his 
children, Archie, Quentin and Ethel, 
he was driven to the White House. 

The president and party travelled 
from Jersey City ina special train. In 
addition to the president and Mrs. 

toosevelt the party included Secretary 
and Mrs. Loeb, Assistant Secretary 
Barnes and the White House clerical 
and messenger force of nine persons 
who have been on duty at Oyster Bay. 


No Recognition of Union 

Susquehanna, Pa., Sept. 23.—The 
lockout of the 300 boilermakers and 
their helpers in the Erie Railroad com- 
pany’s locomotive shops has taken on 
a new phase, the company having 
brought here 150 non-union men, and 
more are expected. The union men can 
re-enter the service of the company by 
making application as individuals. 


Famous Indian Warrior Dead 

Spokane, Wash., Sept. 23.—Chief 
Joseph, the famous Nez Perces war- 
rior, is dead. He had been in poor 
health for some time. He was sitting 
by his camp-fire on the Colville reserva- 
tion and was seen by Indians nearby 
to fall from his seat to the ground. 
When they lifted him it was found that 
he had died from heart disease, 


Robbers Got Over $4000 In Cash 

Kingstree, S. C., Sept. 23.—The post- 
office here was robbed last night and 
there was taken from the safe a pack- 
age of $4000 addressed to the Bank 
of Kingstree, $350 in cash in postoffice 
funds, $150 worth of stamps and $300 
worth of jewelry belonging to Post- 
master Jacobs. 


Hunter Loses the Nomination 

Somerset, Ky., Sept. 23.—After two 
days of heated discussion the Eleventh 
district congressional cammittee, by a 
vote of 15 to 1, awarded the Republi- 
can nomination for congress to D. 0.

STRUCK WITH A CLUB 


New Hampshire Man Supposed 


to Have Been Murdered 
Barrington, N. H., Sept. 23.—While 
returning from the Rochester fair 
William Jenkins and Rus Brown, both 
of Northwood, became involved in a 


quarrel. Jenkins’ dead body was found 
later in the road with a deep wound 
in the skull and the authorities are 
making every effort to apprehend 
Brown, as well as Frank Hill, who was 
in the carrirage at the time, and who 
disappeared with Brown. 

Jenkins’ body was found by Ed Otis, 
who claims that Brown and Hill stopped 
at his house and told him that they 
had a fight with Jenkins and knocked 
him into the road. she two men drove 
on and Otis went back up the road and 
found that Jenkins had been killed. 

Otis soon notified the authorities, and 
a search was at once begun for Brown 
and Hill, Otis told tne police that 
Brown gave bim to understand that he 
hit Jenkins over the head with a club. 
Jenkins was married and leaves a fam- 
ily in Northwood. 

The affair occurred in a somewhat 
remote part of the Rochester road, and, 
it is sald, all three of the men had 
been drinking. 


Bryan Suit Stil! Pending 

New Haven, Sept. 23.—An. appeal 
filed by Judge Stoddard, in behalf of 
Mrs. Philo Bennett, has been with- 
drawn in the superior court. The ap- 
peal was filed as a safeguard after the 
will had been admitted to probate and 
affected only the alleged bequests to 
William J. Bryan in his claim for the 
legacy in the famous “sealed letter.” 
Mr. Bryan now has a suit pending 
against Mrs. Bennett in which he 
seeks to get possession of the $50,000, 
which, he says, is hela by her in trust 
for him, and also for $30,000, in three 
alleged trusts for educational purposes 
to be distributed by himself and wife. 


Eight Seamen Lost In Gale 

Boston, Sept. 23.—According to ad- 
vices received here, schooner Elvira J. 
French of Dennis, Mass., Newport 
News Sept. 10 for Portsmouth, N. H., 
has been lost at sea, and the crew 
drowned with the exception of the en- 
gineer and one sailor, who landed at 
Norfolk yesterday. Particulars of the 
disaster are not given, but it is believed 
that the vessel foundered during the 
hurricane of Sept. 15. She was com- 
manded by Captain Connor of Law- 
Massz., and carried a crew of nine 
men. 


Tug Knocked Out by Steamer 

3oston, Sept. 23.—Tug Vesta was go- 
ing down the harbor to Fort Warren 
and met the steamer H. F. Dimock 
coming up. The weather was clear and 
through a probable mistake In signals 
the Dimock struck the tug, crushing 
in timbers and breaking a steampipe. 
The Vesta began to fill at once and 
Captain Foote headed for the nearest 
shore, Spectacle island, where she 
beached. Later she was pumped out 
and brought up to Boston.

Boston, Sept. 23.—Mayor Collins has 
filed a veto of the order recently passed

B., Sept. 23.—Steamer 
Arctic, with the Canadian expedition, 
has sailed from this port for Hudson 
bay and the north. The party will re- 
main three years. They will take 
formal possession of the Arctic islands. 
The Aretic took provisions for 1200 
days. In the party are 10 of the 
Northwest mounted police.

MORE DRILLING NEEDED. 


General Wheeler Says We Mast Fol- 
low Europe In Training Soldiers. 
Brigadier General Joseph Wheeler 

retired, who attended the military ma- 

neuvers at Manassas, recently ex 
pressed the opinion that the maneuvers 
must not only be continued, but con- 
ducted on a larger and more scientific 
scale, says a Washington special dis- 
patch to the New York Times. 

“The old school of the army,” said 
General Wheeler, “was the training of 
the pioneers in the forests of the south 
and the mountains and plains of the 
west. Having lost our old school, we 
niust start a new one, and we are fol 
lowing Europe to that extent. 

“The American, because of the de- 
struction of his vast forests, is no Jon- 
ger the rifleman he was in the days of 
Washington, Jackson and up to the 
civil war. He must learn again. We 
are approaching the condition of Eu- 
rope, where every man has to be taught 
the use of firearms by the authorities. 
Maneuvers are necessary. They are 
the best sort of schooling for officers 
and men alike. 

“It is time the United States educat- 
ed its troops regularly in the most 
modern tactics of warfare, and I be- 
Heve the best way to do this is to drill 
them in maneuvers. We must have ed- 
ucated soldiers as well as officers to 
keep pace with other nations,

their battles they won victories. The 
defeat at Shiloh was due to the un- 
drilled condition of the troops, the 
wagon trains and columns becoming 
irretrievably tangled.

Silly Things are Said 
About Safety. 


Disasters are Frequently Reported 
in the Press. 


There are quarrymen and contractors 
in Quincy who claim that dynamite is 
not dangerous, if properly handled, and 
think they know all about the explo- 
sive, but experts say it is always dan- 
gerous. There is a feeling in Quincy, 
since the Melrose disaster, that the 
recently adopted city ordinance is not 
strong enough, especially as to trans- 
portation. 

The Globe says: 

Dynamite, which was the cause of 
the Melrose disaster, consists merely of 
nitroglycerin which bas been absorbed 
by some porus material like a sliceous 
earth. 

Accurding to civil engineer, contrac- 
tors and those dealing in high explo- 
sives, it is safe if treated with reason- 
able care, 

Much has been said concerning the 
impunity with which this deadly ex- 
plosive may be handled, but were there 
at hand a few pages of statistics touch- 
ing on the dynamite disasters which 


have shocked the people within a de- 
cade any sane person would soon fix in 


mind au unshakable conviction that 
the material, under all conditions, 
should be handled with extreme cau- 


tion. 

The detonating composition of dyna- 
mite is nitroglycerin, and like all de- 
tonators it has no time to seek paths 
of least resistance when it explodes. 
Its force is every way-up and down 
and out on allsides. It is the basis 
of all high explosives, ahd is ablend of 
common dressing table glycerin and 
nitric acid. 

An Italian named Sobrero discovered 
this potential liquid back in the middle 
40s. but its transport from place to 
place and its use for blasting or for 
military purposes was attended with 


such danger that but little use was 
made of it until two years after the 


close of the American civil war, whena 
European named Nobel discovered a 
way to make it less sensitive to the ef- 
fect of shock. _Iis find was called dy- 
namite. 

Since its general adoption for blasting 
purposes lots of silly things have been 
said concerning its absolute safety. 
Agents for houses haudliog it have ex- 
tolled its virtues in this respect, assur- 
ing would-be purchasers that a stick of 
it might be thrown against a brick 
wall with all the force of a long- 
distance ball thrower without the least 
danger. 

**Not long ago,’’ said one of the en- 
gineers employed by the city, ‘‘I heard 
a man engaged in blasting out a corner 
of a foundation place tell another that 
a box of dynamite might be dropped 
from the top of the Ames building with 
perfect safety; that the ‘stuff’ coulda’t |

be made to go off unless a detonating 
cap attached to a fuse were employed. 

‘Talk of that kind has a tendency to 
make those handling dynamite careless. 
The fact is, this explosive, which, 
weight for weight, is about four times 
more powerful than gunpowder, is not 
to be trusted. It has its moods, if you 
care to put it that way, and when least 
expected it lets go, killing or wrecking 
everything in closetouch. It is heavier 
than powder, and bulk for bulk about 
seven times more powerful. 

**Sticks of dynamite and even several 
pounds of it in a box have been dropped 
from considerable heights without dis- 
aster. Carloads of it have been smashed 
to flinders in railway wrecks without 
causing it to explode, yet it was not 
more than three or four years ago when 
a workman in Roxbury dropped a box 
containing several cartridges while 
crossing a ledge, and was blown el 
pieces. 

**Well-made dynamite should with- | 
stand an immense amount of shock, | 
and really not explode unless detonated 
in the usual way. But all dynamite is 
not normal, that is, some of it is im- | 
perfect. For instance, dynamite to be 
practically safe should possess a com- 
plete absorption of the nitroglycerin. 
One drop of the liquid left exposed 
would detonate with shock and set off | 
all the explosives near it, Poor absorp- 
tion renders this explosive dangerous.

Laborers have fre- 
quently been killed by striking old un- 
exploded charges of dynamite with 
their picks.

‘*Men were engaged under the muse- 
um of Natural History in driving a 
tunnel to connect two cellars when a 
charge of dynamite that refused to ex- 
plode 16 years years ago, when the 
museum was built, was struck by a 
drill and went off, killing one of the 
workmen and maiming several others. 

‘Within a twelve month a carload of 
the same explosive was exploded ina 
collision on the Southern Pacific rail- 
way 85 miles from Ogden, wrecking 
every building within half a mile. 
Then, too, there are instances of even 
a railway collision shock, in which the 
dynamite itself was smashed aud crum- 
bled, failing to explode it. 

‘*The fact is dynamite is dangerous 
all the time and should be handled with 
extreme care.’’

LINCOLN AND LONDON. 


Tower Dedicated to Our President In 
an English Church. 

“With charity for all and malice to- 
ward none’’—these well known words 
of the great, brave, sagacious Lincolnu— 
appear in large lettering in the creed 
of Christ church, Westminster road. 
It is fitting, then, that the imposing 
tower of this superb structure, costing 
over £62,000 ($3J0,000), should be dedl- 
cated to the liberator of a race. Row- 
land Hill, whose name is linked with 
the world’s great preachers, founded 
Surrey chapel eighteen years before the 
close of the eighteenth century. New- 
man Hall was one of his successors, 
and under his leadership the church se- 
cured this splendid temple and center 
of Christian service. When the build- 
ing was still in the hands of the archl- 
tects Dr. Hall conceived the idea of 
dedicating the tower to Abraham Lin- 
coln, the martyred president of the 
United States, and today within the 
tower you may read the following in- 
scription: 

LINCOLN TOWER. 
Inaugurated 4th July, A. D. 1876, by 
Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton Bart. 
The memorial stone was laid 9th July 1874 
By the American Minister to this country. 
The cost (£7,000) was defrayed equally by 
English and American contributions 
obtained by the Rev. Newman 
Hall, LL.B. 

It was bullt In commemoration of the 
abolition of slavery effected in 186 by 
PRESIDENT LINCOLN; 

And as a token of international brother- 
hood.

Stature and Illness. 

According to a paper read by Dr.

GOES BACK TO STEAM 
Removal of Electric Traction 
Equipment on Railroad 

Boston, Sept. 24——-The New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad is en- 
gaged in dismantling its third rail elec- 
tric line between Nantasket Junction 
and Braintree, and the announcement 
is made that the electrical equipment 
and operation of its suburban lines will 
not be undertaken until the invention 
of new appliances or the perfection of 
those now existing makes such a step 
more feasible. 

During the past few years tens of 
thousands of suburbanites living in the 
vicinity of Boston have been expecting 
electric transit, especially since the 
new South station was built with a 
subway intended for the handling of 
this traffic. It is now apparent that 
the experiments which have been made 
with the trolley and the third rail for 
roads otherwise equipped for steam op- 
eration have not proved satisfactory. 

In an interview President Mellen of 
the railroad said: “We have not yet 
been able to make definite plans for 
electrical equipment and it is not likely 
that we shall be able to do so right 
away.” 


Killed With a Whiffietree 
Rochester, N. Lf., Sept. 24.—An au- 
topsy on the body of William Jenkins 
was performed by Dr. Sullivan.

Counsel Secured For Express-

SUITS AGAINST MELROSE 


Experiments Indicate That Mo- 
torman Did Not See Box Which 
Caused Explosion Lying Upon 
the Track In Front of Car 


Melrose, Mass., Sept. 24.—Roy Fen- 
ton, the express driver, from whose 
wagon the box of dynamite fell, and 
who has been placed under arrest and 
held in $1000, bas been admitted to bail. 
His bondsmen, Charles J. McCarthy, 
Jeremiah Flanders, who is  superin- 
tendent of the Boston Ice company, 
and John T. Fitzgerald, all of Melrose, 
appeared before Bail Commissioner 
Edward B. Malley and qualified. John 
Fenton, brother of Roy, accompanied 
the bondsmen and later took his brother 
home. 

When released from custody, Fen- 
ton said: “I don't know what they are 
holding me for; I’m not toe blame.” 

Mr. McCarthy, who acted as spokes- 
man for the bondsmen, said that coun- 
sel had been retained for young Fen- 
ton and that any action against him 
would be fought to the end. 

It was stated at city ball that four 
suits have been filed against the city 
of Melrose, two for personal injuries 
and two for property damage. The 
local authorities refused to state by 
whom the suits had been brought and 
for what amount. 

The question which is asked most 
frequently is, ““‘Who is responsible?” 
Stirred up as they are by the accident, 
there is evident a notable tendency 
to suspend judgment until further 
facts have been brought to light. 
The action of the police in holding 
Fenton is considered right and proper, 
yet much sympathy for the young man 
is to be heard on every side. The police 
have heard his story and have investi- 
gated the facts and found that he told 
the truth. He received the dynamite 
in Boston, at the corner of Causeway 
and Beverly streets, and brought it 
through Charlestown, Everett and 
Malden, stopping in Malden to see that 
his load was tight. Two other drivers 
of express wagons corroborated Fen- 
ton’s statements, anu deny the story 
that Fenton raced horses with other ex- 
press drivers. They say that his team 
was heavily loaded, and that the horses 
went at a walk all the way from Bos- 
ton. Neither of these drivers noticed 
that anything dropped from Fenton's 
wagon at Wyoming avenue, although 
one of them was driving directly be- 
hind him. These drivers claim  fur- 
ther that the explosion occurred not 
more than three minutes after Fen- 
ton’s wagon crossed Wyoming avenue. 

Experiments seem to indicate that the 
dead motorman did not see the box ly- 
ing upon the track. Although the 
moon was shining brightly, that part 
of the track where the explosion oc- 
curred was obscured by the shade of 
some high elm trees on Main street. 
Furthermore the moon was in such a 
position that the shadow cast by the 
car would be in front of it. There 
was no electric light going at the 
corner and the headlight on the car 
was insufficient to illumine the tracks. 
It has been brought out by the state- 
ments of Conductor Blanchard that the 
car was about to make a stop at Wyo-

The contractors say that they must 
charge 8 cents a quart to pay them- 
selves for their capital invested and 
the necessary expenses in handling the 
milk.

Some of the men re- 
moved the cement and brick work of a 
wall with tools they had obtained from 
the prison shops and succeeded in mak- 
ing quite an impression on the wall be- 
fore they were surprised by an officer.

One must keep noticin’ all the time! 
at the world’s fair or he will miss 
many a good thing that he would 
have wished to see. But the brain 
becomes dull with much seeing, and 
often the eyes refuse to “look!” 

“What's a’ that?’ asked a lank 
farmer, looking at a huge wall decora- | 
tion in the great pagoda of corn erect- 
ed by Missouri. 

“W’ that’s a hawg—been afeedin’ 
‘em for thirty years an’ don’t know 
a hawg!” replied his wife banteringly. | 

It was a corn “hawg’’—if not a corn 
fed hog, in all the colors of corn from 
white to black. 

Wherever Missouri shines she shines 
| brilliantly. She sets the pace for 
| nearly all the states in nearly all the 
great buildings of the big exposition 
| The corn pagoda is but one, and here | 
| the visitor may sit and study corn in 
| all its varieties as well as in all its 
decorative possibilities. Missouri has 
just taken first place as a corn state, 
and this pagoda may be regarded as a 
temple erected to celebrate that 
achievement. I may add that in tak- 
ing first place as a corn producing 
state the distinction belongs almost 
entirely to the northern half of the 
state where most of the corn Is pro- 
duced. The magnificent corn exhibit 
is thoroughly representative, too, as 
the selections were made from local 
corn exhibits and prize contests held 
last fall in every corn county of the 
| state.

I’m sorry you missed the outdoor 
; map of the United States in July. It 
was prettier then, but the lesson is 
just as vivid today, so don’t overlook 
j its teachings even if you come late. 
; The purpose of the map is to enable 
each sightseer to visit his particular 
| state and its neighbors and note the 
| proportionate plantings of the great 
staple crops. Then he is invited to 
| look at the surrounding gardens, show- 
| ing plants that he has heard about, but 


| 
| 


has never seen. Each state is labeled 

|} so that one may get at a glance the 
salient facts. For example, we read 
that Idaho has 54,000,000 acres, but 
not quite a million and a half are un- 
der cultivation. Wheat is ber princi- | 
pal crop and alfalfa next, the other 
grasses and grains following. Idaho 
| is developing her rich lands by means 
of irrigation from the great Snake riv- 
er and its tributaries, so that these fig- 
ures gre fast changing. The entire 
map is made to scale, gravel walks 
forming the boundaries. Upon these 
paths we may journey over the coun- 
try from ocean to ocean and from Can- 
ada to Mexico leisurely in a few min- 
utes. We may observe the great cot- 
ton belt, the corn belt and the wheat 
belt in a general way, and then in each } 
state learn the other crops for which 
it is noted. 


Thirty school children of St. Louis 
have thirty gardens in the northeastern 
part of the map garden. They are out- 
side the states, about where Labrador 
should be. Five of these children come } 
each day to tend their gardens and to | 
give a demonstration for the benefit! 
of schoolteachers upon the manage- 
ment of school gardens. These demon- 
strations are conducted by Professor 
Charles F. Wheeler of the United 
States bureau of plant industry, for it 
was under this bureau that the map 
garden and all its adjuncts were} 
brought into existence. Obstinate soil 
-| and excessive and violent rains have 
kept all hands busy, but the triumph 
is worth the effort. The garden is on 
the hill above the southwest corner of 
the Palace of Forestry, Fish and Game. 
That huge spiderlike contrivance of 
steel beams, a twentieth century won- 
der, the solar engine, stands at the cor- 
| ner of the map. Professor Wheeler's 
office is in the school tent, and there is 
nothing he enjoys more than answering 
questions. 


Ninety per cent of the hemp grown } 
in the United States is raised within 
twenty miles of Lexington, Ky. You 
may see not only the Kentucky hemp, 
but all other kinds of hemp and many | 
fiber plants in the fiber section of the} 
government garden. You may see the 
different leguminous plants upon whose | 
roots live the bacteria whose function 
it is to fix the nitrogen of the air and 
make it avaliable in the soil for plant} 
life. In the northern part of the plot,

lesson in the matter of seed. Several 
plots were sowed with several grades 
of seed. The first plot, on which the 
cheapest seed was sown, appears to be 
all weeds. Only the highest priced 
teed gave what may be regarded as a 
gatisfactory or profitable result. Other! 
beds show the importance of a careful | 
selection and curing of corn for seed.

New York, Sept. 24.—Contrary to 
bis expectations, Judge Parker was 
anable to complete bis conferences with 
political leaders last night, so that he 
will not start home until some time to- 
day. More visitors were admitted to 
Judge Parker's apartments at the 
Hoffman House yesterday than Thurs- 
day. Among the callers were some of 
the most prominent Democrats identi- 
fied with the campaign. ‘The list in- 
cludes Senator Gorman, Daniel S. La- 
inont, James M. Guffey, former Sena- 
tor Jones of Arkansas, Danel J. 
Campau of Michigan and Thomas F. 
Ryau of Virginia. 

Senator Gorman was with Judge 
Parker more than an hour. They went 
| over the plans for the campaign and 

agreed that the canvass should be got- 

ten under way without delay and be 
conducted in an energetic Manner un- 
til November. Some of the detuils were 
cousidered and there was a discussion 
as to the strongest speakers to use in 
the doubtful states. The report that 
they are to invite former Vresident 


Cleveland to take part could not be 
contirmed. 

Party managers interested in the 
state campaign say that there are no 


longer any faction to harmonize and in 
support of the statement call attention 
to the fact that Comptroller Grout of 
Brooklyn bas given out an interview 
repudiating a that he intended 
to retire from politics. Grout has 
announced that he will go on the stump 
for the state and national tickets. 

The national campaign was dis- 
cussed with the candidate by Colonel 
Lamont and Mr. Campau, who were 
Parker's guests at luncheon. Soon 
after the luncheon Parker saw Colonel 
Guffey, Chairman Taggart, Senator 
Culberson, Representative Williams, 
Herman Ridder, Representative Cow- 
herd, former Governor Hogg of Texas 
and others. 

Messrs. Jones, Guffey and Campau 
had all been intimately connected with 
the last two presidential campaigns 
and the idea prevailed that the gather- 
ing had particular reference to bringing 
the supporters of Bryan in closer re- 
lations with Parker. A member of the 
national committee said that Parker, 
in meeting men who had been hearty 
supporters of the ticket four and eight 
years ago, was assisting materially in 
the efforts that were being made to 
conciliate those who had been holding 
aloof in the present campaign. 

Many members of the national com- 
mittee urged Parker to reconsider his 
decision not to make a speaking tour, 
but it is said he told everyone who 
broached the subject that all speeches 
would be from his own veranda at 
Rosemount... Local campaign man- 
agers are arranging to open the New 
York campaign with a monster meeting 
in Madison Square garden. ‘They 
wanted Parker to make a speech at 
this meeting. While he approves of the 
plan, it is said he will not depart from 
his program of remaining at home. 
The meeting will probably be held with 
other speakers of prominence partici- 
pating. 

A delegation representing the Ger- 
man-American Parker union called on 
Parker. The union will undertake to 
organize the German-American voters 
in the doubtful states. The work will 
be started immediately. Karl L. 
Heng! has been assigned to Connecti- 
eut.

Nine Schoolchildren Meet With | 


Terrible Death 


PERISHED IN OUTHOUSE 


Floor Gave Way and Precipita- 
ted Thirty Into Deep Vault-- 


Struggles of Topmost Ones 


Drowned Those Underneath 
Cincinnati, Sept. 24.—Nine school- 
girls were suffocated in a vault dur- 
ing a recess at a school in Pleasant 
Ridge, seven miles north of Cincinnati. 
A score of others narrowly escaped the 
same horrible death. All the victims 
were from the primary grade. 

The school building is devoted to 
pupils of all grades from high to pri- 
mary. On opposite sides of the spa- 
cious grounds in the rear of the build- 
ing are two outhouses. When recess 
was given about 80 of the smaller 
girls were in the outhouse assigned to 
them, when suddenly the floor gave 
way, precipitating them into the vault 
below. ‘This vault is 12 feet deep and 
walled up with stone. 

At the time of the disaster four feet 
of water stood in the vault. The depth 
was over the heads of those who were 
first precipitated into the water, but 
their bodies partially filled the space, 
that the others were not entirely 
submerged. The giris-fell eight feet 
from the flooring and the struggles of 
those who weve on top kept at least 
underneath until they were 
drowned.

The frame sheds of these vaults were | 
| about 20 feet square, without windows, 


with but one narrow doorway. Only 
one girl escaped through the door and 


she hastily spread the alarm. The 
principal and teachers rushed to the 
rescue and they were soon rein- 


forced by the police and almost the en- 
tire population of the town. ‘The fire- 
men immediately drained the vault. 

Those engaged in the rescue work 
recite the most ghastly experiences. 
Even the children rescued alive pre- 
sented such an appearance that many 
ix the crowd of spectators fainted, but 
the sight within the vault beggared all 
description. 

James Smith, aged 14, one of the 
pupils, climbed to the roof of the school- 
house, untied the flag and ran to the 
yault. By means of this impromptu 
rope several were rescued. ‘The city 
marshal had great difficulty in keeping 
the crowd from interfering with the 
rescuers. The importunities of friends, 
especially of the weeping mothers, al- 
most allowed the people te get beyond 
the control of the officers. Two pbysi- 
cians used the school building for a 
hospital and a morgue until the dead 
and the rescued were taken to their 
homes. 

Frank S. Johnson said: “I was 
standing across the street talking to 
Dr. Lambert when a little girl came 
erying for help. We found Principal 
Zimmerman pulling the children from 
the vault. The smaller girls were be- 
ing forced to the bottom by the ter- 
rific struggles of the others in the 
vault. Some of the children climbed 
up the ladder drenched, gasping for 
breath, and fainting as soon as taken 
out into the fresh air. 

“As fast as they came within reach 
of the door those who stood at the 


doorway lifted them from the ladder | 


and passed them out to waiting friends. 


It was not possible to go down into} 


the vault at first, for the reason that 


one would impede the little ones who}

W. J. Card had three daughters in 
the place, of whom two, Charmian and 
Fausta, lost their lives. Rotha, the 
twin sister of Fausta, narrowly 
caped death. When the crowd cf girls 
rushed into the place Rotha 
knocked out of the door into the yard 
just before the collapse occurred.

Demonstrations Against Vatican 

Rome, Sept. 24.—After the adjourn- 
mentof the Free Tninkers’ congress 
the delegates formed in a procession 
and marched to the monument of Gior- 
dano Bruno, the Dominican monk who 
was burned by the inquisition in 1600, 
and deposited wreaths upon it in testi- 
mony of their feeling of antagonism to 
the Vatican. Several! violent speeches 
were delivered, one summing up as 
follows: “The Vatican is a corpse; we 
are life.” Similar demonstrations were 
made at the Janiculum monument to 
Garibaldi. 


Bank Was Loosely Conducted 

Cincinnati, Sept. 24.—The estates 
of 19 stockholders of the American 
German bank of Sydney and the affairs 
of the bank have been thrown into the 
hands of a receiver by Judge Thomp- 
son. During the hearing it developed 
that the bank carried over $500,000 of 
deposits and that the safe contained 
only $4000. The liabilities will exceed 


$700,000. Experts reported that dis- 
crepancies of $140,000 in the books 


have been discovered. 


Says Princess Louise Is Sane 

Brussels, Sept. 24.—The Petit Bleu 
states that Princess Stephanie (Coun- 
tess Lonyay), after visiting her sis- 
ter, Princess of Coburg, at Paris, tele- 
graphed to Prince Philip of Coburg 
indignantly denying that Louise is mad 
and declaring her intention to do her 
utmost to rehabilitate the reputation of 
her sister. The Petit Bleu adds that 
Princess Stephanie will appesl to the 
Austrian emperor. 


American Fisherman Seized 

Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 24.—The 
American steamer Alert and two large 
scows, one of them loaded with salmon 
and nets, were seized by a Dominion 
government fisheries protection steam- 
er. The value of the property seized 
is about $15,000. It is alleged that the 
Alert was poaching on fisheries 125 
miles from the American boundary. 
The seized steamer has been brought 
into this port. 


Suit For Money Lost In Speculation 
Chicago, Sept. 24.—Suit has begun 
against the stock brokerage firm of 
Tracy & Co. to recover $41,400, which, 
it is alleged, was lost by Francis B. 
Wright in speculations on margins 
with that concern. Wright is now in 
the penitentiary for embezzling nearly 
$80,000 from the First National bank 
of Dundee, Ills., of which he was 
eashier. The bank is behind the suit.

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Russia Realizes Impotence of| 


Present Army In Far East 


IS TO BE REORGANIZED | 


Three Hundred Thousand More 
Men Will Be Placed In the 
Field, With View to Bringing 


War to Speedy Termination 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 26—The di- 
vision and reorganization of the Man- 
churian army, regarding which there 
bave been rumors ever since the battle 
of Liaoyang, was officially announced 
in an imperial appointing 
Major 


mander of the third army corps in the 


rescript 


General Grippenberg, com- 


province of Vilna, as commander of the 
second army now being mobilized for | 
immediate dispatch to the far east, | 
leaving General Kuropatkin in com- 
mand of the first army. 

The czar is personally convinced that | 
the political as well as the military | 
prestige of the empire is at stake and | 
that every other consideration must 
give way before the exigencies of war. 
The resources of the empire in men 
and money must be drained, if neces- 
sary, in order to turn the scale and 
vindicate the power of Russia. 

The reorganization amounts to for- 
mal notice to the world, as the czar 
frankly explains in his rescript, that 
he intends to vastly increase the num- 
ber of troops at the theatre of war in 
order to force the struggle to a success- 
ful issue in the shortest possible time. 
It is intended to silence definitely all 
talk of foreign intervention by the an- 
houncement that Russia means to fight 
out the issue with Japan on the field 
of battle. 

Probably additional 
will be placed in the field. Five 
corps—the third, fourth, fifth, eighth 
and sixteenth—are already destined for 
the front, and the talk is that five more 
corps will be sent forward. 


800,000 men 


Eventually the creation of this sec- 
ond army involves the selection of a 
commander-in-chief. Not only is there 
no intimation in the reseript that Kuro- 
patkin will have command of both 
urmies, but he is distinctly placed up- 
on the same footing as Grippenberg. 

In the best informed circles there is 
little idea that Viceroy Alexieff, the 
present neminal commander-in-chief, | 
will exercise the actual functions of 
commander of the 600,000 or 700,000 
men that Russia has resolved to put | 
in the field. It is the best opinion that 
Grand Duke Nicholas Michaeloviteh, 
inspector general of cavalry, will at- 
tain this high command, occupying in 
the war with Japan the position held 
by his father in the war with Turkey. 

There are various reports regarding 
Viceroy Alexteff’s ultimate destiny. It 
{is declared in some quarters that he 
will be recalled, and Nicholas become 
viceroy as Well as commander-in-chief. 

Grand Duke Nicholas is still a young 
man, not yet 45. There is reason to be- 
lieve that even with the memories of 
the horrors of the Shipka winter cam- 
paign against the Turks, of which he 
was the witness as a young captain of 
cavalry, he would favor a _ winter 
campaign against the Japanese. 


Russia’s recognition of the fact that 
the forces now in the far east cannot 
successfully prosecute the war against 
the men Japan is able to put in the 
field, and the knowledge that the lat- 
ter power is now mobilizing 100,000 
more men for the front, and the de- 
cision to reorganize the Russian army 
upon a gigantic scale in order to be 
able to assume the offensive quickly, 
marks a distinctly new phase of the 
war. 

The physical difficulties to be 
reckoned with promptly in getting out 
such larger reinforcements over a 
single line of railway more than 5000 
miles‘long are fully realized; but with 
the circum-Baikal railway completed, 
the authorities expect to practically 
double the present capacity for the 
transportation of men, munitions and 
provisions, and send out two corps in- 
stead of one monthly. 

Within three mont.s three corps are 
expected to reach Harbin, swelling the 
total number of Russian soldiers in 
Manchuria to considerably over half a 
million. In the meantime the armies 
at the front, continually augmented 
from fresh troops, will act as a buffer 
to hold in check the Japanese until the 
army will be able to assume the aggres 
sive with a sheer weight of numbers. 


Hopes of Early Peace Dispelied 

Tokio, Sept. 26.—An increasing feel- 
ing of sobriety and seriousness marks 
the popular attitude toward the war. 
It is doubtful that the masses appre- 
ciated in the’ beginning the seriousness 
of the task of expelling Russia from 
Manchuria. The prolongation of the 
siege, the losses before Port Arthur | 
and Kuropatkin’s escape at Liaoyang | 
have brought a general appreciation of | 
the magnitude of the national task and | 
dissipated the growing hopes ‘of an} 
early peace, based on the confidence of | 
sweeping victories.

Drift of Opinion. 


Tg A schedule of the assets of the 
estate of the late Senator Mark Hanna 
shows a value of $2,914,500. This is a 
great fortune, but is considerably under 
the popular estimate of Mr. Hanna’s 
wealth during his lifetime. There is a 
proneness upon the part of the public 
to exaggerate the wealth of individuals. 
So common is this failing that it is 
rare that an estate when wound up 
shows proportions equal to previous 
popular estimate. There is an old say- 
ing that ‘‘a snake cannot be measured 
until itis dead,’’ and is aptly applied 
to personal wealth. Senator Hanna was 
generally supposed to be worth between 
$5,000,000 and $10,000,000. Some even 
estimated his wealth ata much higher 
figure. An inventory shows a little 
over half of the minimum estimate. 
This exaggeration of wealth extends to 
millionaires and multi-millionaires to 
such an extent that the most careful 
estimate must be accepted with a grain 
of salt. This country manufactures 
rich men at arapid rate, but not sv 
rapidly as the public imagines. —Birm- 
ingham (Ala.)

Russia Realizes Impotence of 


Present Army In Far East 


IS TO BE REORGANIZED 


Three Hundred Thousand More 
Men Will Be Placed In the 
Field, With View to Bringing 


War to Speedy Termination 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 26—The di- 
vision and reorganization of the Man- 
churian army, regarding which there 
bave been rumors ever since the battle 
of Liaoyang, tas officlally announced 
in an imperial rescript 
Major General Grippenberg, 
mander of the third army corps in the 


appointing 
com- 


province of Vilna, as commander of the 
second army now being mobilized for 


immediate dispatch to the far east, 
leaving General Kuropatkin in com- 


mand of the first army. 

The czar is personally convinced that 
the political as well as the military 
prestige of the empire is at stake and 
that every other consideration must 
give way before the exigencies of war. 
The resources of the empire in men 
and money must be drained, if neces- 
sary, in order to turn the scale and 
vindicate the power of Russia. 

The reorganization amounts to for- 
mal notice to the world, as the czar 
frankly explains in his rescript, that 
he intends to_vastly increase the num- 
ber of troops at the theatre of war in 
order to force the struggle to a success- 
ful issue in the shortest possible time. 
It is intended to silence definitely all 
talk of foreign intervention by the an- 
nouncement that Russia means to fight 
out the issue with Japan on the field 
of battle. 


Probably 300,000 additional men 
will be placed in the field. Five 
corps—the third, fourth, fifth, eighth 


and sixteenth—are already destined for 
the front, and the talk is that five more 
corps will be sent forward. 
Eventually the creation of this sec- 
ond army involves the selection of a 
commander-in-chief. Not only is there 
no intimation in the rescript that Kuro- 
patkin will have command of both 
armies, but he is distinctly placed up- 
on the same footing as Grippenberg. 
In the best informed circles there is 
little idea that Viceroy Alexieff, the 
‘present neminal commander-in-chief, 
will exercise the actual functions of 
commander of the 600,000 or 700,000 
men that Russia has resolved to put 
in the field. It is the best opinion that 
Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelovitch, 
inspector general of cavalry, will at- 
tain this high command, occupying in 
the war with Japan the position held 
by his father in the war with Turkey. 
There are various reports regarding 
Viceroy Alexieff’s ultimate destiny. It 
is declared in some quarters that he 
will be recalled, and Nicholas become 
viceroy as Well as commander-in-chief. 
Grand Duke Nicholas is stil] a young 
man, not yet 45. There is reason to be- 
lieve that even with the memories of 
the horrors of the Shipka winter cam- 
paign against the Turks, of which he 
was the witness as a young captain of 
cavalry, he would favor a_ winter 
campaign against the Japanese. 


Russia's recognition of the fact that 
the forces now in the far east cannot 
successfully prosecute the war agalnst 
the men Japan is able to put in the 
field, and the knowledge that the lat- 
ter power is now mobilizing 100,000 
more men for the front, and the de- 
cision to reorganize the Russian army 
upon a gigantic scale in order to be 
able to assume the offensive quickly, 
marks a distinctly new phase of the 
war. 

The physical difficulties to be 
reckoned with promptly in getting out 
such larger reinforcements over a 
single line of railway more than 5000 
miles‘long are fully realized; but with 
the circum-Baikal railway completed, 
the authorities expect to practically 
double the present capacity for the 
transportation of men, munitions and 
provisions, and send out two corps in- 
stead of one monthly. 

Within three mont.s three corps are 
expected to reach Harbin, swelling the 
total number of Russian soldiers in 
Manchuria to considerably over half a 
million. In the meantime the armies 
at the front, continually augmented 
from fresh troops, will act as a buffer 
to hold in check the Japanese until the 
army will be able to assume the aggres 
sive with a sheer weight of numbers. 


Hopes of Early Peace Dispelied 

Tokio, Sept. 26.—An increasing feel- 
ing of sobriety and seriousness marks 
the popular attitude toward the war. 
It is doubtful that the masses appre- 
ciated in the’ beginning the seriousness 
of the task of expelling Russia from 
Manchuria. The prolongation of the 
siege, the losses before Port Arthur 
and Kuropatkin’s escape at Liaoyang 
have brought a general appreciation of 
the magnitude of the national task and 
dissipated the growing hopes of an 
early peace, based on the confidence of 
sweeping victories. 


Advancing on Port Arthur 
Chefoo, Sept. 26.—As a result of the 
battle before Port Arthur which began 
on Sept. 19, the Japanese succeeded in 
capturing several important positions,

The operatives have renewed  counti- 
dence, owing to the action of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in voting to 
give them financial assistance. The 
leaders say that the fight will now be 
indefinitely prolonged unless the reduc- 
tion notices ure taken down.

Jenkins’ Slayer Killed Himseif 

Northwood, N. H., Sept. 26.—William 
Brown, who murdered William Jenkins 
on a lonely road in Barrington while 
returning from the Rochester fair, com-!

He 
has been weaker since Friday, passing 
most of the time in sleep and refusing 
to take his medicine and pourishment. 


Rails Suspended In Air 
Littleton, N. H., Sept. 26.—Slowly 
undermined by a small brook, the 125- 
foot embankment of the Maine Central 
railroad at Crawford Notch caved in, 
leaving nearly 100 feet of rails shs- 
pended in the air and cutting off tele- 
phone and telegraph communication 
for several hours.

ard, to declare again my unqualified 


belief in said stundard and to express 
my appreciation of the action of the 


convention in reply to my communica- 


} tion upon that subject. 


The issue of imperialism which bas 
been thrust upon the country involves 
a decision whether the law of the land 
or the rule of individual caprice shall 
govern. The principle of imperialism 
give rise to brilliant, startling, 
dashing results, but the principle of 
democracy holds in check the brilliant 
executive and subjects him to the so- 
ber, conservative contro! of the people. 

Tariff reform is one of the cardinal 
principles of the Democratic faith, and 
the necessity for it was never greater 
than at the present time. It should be 
undertaken at once in the interest of 
all our people. 

In the words of our platform we de- 
mand “a revision and a gradual re- 
duction of the tariff by the friends of 
the masses, and for the common weal, 
and not by the friends of its abuses, 
its extortionus und discriminations.” 

I pointed out in my earlier response 


the remedy which, in my judgment, 
can effectually be applied against 
monopolies, and the assurance was 


then given that if existing laws, in- 
cluding both statute and common law, 
proved inadequate, contrary to my ex- 
pectations, I favor such further legis- 
lation within constitutional limitations 
as will best promote and safeguard the 
interests of all the people. 

In my address to the notification 
committee I said that tariff reform “is 
demanded by the best interests of 
both manufacturer and consumer.” 
With equal truth it can be said that 
the benefits of reciproca] trade trea- 
ties would enure to both. If we would 
run our mills to their full capacity. 
thus giving steady employment to our 
workmen and securing to them and to 
the manufacturer the profits accruing 
from increased production, other mar- 
kets must be found. Furthermore, 
when our manufacturers are depend- 
ent on raw materials in whole or part 
imported, it %s vital to the extension 
of their markets abroad that they se- 
cure their materials on the most fa- 
vorable terms. 

I am in hearty accord with that 
plank in our platform that favors 
doing for the Filipinos what we have 
already done for the Cubans, and I 
favor making the promise to them now 
that we shall take such action as soon 
as they are reasonably prepared for it. 
If independence such as the Cubans 
enjoy cannot be prudently granted to 
the Filipinos at this time, the promise 
that it shall come the moment they are 
capable of receiving it will tend to 
stimulate rather than hinder their de- 
velopment. And this should be done 
not only in justice to the Filipinos, but 
to preserve our own rights, for a free 
people cannot withhold a freedom from 
another people and themselves remain 
free. 

The pledge of the platform to secure 
to our citizens, without distinction of 
race or creed, whether native born or 
naturalized, at home and abroad, the 
equal protection of the laws and the 
enjoyment of all the rights and privi- 
leges open to them under the covenants 
of our treaties, as their just due, should 
be made good to them. 

The Democratie party stands com- 
mitted to the principle of civil service 
reform and demands its just and im- 
partial enforcement. 

An isthmian canal has long been the 
hope of our statesmen and the avowed 
aim of the two great parties, as their 
platforms in the past show. The 
Panama route having been selected, 
the building of the canal should be 
pressed to completion with all reason- 
able expedition. 

Our commerce in American bottoms 
amounts to but 8 percent of our total 
exports and imports. It is an arduous 
task to undo the effect of 40 years of 
decadence and requires the study and 
investigation of those best fitted by 
experience to find the remedy, which 
surely does not lie in the granting of 
subsidies wrung from the pockets of 
all the taxpayers. 

Recent disclosures, coupled with the 
rapid augmentation of government ex- 
penditures, show a need of an investi- 
gation of every department of the gov- 
ernment. A Democratic congress and 
executive will assure it. 

We are justly proud of the officers 
and men of our army and navy. Both, 
however, have suffered from the per- 
sistent injection of personal and polit- 
ical influence. These and other 
abuses should be corrected. 

The national Democracy favors lib- 
eral pensions to the surviving soldiers 
and sailors and their dependents on 
the ground that they deserve liberal

treatment. It pledges by {ts platform 
adequate legislation to that end. But 
it denies the right of the executive to 
usurp the power of congress to legis- 
late on that subject. 

If elected I will contribute my ef- 
fort toward the enactment of a law to 
be passed by both houses of congress 
and approved by the executive that will 
give an age pension without reference 
to disability to the surviving heroes 
ot the Civil war and under the pro- 
visions of which a pension may be ac- 
cepted with dignity because of the 
consciousness that it comes as a just 
due from the people through their 
chosen representatives and not as 
largess distributed by the chief ex- 
ecutive. 

The foreign relations of the govern- 
ment have in late years assumed 
special importance. Prior to the ac- 
Quisition of the Philippines we were 
practically invulnerable against at- 
tacks by foreign states. Those tropical 
possessions, however, 7000 miles from 
our shores, have changed all this and 
have in effect put us under bonds to 
keep the peace. The new conditions 
call for a management of foreign af- 
fairs the more circumspect in that the 
recent American invasion of foreigo 
markets in all parts of the world has 
excited the serious apprehension of 


all the great industrial peoples. It is 
essential, therefore, more than ever 
to adhere strictly to the traditional 


policy of the country 
its first president. 

There is not a sentence in the Repub- 
lican platform recommending a reduc- 
tion in the expenditures of the govern- 
ment, not a line suggesting that the in- 
crease in the cost of the war depuart- 
ment from $34,000,000 in 1886 to &114,- 
000,000 in 1904 should be inquired into, 
and not a paragraph calling for a thor 
ough investigation of those depart- 
ments of the government in which dis- 
honesty hus been recently disclosed. 

Reform in expenditures must be had 
in both the civil, military and naval 
establishments in order that the na- 
tional expenditures may be brought to 
a basis of peace and the government 
maintained without recourse to the 
taxes of war. 

If it be the wish of the people that I 
undertake the duties of the presidency 
I pledge myself, with God's help, to de- 
vote all my powers and energy to the 
duties of this exalted office.

Ledger says that a contribution sup- 
posed to amount to $500,000 has been 
made to the University of Pennsyl- 
yania to form the nucleus of an endow- 
ment fund to meet the current expenses 
of the institution.

WILD ANIMALS. 


Wiflerent Methods by Which 
Are Captured. 

The different methods by which vari- 
ous wild animals are captured in their 
native state are interesting. Lions are 
generally caught by being tempted to 
thrust their heads through nooses of 
strong cords composed of twisted 
hides. Pieces of meat are used for bait, 
but frequently the hunters have many 
days of hard chasing before the lon 
ean be persuaded to try the noose. 
When he does, the cords are pulled 
quickly around his throat, stifilng him, 
end other stout cords are bound around 
his legs. Tigers are more savage than 
lions and can rarely be captured when 
full grown. Recruiting is accordingly 
earried on among the cubs, the parent 
tigers being killed and the young, left 
without protectors, being easily caught. 
The cubs readily accustom themselves 
to captivity. Perhaps the most difficult 
of all wild animals to capture is the gt- 
raffe. In addition to being very rare 
giraffes are exceedingly timid and 
swift footed. There is no special way 
to capture a giraffe. Many different 
ways have been tried, and all have 
been equally unsuccessful. The meth- 
od which has occasionally resulted in 
a capture is that of using a long cord, 
at each end of which is a round weight. 
This cord is thrown by the hunter in 
such a manner as to wind around the 
animal's legs, 
ground or rendering it incapable of es- 
caping before it is made a prisoner.

Zaptives Confined In Buddhist 
Temples and Town Hall.

“At 9 o'clock we took a special Lili- 
putian train on the Iyo railway for 
Matsuyama,” says George Kennan in 
the Outlook, writing about Russian 
War prisoners in Japan. “A heavy} 
rain was falling when we reached our 
destination, and as we were driven 
from place to place in closed 'rikishas | 
we saw little of the town except the. 
temples, halls and improvised bar- | 
racks in which the Russian prisoners! 
were confined. We found the first lot 
of them in an old and rather dafk} 
Buddhist temple filled with church | 
properties and the figures that we are) 
accustomed to call idols. They were) 
all noncommissioned officers or sol- 
diers and had been captured in the 
first serious fight of the war—the bat- 
tle of the Yalu. They were greatly as- 
tonished when I greeted them with 
‘Zdrastvuitia rebatta’ (Good morning, 
boys), but their faces lighted up with | 
interest and pleasure at the sound 23) 
their own language, and they respond: | 
ed in unison with a cheery chorus 7 


‘We wish you health, your high nobili- 
ty! 

“‘How are you getting on here?’ I 
inquired. ‘Are you comfortable? 

“ ‘Da nitchevo’ (It’s not so bad), said 
a sergeant, who was probably the 
starosta and who stepped forward as 
spokesman. ‘Of course it’s a prison- 
er’s life, the place is rather close, and 
it’s very tiresome, but what's to be 
done? Sudba’ (It’s our luck). 

“ ‘How do the Japanese treat you?’ I 
inquired. ‘They seem to me to be a 
very good sort of people, and I’m sorry 
you Russians are fighting them.’ 

“*They treat us very well,’ he said, 
‘and I’ve nothing to complain of at ai 
I didn’t come to fight them because I 
bore them any ill will, but I was a 
soldier, and when tbe gossudar (the| 
czar) ordered me to fight I had to 
fight. As you say, they seem to be a 
very good people, and I wish them all 
prosperity.’ 

“This sentiment seemed to have the 
approval of the rest of the men, who 
numbered seventy-five or a hundred, 
and the feeling thus expressed is prob- 
ably that of a majority of the common 
soldiers of the Russian army. They 
have some reason for hating the 
Turks, but they regard the Japanese 
either with indifference or with the 
kindly interest that the Russian peas- 
ant takes in all ‘good people.’ They 
fight them not because they hate them, 
but because the gossudar has so or- 
dered. i 

“We went successively to three or 
four temples, or public buildings, in 
which common Russian soldiers were 
kept, but our stay in each place was 
so short that I had little time for in- 
quiries. All the prisoners agreed that 
the Japanese treatment of them was 
good, but in one instance there was 
complaint that on the days when rice 
was substituted for bread the ration 
was insufficient. The hospital for the 
sick and wounded Russians was un- 
der the management of the Japanese 
Red Cross and was clean, well yentilat- 
ed and apparently in excellent condi- 
tion. 

“From the hospital we were taken to 
see the officers, twenty-three in num- 
ber, who were quartered in Matsuya- 
ma town hall. Partitions had been put 
up in the spacious apartment so as to 
give every two men a room to them- 
selves, and their situation seemed to 
be fairly comfortable. In talking with 
some of them I asked them what they 
thought of the fighting capacity of the 
Japanese. ‘Oh, they can fight well,’ 
said a gray haired colonel who had 
taken part in the Russo-Turkish cam- 
paign of 1878. ‘They are molodsti (fine | 
fellows), everybody knows that. But 
what sort of a chance have we had? 
They've outnumbered us everywhere. 
On the Yalu we had only 8,000 men, 
and they attacked with 40,000. At 
Nanshan the other day they had two 
or three divisions, while we defended 
the hill with only two battalions of! 
infantry, outside of the men who work: 


ed the guns. Think of that—two bat- 
talions against two or three divisions! 
Of course we were overwhelmed.’ 
“The Russian officers whom we met 
in the town hall of Matsuyama were | 
educated and intelligent men, and sev- 
eral of them looked like students. One} 
seemed to be possessed of considera- 
ble artistic taste and ability, and at 
the time of our visit he was amusing 
himself by painting in water colors 
Japanese flowers. They all admitted 
that their captors were making a spe- 
cial effort to treat them well, and they | 
expressed grateful appreciation of the 
consideration shown them. I doubt | 
very much whether Japanese prison: 
ers are treated as well in Russia. The 
Russian officers at Matsuyama receive 
a daily ration consisting of one and a 
half pounds of bread, a pound of meat! 
or fish, one and one-fifth pounds of 
vegetables and suitable quantities of 
tea, sugar, salt and ‘appetizers.’ Their 
allowance for clothing is ample, and,

servative Natives and Tends to 
Restore Influence and Activity 
of Old Insurrection Leaders 


Washington, Sept. 27.—President 
Roosevelt is in receipt of a letter from 
Governor Wright of the Philippines, in 
which the governor discusses some of 
the conditions which he encounters in 
directing the government of the islands. 
He says in part: 

“The effect of the continued discus- 
Sion as to the capacity of the Filipino 
for self-government and his immediate 
or ultimate independence is having its 
effect here and makes our task more 
difficult than it otherwise would be. 
The less a fian is equipped with in- 


telligence and those qualities which 
make for good citizenship the more 
easily can he be persuaded that he is 


the possessor of all these qualities. 
These people have their full share of 
ambition and vanity and they also have 
their full share of reckless, half- 
formed characters, who are ready for 
intrigue in any direction which prom- 
ises them profit or power. Itis this 
class which has largely given force and 
Cirection to the Aglipayan movement 
and has recrpited its ranks from the 
ignorant and dangerous elements, 
“In this general connection I may 
say to you as a matter of information 
that the agitation in the United States 
for Filipino independence and the 
spoken and written. utterances of 
prominent men there who are urging it 
are all brought here and published in 
the native newspapers and are being 
made the text for editorials insisting 
that the Filipino people are now ready 
to become an independent nation. 
“The effect of all this in distinctly in- 
jurious. Its tendency is to restore the 
influence of the old insurrection lead- 
ers and to make them active in preach- 
ing the old propaganda. This in turn 
has the effect of demoralizing and 
weakening the more conservative and 
thoughtful Filipinos, who fear that if 
they speak out as they really think 
they would be considered the enemies 
of their people and lose their prestige 
with them. Those of the more prom- 
inent and best educated, and who 
raturally have their ambitions, are in- 
clined to join in the general cry.” 


Cuba Won’t Prosecute Jackies 

Hayana, Sept. 27.—As the result of 
representations by Minister Squiers, 
the Cuban government has pardoned a 
sailor from an American warship who 
was sentenced at Santiago™= to two 
months’ imprisonment for disorderly 
conduct. It is understood that here- 
after sailors in such cases will be 
turned over to their commanding ofli- 
cers for discipline. 


Long Conference With President 

Washington, Sept. 27.—Chairman 
Cortelyou of the Republican national 
committee arrived here late yesterday 
afternoon and was in conference with 
President Roosevelt until midnight 
regarding the political situation.

The train was made up of an express, 
combination and mail car, smoker and 
two coaches. 

The passenger train, going at a 
speed of about 30 mUes an hour, took 
the open switch and smashed into the 
freight cars, which has just been un- 
loaded of stock for the fair. The en- 


gine and express car and _ several 
freight cars were practically de- 
molished. Tbe parlor car was thrown 


on its side with the baggage and mail 
car piled on top. The smoker was 
turned at an angle of 45 degrees, while 
the passenger coaches remained up- 
right, although derailed. 

The wreckage caught fire from the 
engine and many of the passengers 
stricken. Many passengers 
in the smoker and day coaches broke 
out the windows in an effort to escape. 
Some of them were cut, but not se- 
rlously. Although the parlor car was 
overturned, none of its occupants was 
fatally injured. Those who sustained 
burns were in the baggage and mail 
or express cars. 


Girl’s Body In Breakers 

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 27.—Whether 
Bessie G. Davis of Beverly Farms 
was murdered and her body cast into 
the sea from the cliffs at Lee’s beach, 
or whether with suicidal intent she 
jumped into the breakers and was 
drowned, is a mystery which is per- 
plexing the authorities. Medical Ex- 
aminer Stickney stated last night that 
after an examination of the body he 
was unable to state whether it was a 
murder or suicide. The in- 
vestigation, as far as it has proceeded, 
has developed features which seem to 
indicate that the girl was murdered, 
her body thrown into the breakers, 
and her hat, coat and gloves placed 
where they were found.

| Cheefoo Reports Continued 


Assaults on Port Arthur 


London, Sept. 27.—Indications are 
discerned at St. Petersburg that the 
| Japanese are planning a flanking 
| movement against Kuropat- 
| kin’s left, to compel retirement from 
| Sintsintin. General Kuroki is sup- 
posed to design crossing the Hun river 
lat a point considerably east of Muk- 
| den, from which he is expected to move 
down that stream and co-operate with 
an army from Sianchan, while Gen- 
erals Oku and Nodzu hold General 
Kuropatkin south of Mukden. Japan- 
ese attacks on Da Pass and Sanlingku 
are regarded as confirmation of this 
theory. Outposts of Generals Oku and 
Nodzu have been in conflict with Cos- 
sacks between Dentsiaputze and the 
railroad. 

Kuropatkin reports that the Japan- 
ese turning fuovement on Mukden is be- 
ing carried out on an extensive scale 
and that there are frequent skirmishes 
in the valley of the Hun. Oyama’s at- 
tempt to force the Kaoutou pass, com- 
manding the road to Fushun, so far 
has been frustrated. If the Japanese 
succeed finally in gaining a foothold in 
some of the detiles on the north side 
of the Hun east or northeast of Muk- 
den, they will compel Kuropatkin’s re- 
tirement northward toward Tie pass. 

It does not seem likely that many 
days will have passed before the re- 
tirement of the Russian troops or 
some very heavy fighting will be re- 
ported. 

Rumors of furious fighting at Port 
Arthur, with the advantage resting 
with the Japanese, continue to pour in 
from Chefoo, but they all are from Chi- 
nese sources. These stories give more 
or less detailed accounts of the fight- 
ing, and say that the Russians have 
lost three important forts. The Che- 
foo dispatches say that after a period 
of comparative quiet this last series 
of assaults began Sept. 19 and con- 
tinued until the 21st at least—the date 
of the departure of the Chinaman who 
brought the information. The Russian 
version of the situation says that fight- 
ing began on Sept. 10 and culminated 
Sept. 19, in the repulse of the Japanese 
“with enormous losses.” More definite 
information will be necessary before 
any accurate idea can be formed as to 
just what has taken place. 

The official announcement of the 
proposed mobilization of a second Rus- 
sian army apparently is the czar’s way 
of announcing to the world that the 
war has only begun and that the loss 
of Mukden or Port Arthur will not be 
the signal for peace proposals.

Skow 
had practically been discharged from 
the military service of the United 


States by competent military authority 
in the Philippines and at the time he 
was arraigned he was no longer amen- 
able to trial by court martial. This ac- 
tion restores him to liberty. 


Doukhobors Headed Southward 

Winnipeg, Man., Sept. 27.—Word has 
been received from a Doukhobor colony 
near Saskatoon, N. W. T., that a large 
body of Doukhobors has started on a 
march for the United States. They 
sre on the trek for a warmer climate, 
The affair is causing much excitement, 
as they may go to extremes to obtain 
their ends.

Green Cove Springs, Fla., Sept. 27.— 
The steamers Heck and Ruby collided 
in the St. Johns river and the Ruby 
sank in three minutes.

Washington, Sept. 27.—Notice of the 
action of a special justice at Lee, Mass., 
in fining Hugh Gurney, third secretary 
of the British embassy, was received at 
the state department in a _ telegram 
from Mr. Raikes, first secretary of the 
embassy, who is at Lenox. Thedepart- 
ment immediately transmitted this tele- 
gram in substance to the governor of 
Massachusetts, with the suggestion 
that he do whatever might be necessary 
tc secure the diplomatic immunity of 
Gurney. 

It is believed at the department that 
the matter may be far more serious 
than the local officials at Lee seem to 
regard it. In the first place by consti-] 
tutional and statutory law the persons 
attached to an embassy are expressly 
relieved from any legal responsibility 
and the exemption even extends to do- 
mestic servants. 

Section 4063, revised statutes, de- 
clares that any writ prosecuted in any 
court of the United States or of a state 
or by any judge or justice intended to 
cause the arrest and imprisonment of 
any public minister or his servant, shall 
be void. Ihe succeeding section, 4064, 
revised statutes, provides that every 
person by whom any such protest is

obtained or prosecuted, whether as 
party or attorney, and every officer 
concerned in its execution “shall be 


deemed a violator of the law of the na- 
tions and a disturber of the public re- 

pose, and shall be imprisoned for not 
less than three years, and fined at the 
discretion of the court.” 

It will remain for the governor ot 
Massachusetts to take initial action in 
this case, which will require prompt 
redress. The last important precedent 
occurred in 1892 at the picnic resort of 
Bay Ridge, near Baltimore, when Dr. 
George, an attache of the Swiss lega- 
tion in Washington, was arrested by a 
ceputy sheriff on the charge of being a 
pickpocket and was searched and 
otherwise treated in a humiliating 
manner by the local authorities. The 
state department secured his release at 
an early moment through the governor 
of Maryland, who also caused the dis- 
missal of the offending deputy and ex- 
tended an apology for the incident. 
Though the Swiss minister might have 
pressed further punishment, he ac- 
cepted what had been done as sufficient, 
but the matter was deemed of such im- 
portance that he could not give this 
notice to other governments until the 
Swiss federal council had formally 
considered the case and expressed it- 
self satisfied.

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Obstruction on the Ways of 
New Battleship Connecticut 


DIVERS MADE DISCOVERY 


Marine Guard Augmented by 
Special Watchmen, Who Have 
Instructions to Shoot at Any 
Suspicious Object In Water 


New York, Sept. 28.—The Herald 
prints the following: 

With the intention of ruining the 
hull of the battleship Connecticut, 
which will be launched at the New 
York navy yard Thursday, some per- 
son or persons placed an obstruction 
on the ways. When it was placed 
there, or by whom, is not known, for 
it was not discovered until divers 


were sent down to make an investi- 
gation. This investigation was made 
as a matter of precaution and the 
naval officers then learned that an ob- 
struction had been placed on the ways 
that would have destroyed the work 
of months. 

Officers at the navy yard would not 
discuss the matter at all yesterday 
and it would not have become known 
if, in addition to the special guard of 
marines, two watchmen had not been 
stationed at the stern in the vessel 
with loaded revolvers and instructions 
to fire at any suspicious object in the 
water. It is believed that the obstruc- 
tion was brought to the yard and 
placed in position from a boat. 

As is usual befoe a large ship is 
launched, divers were sent down to 
see that the ways were clear. They 
went down for the first time on Sat- 
urday and since the obstruction was 
found they have been making the most 
careful examination, and were work- 
ing there yesterday afternoon. They 
will be sent down for the last time 
tomorrow morning before the ship 
is launched, and Naval Constructor 
Baxter, who has charge of the launch- 
ing, will be satisfied that everything 
is all right before he gives the signal 
which will send the great battleship 
into the water, 

A special guard of marines was 
placed around the Connecticut last 
week, for it was feared then that some 


crank or insane person would enter 


the yard and try to do some damage. 
It was not thought at that time that 
any attack would be made from the 
waterside and no special precaution 
was taken to prevent anyone from en- 
tering the yard that way. 

While the naval officers. would not 
discuss the nature of the obstruction 
found on the ways, it is known that it 
was not an explosive and also that if 
it had not been found and removed, it 
would have either torn a great hole in 
the bottom of the ship or would have 
thrown it over on its side. None of 
the naval officers or men who have 
worked around the large shipyards 
can recall another case where a mali- 
cious attempt was made to wreck a 
battleship. 


Speaker Makes the Majority 

Toronto, Sept. 28—The petition 
against E. A. Dunlop, Conservative, 
was dropped yesterday, but Dunlop 
subsequently resigned his seat in the 
legislature. A. M. Little, Liberal, Nor- 
folk, was last evening unseated for 
bribery. This leaves the standing of 
the legislature: Liberals, 46; Conser- 
vatives, 46; speaker, 1; vacant, 5. 
The Ross government is thus without 
& majority with the exception of the 
sepaker. 


Advance In Price of Yarns 

Charlotte, N. C., Sept. 28.—Pursuant 
to a recent call by leading cotton mill 
men, acting independently of any or- 
ganization, about 50 spinners, repre- 
senting a total of 447,494 spindles en- 
gaged in the manufacture of hard 
yarns in North and South Carolina, 
met here and agreed upon an advanced 
scale of prices, the average increase 
being about 2 cents over present 
prices. 


Receptions In Miss Gould’s Honor 

Boston, Sept. 28.—Miss Helen M. 
Gould of New York was the guest of 
honor at the reception here last night 
of the Boston and Maine railroad de- 
partment of the Y. M.C. A. Several 
hundred employes of the railroad were 
present. In the afternoon Miss Gould 
visited Fort Warren, where she was 
received by the coast artillery com- 
panies. 


FAnother Mechanics’ Bank Dividend | 

Nashua, N. H., Sept. 28—Assignee 
Hoyt of the Mechanics Savings Bank 
of this city will pay a dividend of 10 
percent on Oct. 10. This dividend will 
amount to $50,000. The Mechanics 
Savings Bank became defunct in 1893 
with deposits of $900,000. Four divi- 
dends have since been paid, agregat- 
ing about 45 percent.

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New Caucus Law In Massachu- 
setts Did Not Work Well 
Boston, Sept 28.—The general re- 
sults of the causes held by the Demo-| 
crats throughout the state and by the 
Republicans in 22 cities and two 
‘ovgis developed but few surprises. 
Eugene N. Foss won the Republican 
fight in the eleventh district, and Will- 
iam S. McNary was renominated by 

the Democrats in the tenth district. 

Congressman Roberts of Chelsea 
captured the entire Lynn delegation of 
40 in the seventh district, which, with 
the 19 in his own city of Chelsea, will 
give him 59 delegates in the conven- 
tion. His opponent was Frank P 
Bennett. 

The only caucus held in the fourth 
district by the Republicans was in Wal- 
tham, where Representative Doty se 
cured the entire 16 delegates. The 
single caucus held in the twelfth dis- 
trict by the Republicans was in New- 
ton, and former Mayor Weeks won 
the entire delegation of 23. In the 
contest for the Republican nomina- 
tion for state treasurer, Mayor Chapin 
of Holyoke won a majority of the dele- 
gates in the four cities which held 
caucuses. 

The new Luce law caused great de- 
lay in counting the vote, and in some 
cities was severely criticised. 


Decision Against the Elks 

Madison, Wis., Sept. 28.—The su- 
preme court has rendered a decision 
holding that, under Wisconsin laws, 
the Benevolent and Protective Order 
of Elks of America is not a benevolent 
organization and therefore any proper- 
ty it holds is not exempt from taxa- 
tion under the statutory provisions 
exempting benevolent associations. 
This opinion was the result of a suit 
brought against the city of Green Bay 
and the city treasurer, to restrain that 
city from collecting taxes on real es- 
tate owned by the order. 


*Buried Under Wrong Name 

New York, Sept. 28.—All doubi re- 
garding the identity of the young wo- 
man who was buried in the Greenfield 
cemetery, near Mineola, L. I., as Mar- 
tha Laimbeer, was removed when the 
body was exhumed and fully identified 
as that of Margaret Lynch of Brook- 
lyn. The woman's body was found in 
the woods near the cemetery, death 
having apparently resulted from car- 
bolic acid poisoning, and was buried 
under the name of Laimbeer for rea- 
sons not fully explained. 


Suit Against Sugar Magnate 

Providence, Sept. 28.—Suits were 
filed in the supreme court here against 
Henry O. Havemeyer, Jr., of New 
York, by Edwin T. Banning, and his 
wife. Mrs. Banning claims damages 
of $10,000 for injuries received by be- 
ing thrown froff her carriage in New- 
port, it being alleged that her horse 
was frightened by Havemeyer’s auto- 
mobile. Banning claims $5000 for the 
loss of his wife’s services and for 
medical attention and nursing which 
she required. 


Another Wildcat Scheme 

Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 28.—Unit- 
ed States special agents arrested J. 
D. Anderson, representing Realty com- 
panies of Minneapolis and Des Moines. 
The arrest was made on order from 
the postoffice department, which 
claims that the two companies are 
“wild-cat” schemes. The scheme calls 
upon the subscriber to pay $2 per 
month with a promise that at the end 
of two years he shall receive a loan of 
$1,000. 


Tibet Regent Thanked MacDonald 

Lang, Tibet, Sept. 28.—The British 
Tibet expedition is now marching in 
the direction of the Chumbi Valley. 
In bidding farewell to General Mac. 
Donald, commander of the British mili- 
tary force, the venerable regent in- 
voked the blessing of heaven on his 
head for sparing the monasteries from 
violation and presented him with a 
golden image of Buddha. 


i Roosevelt Pian Favored 

Edinburgh, Sept. 28.——The Institu- 
tion of International Law adopted a 
resolution expressing gratification at 
the initiative taken by President 
Roosevelt in deciding to call a confer- 
ence of the nations of the world to 
continue the work of The Hague peace 
conference summoned by Emperor 
Nicholas in 1899, 


Four Killed In Maine Wreck 


Lewiston, Me., Sept. 27.—Joseph E. 
Cook, a traveling engineer on the Maine 
Central railroad, and one of those in- 
jured in the wreck of a passenger 
train bound from Farmington for Port- 
land on that road, died at the Central 
Maine General hospital yesterday. 
This makes the fourth fatality as a re- 
sult of the wreck. 


Many Wrecks Off Labrador 

St. Johns, Sept. 28—The steamer 
Virginia, from Labrador, reports that 
the coast was swept by a heavy gale 
last week and that 11 vessels, mostly 
fish laden, were driven ashore, the 
greater portion of them being totally 
wrecked.

After a consultation with Assistant 
Attorney General Nash, Governor 
Guild sent the following telegram: 

“Hon. H. S. C. Phelps, Special Jus- 

tice, Lee, Mass.: 

“The following telegram has been 
received from the State Department 
at Washington: (Here follows a copy 
of the telegram of Secretary Adee, 
printed above). 

“The assistant attorney general in- 
forms me that if the facts are as stat- 
ed above you have in your endeavor 
to enforce the laws of Massachusetts 
for the security of life upon our high- 
ways committed in this particular case 
a grave breach of international law. 
May I ask you to telegraph at once if 
Mr. Gurney was arrested and fined in 
spite of protest. Other channels of 
redress are open in case of the viola- 
tion of Massachusetts law by the dip- 
lomatic representatives of other na- 
tions. Therefore, if fine was imposed 
and collected, the commonwealth will 
apologize, the fine must be remitted, 
and I need not suggest to one so re- 
spected as you the personal amend 
that you will, of course, desire to make 
to Mr. Gurney for the error in meth- 
od adopted by your court in this un- 
usual case. 

“Kindly forward me affidavit of the 
evidence of any breach of our Massa- 
chusetts laws.” 

The telegram to Secretary Adee 
was as follows: 

“Your telegram in regard to third 
secretary British embassy just re 
ceived. Investigation already started. 
Immediate action will be taken.” 

Acting Governor Guild stated that 
no further action would be taken until 
he received a reply from Judge Phelps 
and was conversant with all the facts 
in the case. 

It was found that Judge Phelps had 
no telephone either at his home or 
at his office, and that his home was 
located two miles from the nearest 
public telephone. Nevertheless, sey- 
eral telephone messages were sent 
to Judge Phelps. One of tnem was to 
the effect that an immediate answer 
to the governor’s telegram of the 
morning was to be forwarded, or 
Judge Phelps must report in person at 
the state house. Late yesterday af- 
ternoon Acting Governor Guild re- 
ceived a telegram from Lee to the ef- 
fect that Judge Phelps would report 
at the governor’s office in this city 
today.

At 
the conclusion of the meeting Chair- 
man Cortelyou arrived at the execu- 
tive offices. For an hour or more the 
president, Cortelyou and the members 
of the cabinet discussed the political 
situation. Mr. Cortelyou declined to 
discuss the campaign in any of its 
features.

New York, Sept. 28.—Isiuor Finkle 
and Louis H. Lobar, students at Colum.

Pittsfield, Mass., Sept. 28.—Special 
Justice Phelps when interviewed was 
rather averse to discussing the Gur- 
ney affair. He said he did not wish 
to be paraded up and down the street. 
He felt enough of this had been done 
already. “This is a little matter,” said 
Mr. Phelps. “The papers have not re- 
ported it properly. The secretary was 
not obliged to sit in the dock until all 
other cases were disposed of. If I 
find that I have made a mistake I will 
gladly apologize. I did only what I 
believed to be right. I have received 
no communication from anybody re- 
garding this affair.”

INVESTIGATION IS ENDED 


Decision Kept Secret, but Is 
Thought to Make Due Amends 
--National Action Asked to 
Protect Life and Limb 


Boston, Sept. 29.—Governor Bates 
transmitted to the state department 
at Washington by yesterday after- 
noon’s mail the decision arrived at 
after an investigation of the arrest and 
fining of Kyugh Gurney, third secretary 
of the British embassy, for yiolation of 
the state statute regulating the speed 


of automobiles and for contempt of 
court, by Judge Phelps of Lee. 

Governor Bates declined to make 
public any information concerning the 
procedure adopted, giving as his reason 
that courtesy to the state department 
forbade publication of any hint of the 
decision here in advance of the re- 
ceipt of the letter in Washington, and 
refusing to be moved from that post- 
tion by the fact that the state depart- 
ment observed no such courtesy in re- 
gard to its original telegram of inquiry 
and protest. Accordingly, the first of- 
ficial] statement of Massachusetts’ posi- 
tion is likely to come from Washing- 
ton some time today. 

There is reason to believe, however, 
that the letter contains a recital of the 
facts in the case—which are not alto- 
gether complimentary to Gurney; that 
It admits that his arrest and fines were 
not within the province of the Massa- 
chusetts authorities; that it intimates 
that Judge Phelps will make due 
amends to Gurney, and possibly that 
the commonwealth will convey to the 
British embassy through the state de- 
partment its regrets for the unfortunate 
action of its servants in exceeding 
their authority, and that it will state 
that Gurney’s fines have been re- 
mitted. 

But that is not all. Unless every in- 
dication is misleading, the communica- 
tion to the state department will also 
intimate that if it is beyond the prov- 
ince of Massachusetts to protect the 
Lives and limbs of its citizens by en- 
foreing its laws against all who im- 
peril them—as It appears that it is—the 
commonwealth looks to the federal 
government to take such action as to it 
seems wise to accomplish the ends 
which the Massachusetts laws con- 
template and which Judge Phelps 
sought to accomplish by well-inten- 
tioned, though legally mistaken, pro- 
cedure, 

The letter probably does not sug- 
gest what the action of the state de- 
partment shall be; but if the Washing- 
ton authorities determine that the facts 
should be reported to the British gov- 
ernment, Secretary Gurney has no 
reason to view the future with more 
equanimity than Judge Phelps. 

Judge Phelps of Lee, who came to 
Boston in response to messages from 
Acting Governor Guild, appeared at the 
state house and was received by Lieu- 
tenant Governor Gulld. The latter, 
having been apprised of the return to 
the commonwealth of Governor Bates, 
delayed action on the matter in hand 
until the governor's arrival from his 
home in East Boston. This was almost 
immediate, and the investigation, or 
conference, began in the executive 
chamber. The whole matter was 
spread before the governor, who en- 
tirely approved the acting governor's 
procedure up to the time of his chief's 
return to the commonwealth. 

Judge Phelps told his story without 
reserve. The only matter really open 
to discussion was whether, in making 
the amends for the mistake, the char- 
acter of the offense and the attitude of 
the offender toward the local authorities 
and the law of the state were such as 
to cail for a counter-protest. The de- 
cision was embodied in the letter above 
referred to, and no authoritative state- 
ment was made of its nature. 

Technically Judge Phelps is amen- 
able to the law of the United States 
for his action in fining Gurney. Such 
action as shall be taken under federal 
law rests ultimately with the attorney 
general at Washington. The decisions 
of the state and federal governments 
in the matter will be reached, of course, 
by entirely independent methods, and 
the attitude of the one has no bearing 
upon that of the other. ; 

Judge Phelps, {t may be said, is not 
e lawyer. He is a large manufacturer 
of wire cloth and a prominent and 
highly respected citizen. Far from 
seeking the appointment as judge of 
the Lee police court, he accepted it 
only at the personal solicitation of 
Governor Crane. 


Gurney Should Apologize 

London, Sept. 29.—The Daily Tele- 
graph says that Hugh Gurney, who 
was fined by Justice Phelps of Lee, 
Mass., for exceeding the automobile 
speed limit, was bound to stand upon 
his diplomatic rights in order to ayoid 
creating a precedent, but that now 
that amends have been made it fs to be 
hoped, if Gurney inadvertently con- 
travened a law, he will tender an 
apology for his unconscious offense. 

No little annoyance is exhibited in 
official quarters here at the claim py 
Gurney for diplomatic exemption, 


with the consequent publicity, over a | 
trifling affair. The Westminster Ga-| 


zette commends the attitude of the 
American press in the Gurney matter 
as “showing its good sense.” 
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trolled the inclosure wherein the final 
yreparations for the launching of the 
battleship Connecticut are under way. 
Naval Constructor Baxter, who has 
general charge of the shipbuilding 
plant, said: 

“It is true that an obstruction was 
found on the ways down which the 
Connecticut 1s to slide into the water. 
It was sufficient to check the vessel. 
I will not say that it would have 
wrec&Sed the Connecticut if it had not 
been discovered, and exactly what 
would have happened I am urable to 
tell. he obstructlon was not a pile 
and no dynamite was found. It was, 
however, nothing that could have 
dropped from the ship or come there 
by accident.” 

Divers have gone down and inspected 
that portion of the ways which is un- 
der water every day since Saturday. A 
thorough inspection of the whole 
length of the ways will be made imme- 
diately before the launching. 


Complaint of Armenians 

Washington, Sept. 29.—Three digni- 
taries of the Armenian church called 
on President Roosevelt to pay their re- 
spects and to present to him a memorial 
setting forth some phases of the Ar- 
menian question which have arisen in 
Turkey. They informed the president 
that the Turkish government sys- 
tematically suppressed the facts con- 
cerning outrages committed by the 
Turks on Armenians, and urged that 
the American government and other 
powers take action to prevent further 
massacre of Armenians. The _ presi- 
dent referred them tothe state de- 
partment. 


Will Fatten County Treasury 

Chicago, Sept. 20.—The gross receipts 
of all foreign insurance companies do- 
ing business in Cook county will be 
subject to taxation, according to a de 
cision rendered here by Judge Kavy- 
anagh in the superlor court. The suit 
was brought by the National Fire In- 
surance company of Hartford to re- 
strain the collection of taxes upon the 
gross receipts as assessed by the 
board of review. The decision will af- 
fect 600 companies and will increase 
the revenue of the county $300,000 to 
$400,000 annually. 


Maine Town Badly Scared 

Island Falls, Me., Sept. 29.—An ex- 
plosion in the grinder building at F. 
W. Hunt & Co.’s tannery started a 
blaze that threw the town into a panic, 
as it was believed that the entire plant 
and surrounding property, valued at 
$500,000, would be destroyed. The ab- 
sence of wind and prompt action of the 
local firemen in rasing several small 
sheds in the !mmedilate yicinity of the 
fire confined the flames tg the grinder 
building.

presses and the scarcity of labor. Up 
to last Saturday night the presses of 
the Atlantic company had handled 
282,000 bales since Sept. 1, as against 
111,000 bales for the same perlod last 
year.

He says 
that land frauds in that territory have 
grown to such proportions that they 
will have a bad effect In the fight for 
statehood. 


New York In Grip of Typhoid 

New York, Sept. 29.—Greater New 
York is at present threatened with 
what may be the severest epidemic of 
typhoid fever in its history. For the 
three weeks just ended the total num- 
ber of cases reported at the health de- 
partment was 441. The fatalities num- 
bered 74, or a death rate of nearly 20 
percent.

RACE SEPARATION 


Bishop Strang Declares It 
Would Be For the Best 


GIVES ADVICE TO WHITES 


Outside Political Interference In 
Questions Relating tothe South 
Raises False Hopes and Arrays 
Race Against Race 


New York, Sept. 29.—Before an augl- 
ence that filled St. Thomas Protestant 
Episcopal church last night, and in the 
presence of Booker T. Washington, 
Rey. Dr. Strang, bishop coadjutor- 
elect of the diocese of South Carolina, 


declared that the one set factor in any 
real and practical solution of the negro 
problem was the entire separation of 
the races in soclal, scholastic, religious 
and domestic affairs. 

When Mr. Washington arose to 
speak he virtually agreed with the 
bishop by saying the problem could not 
be settled by amalgamation or by de- 
portation of the negroes, but by earnest 
sympathy and co-operation of the 
races, although his chief argument was 
for increased facilities for education 
and encouragement for those of his 
people in the south. 

Bishop Coadjutor Greer presided over 
the meeting, and said the question was 
one to be solved only by Christian 
standards. He then introduced Dr. 
Stang, whose topic was “The Responsi- 
bilities of American Christian Civiliza- 
tion to the Negro Race.” 

“We are brothers in all the best feel- 
ings and we whites of the south feel 
our responsibility for the black man 
and are doing the best we can for him,” 
said Dr. Strang. ‘We ask you that 
when anything happens down there 
that merits condemnation, to condemn 
that specific thing, and not the whole 
south, and to set your faces resolutely 
against any outside political interfer- 
ence in the question, which raises false 
hopes in the blacks, irritates the 
whites and arrays race against race. 

“The whites of the south must see 
to it that there isa complete social 
separation of the races, in schools, 
churches and in domestic life. That is 
the oue fixed factor. It is best for the 
whites and blacks, and best for human 
progress. That being settled abso- 
lutely, so as not to give the miserable 
machine politician a chance to sound 
his slogan, the whites must give the ne- 
groes all rights, privileges and quall- 
ties before the ballot box and else- 
where.” 


Doctors Disagree 

Pawtucket, R. L, Sept. 29.—Coroner 
Vance concluded an inquest last night 
on the death of Mrs. Mary Crowley, 
who was murdered on the Massachu- 
setts state line Sept. 15, and he finds 
that John Allingham was responsible 
for the crime. The coroner found that 
a difference of opinion existed among 
the physicians who testified as to the 
cause of death. Several of them 
thought that death was caused by a 
blow from an axe, while others de- 
cided that a blunt instrument was the 
weapon. 


Train Wreckers Foiled 

Lynchburg, Va., Sept. 29.—Two dis- 
tinct efforts were made last night to 
wreck trains near Lynchburg. Sey- 
eral large boulders were placed on the 
track and a freight ran intothem. As 
the train was moving slowly, no dam- 
age was done. The crew of a late pas- 
senger train was notified. This train 
approached carefully and found that 
the obstruction had been replaced. No 
motive is known for these attempts. 


Dangerous Explosive at Large 

San Francisco, Sept. 29.—Two tor- 
pedoes were lost from the United States 
submarine boat Pike, which has been 
experimenting in San Pablo bay. One 
has been recovered, but the other is 
still at large and it may be exploded by 
a passing vessel. It is charged with 
200 pounds of gun cotton. The one al- 
ready found had lost its compressed air, 
and was practically harmless. 


Judge Parker Kept Busy 

New York, Sept. 29—At no time 
since Judge Parker was nominated as 
a candidate of the Democratic party 
for president has he met so many 
members of his party who occupy high 
positions, politically and commercially, 
as on his present visit to New York. 
The candidate’s rooms at the Hotel 
Seville were over-run with visitors. 


For the Good of Africa 

Richmond, Ind., Sept. 29.—Bishop 
Hatzell, for 20 years a Methodist bish- 
op in Africa, delivered an address 
here in which he declared he hoped to 
see the time when the American flag 
should float over a portion of African 
territory and that Africa can be di- 
vided by the great nations of the earth 
without war.

Laid by Governor 
Bates, 


For New Y. M. 0. A 
Building. 


Addresses by the Governor 
and Others, 


Unfortunate weather conditions pre- 
vailed at the laying of the corner stone 
of the new Y. M. C. A. building Thurs- 
day afternoon. It was fortunate, how- 
ever, that the building had so far pro- 
gressed that shelter was provided for 
the speakers, and for the greater part 
of those who gathered to witness the 
exercises. The association was also 
fortunate in having the presence of His 
Excellency Governor Bates who laid the 
corner stone. 

Two flags waved in front of the build- 
ing. 

Goy. Bates arrived with Representa- 
tive Freeman on the 2.49 train, and 
drove immediately to the-building on 
Washington street. Some chairs had 
been provided for the spectators, and a 
canvas awning erected over the corner 
stone. 

It did not rain at that time, and it 
was hoped that there would be no 
showers until after the exercises. Un- 
fortunately however, it was showery 
during the a petiae. and there was a 
downpour just after the close. 

Dr. Horace Mann Willard of the 
Quincy Mansion.school presided, and in 
opening said that the laying of the 
corner-stone of this building was like 
another at which he participated on a 
stormy cold June day, but when the 
building was dedicated it was a 
beautiful day. He felt that when this 
building was dedicated it would also 
be a befiutit%) day. It was & great 
pleasnre to have the Governor present, 
which accounted for the laying of the 
corner-stone after the building was 
well advanced. He then introduced 
Vice President George H. Brown. 

Mr. Brown regretted that President 
Chase was unable to be present on 
account: of illness, as one who had 
taken so much interest as had Mr. 


Chase ought to be here. The Y. M. C, 
A. was organized in 1891 and did a 
good work in rented quarters. Three 


or four years ago it suspended work, 
owing largely to the inadequacy of 
quarters. 

Then the work of providing quarters 
wastaken up. The new building would 
cost $35,000 to build and equip. We 
have $25 3,500 subscribed partly upon 
condition that the building shall be free 
from debt when completed. Unless we 
raise $12,000 more we shall be unable 
to complete the building. 

There was great need of the Y. M. 
C. A. work here, doubly so since the 
advent of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
company. If we can complete the 
dormitories this fall we shall be able to 
fill them and add to our income. 

Col. Anderson spoke at length in his 
usual interesting and entertaining man- 
ner. He said when we come to con- 
sider a Y. M. C. A. ina town so rich 
in churches, the question comes why 
cannot the churches do the work of the 
Y. M. C. A.? It cannot because what 
is needed is aclass of work for young 
men, led by a trained leader, one who 
knows how to get at them to succeed. 
No church can do as a Y. M. CU. A 
for young men, Many people are 
prejudiced against the church. It is 
queer, yet it isso. If churches are 
only open two nights a week how can 
they look out for the young men? In 
the Y. M. C. A. there is a way to get 
together and plan for the young men, 
to improve them and keep them clean. 

There is not a father or mother but 
what wishes their son saved from the 
ruin that is all about them, but they 
do not know how. The home can not 
do it for the reason that no young life 
can be hemmed in. There is no such 
thing as a sheltered life. They will 
come out. We cannot keep them 
from harm unless trained to avoid that 
sin. They come in contact with other 
boys older than they. It is a wonder 
more are not ruined by the contact of 


\the older boys with the young. 


They learn all kinds of things and 
parents at home cannot help it. Our 
boys don’t direct the current. They 
find it. No boy is educated alone. It 
is absolutely impossible. To save your 
boy it is necessary to save other boys. 
The great balk of days they are outside 
talking over and planning things. It is 


interesting today to see how many wear | 


a badge or button telling that they are 
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members of some organization. It 
means that there must be associations, 
clubs, the getting together. We must 
realize the fact that it is necessary to 
have boys come together as adults. 

The place for boys is home, but there 
are many homes where the boy is 
forced out because the home is not con- 
genial. These boys are soon to be 
young men. Our boys are growing and 
before we know it they are beyond our 
reach. We can form the wet clay into 
statues but after it gets hard no power 
can change its shape. It is but a 
picture of the boy mind. We can teach 
a dog new tricks but never make him 
forget the tricks learned when he was 
a puppy. The evil things that come to 
us cling, and we can not get rid of 
them. 

Th whersthe Y. M. C. A. comes 
in. The things learned there always 
remain. It is not only your boys but 
the strangers. What are we going to 
do with them? The pastor of no 
church can look after them. Yet the 
first three days of his coming among us 
may determine his whole character. It 
is an awful fact when we _ realize 
strangers are coming to Quincy and 
there is no place for them. This will 
be a place for them. 

What have we here in Quincy ? Thank 
God and Mr. Faxon that we have no 
saloons. But don’t be too sure. There 
are many young men who can tell you 
where to go and get a drink in spite of 
Mr. Faxon, who would stop it if he 
could, He needs help. The old iron 
dipper on the fountain is not the thing 
to tempt the young man when he can 
find someone to get him something that 
will tickle his throat. No one knows 
the courage it takes to resist the sneer 
of companions. What is the wonder 
that they fall, and that there is neces- 
sity of such an association as this for 
your sons and strangers. 

What they want isa bath, a gym- 
nasium, classes where they can study 
and incidentally a little religion. Here 
is where the great plea comes for that 
$12,000 to complete this building. He 
felt sure some citizen would throw him- 
self into the breach and see that this 
will be completed. 

R. M. Armstrong, State Secretary for 
Massachusetts and “Rhode Island, be- 
lieved the building would open the 
hearts and minds, and that it would 
not be long before the building would 
be completed. He then told of what 
was being done in the way of buildings 
in other places, several cities having 
buildings underway. 

The great need was a building in 
your own community. He believed in 
the work for the homeless boy and 
other boys as well. As a parent he 
needed the influence of the Y. M. C. 
A. to save his boy and the boys next to 
him. 

Gov. Bates was the last speaker and 
by that time the street was full of chil- 
dren just out from school. The Gover- 
nor said that he should report tbat the 
boys and girls of Quincy were all right, 
and that what the State was expending 
for them for education is being well 
spent, 

This building is but another evidence 
of what the State is trying to do for its 
children. There are two kinds of or- 
ganization and two kinds of influence. 
One kind is ever looking out for itself 
and for its own enjoyment and pleas- 
ure. The otber kind is just the oppo- 
site. It is totally unselfish. The Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
largely upon such organizations as the 
latter kind. Werecognizethe Y.M.C.A. 
as unselfish, but always tending for 
good and for what all shoald tend to 
apbold. 

It was therefore fitting that a repre- 
sentative of the State should be present 
and express appreciation of the work 
of the association. He who builds a 
house intended for a home is doing a 
good thing for the community. 

We find men endowing a_ public 
school. We say such a man deserves 
well of his fellow men. When.we find 
menerecting a temple with its tall spire 
reaching heavenward we say that he 
also deserves well of his fellow men. 

We are here today to lay the corner 
stone of a building that shall be a com- 
bination of all these. Itis a home, a 
temple, a shelter and a bulwark in the 
community that will conteod against all 
evil influences. 

Here we will find that supplementary 
school, a temple where the soul is not 
overlooked; where character of soul 
will be moulded. Men who will respect 
the laws of the State and morality. 

It was pleasant to congratulate all who 
are interested in this institution, a 
home school and church; all for the 
uplifting of the community. 

Secretary Gay then read the contents 
of the copper box that was to be en- 
closed in the granite corner stone. 

The party then gathered about the 
stone which was laid under the bow 
window at the northerly corner plumb 
and true by Gov. Bates. 

The exercises closed with benediction 
by Rev. Edwin N. Hardy of Bethany 
Congregational church. 

In the gathering were many of the 
clergymen of the city and some from 
out of town.

TOPSY TURVY 


Locomotive Goes 
Over Stone Wall, 


And Heads The Other 
Way; 


Miraculous Escape for Passen- 
gers on Plymouth Fxpress, 


At last reports Engineer Will Adams 
was living, and his fireman, Edward 
Cook, was the only fatality in the dis- 
aster to the Plymouth express, Boston 
bound, at South Braintree on Thursday 
shortly before 1 P. M. 

It was miraculous that all the 100 
passengers and trainmen should have 
escaped injury when the extent of the 
disaster became known, and there is 
mystery as to the cause. 

Probably something broke for the 
engine was switched violently to the 
left, as if whirled on a pivot, and was 
projected in a direction directly oppo- 
site from that in which it had been 
running. Clean over a stone wall it 
flew and landed on its back ina tangle 
of underbrush. Ninety feet nearer 
South Weymouth than the engine its 
forward trucks finally broughtup. Two 
hundred feet back of the engine, and 
laying by the side of the track, was the 
tender. 

Meanwhile, the three cars that com- 
prised the train proceeded on toward 
Boston for a distance of nearly 100 
yards from the point at which detrail- 
ment occurred, and bumped along, 
right side up, until the air brakes 
brought them to a standstill with a jerk, 
The trucks of one car were wrenched 
askew, but otherwise the physical 
damage to the cars was confined to two 
broken windows. 

Both of the engineer's legs were 
ermshed and he was otherwise badly in- 
jured during the meteoric flight of his 
beloved machine, and one of the fire- 
man’s legs was severed and he was 
otherwise terribly battered. This is the 
complete recapitulation of physical 
personal injury, and these two were the 
only ones out of the nore than 100 pas- 
sengers who had to be taken to a_ hos- 
pital, 


Engineer Adams. 


The writer was very well acquainted 
with Engineer William A. Adams and 
has ridden many miles with him in the 
engine. Once on theold engine number 
610 (which used to pull the boat train 
tbrough Quincy to Fall River leaving 
Boston at 6 P. M.) wetimed the speed 
by mile’ stones, and made a mile in 
54 seconds, 

One of the best known railroad men 
on the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad, says the Herald, was 
William H. Adams, sometimes known 
‘‘Wild Bill.’’ This sobriquet was 
not the result of any dare-deviltry on 
his part, but because in bis younger 
days he had been intrusted with the 
running of some of the fastest trains 
on the road and because of his aureola 
of long, curly hair. 

He was one of the old Old Colony 
men. For 34 years he had been con- 
nected with the system, the greater 
part of that period as engineer. For 
years he and Asa Porter ran the ‘‘boat 
train.’’ He had also had fast runs to 
Newport and to Woods Hole, and was 
regarded as one of the road’s best 
pilots. He was a native of Quincy, but 
of late years made his home in Matta- 
pan. 

Edward Cook, his fireman, was a 
young man. During the summer he 
boarded at South Braintree, but the 
address in the possession of the rail- 
road officials registered him at a lodg- 
ing house on Shawmut avenue, but 
which is now vacant. The news of his 
death at the Massachusetts Hospital 
last night was received with especial 
regret by his railroad associates because 
of the fortitude he displayed while 
awaiting surgical assistance. 

Railroad men will write down Wil- 
liam H. Adams and Edward Cook as 
gritty members of a gritty craft. Al- 
though conscious the greater part of 
the time while they lay in the field and 
in the baggage car that transported 
them to Boston, they uttered no com-

There were 
present at the bedside when death 
came the senators son, Rockwood 
Hoar, his daughter, Mary Hoar, and 
Dr. Gilman, who for weeks has been in 
almost constant attendance upon the 
senator.

tending the sessions of the senate 
was obliged to exercise extreme 
lest his exertions should overcome 
him. At that time he was troubled 
with lumbaygo, and the death of his 
wife in Washington proved such a blow 
that he never recovered entirely from 


its depressing effects. 

George I’risbie Hoar was born at Con- 
cord, Mass., Aug. 29, 1826. After a 
preparatory course at Concord acad- 
omy, he entered Harvard university, 
and was graduated in 1864. 
gaging in the study of tho law, he took 

at the Harvard law 
school, and after graduation with the 
degree of LL.B., he began the practice 
of his profession at Worcester. 

In 1852 he served as a member of the 
the legislature and in 1857 as a member 
of the senate. In 1860 he was appoin- 
ted city solicitor of Worcester and pres- 
ident of the trustees of the city library. 

He was elected in 1868 to the Forty- 
first congress and re-elected to the three 
following congresses, declining renom- 
ination for the Forty-fifthcongress. His 
service in the house was especially dis- 
tinguished by his efforts for the passage 
of the education bill prepared by him 
as chairman of the committee on edu- 
His service in the 
house on the committee on _ elections | 
Was also especially notable. The re- 
ports prepared by him are cited as of 
the highest authority in England as 
well as in this country in determining 
the law in contested e:ection cases. 

He presided over the Republican 
state conventions of 1871, 1877, 1882 and 
1885, and was a delegate to the National 
Republican conventions of 1876, 1880, 
1884 and 1888, presiding over the con- 
vention of 1SS0. 

He was elected to the United States 
senate to succeed George S., Boutwell, 
taking his seat March 5, 1877, and re- 
elected in 1882, 1888, 1894 and 1900. 

In conversation a few years ago he 
remarked regarding his ambitions of 
of younger days: “Before I came to 
congress I had built up a Jaw practice | 
that brought me an income of $20,000 
n year, and I had every reason to be- } 
lieve that the practice would grow to | 
$50,000. I had saved from my income | 
about $100,000, and I believed I couid | 
keep my practice and still attend to my | 
duties in congress. After more than | 
BO years in the public service, I find my- 
self at 75 with my law practice gone | 
and the accumulations of my young | 
days dissipated. It is impossible to 
remain in tongress and attend to one’s 
duties and at the same time continue | 
an outside business.”

| to the satisfaction of the 


In the consideration of all questions 
affecting the elections of senators and 
their rights to their seats, Mr. Hoar had 

taken a leading part, while matters re- 

lating to the judiciary had also, espe- 
¢ially in recent years, received his sje- 
eial attention. The federal election law, 
which was the leading public question 
for a time in 1890, wasably championed 
by Mr. Hoar, whose committee had it 
in charge. The national bankruptcy 
bill was also under his immediate dl- 
rection in the senate. In fact, in the 
framing of constructive legislation, Mr. 
Hoar may be said to have had as prom- 
inent a part in this service in the senate 
as any man in that body. 

One of his most notable speeches was 
on “Temporary Government in the 
Philippines,” {n which he sald: 

“The conflict in the Philippines has 
cost you $600,000, thousands’ of 


American soldiers—thé flower of your 


youth—the health and sanity of thou- 
sands more, and hundreds of thousands 
of Fillpinos slain. We have sold out the 
right, the old American right, to speak 
out the sympathy which is in our 
hearts for people who are desolate and 
cppressed everywhere on the face of 
the earth.” 

The senator’s gentle dislike to strict- 
ly soclal duties was generally under- 
stood. Mr. Hoar was an early advo- 
cate of woman suffrage. Inprivateand 
in public he lost no opportunity of aid- 
ing the cause. 

Mr. Hoar was singularly amiable and 
exemplary in private life. He mar- 
ried, in 1853, Miss Mary Louisa 
Spurr of Worcester, who died a few 
years later, leaving a son, Rockwood, 
and a daughter, Mary. In 1862 he mar- 
ried Miss Ruth Ann Miller, who died 
a short time ago. His beautiful Wor- 
cester home contains one of the finest 
private libraries in America, selected 
by Mr. Hoar with scholarly taste and 
judgment. 


CONNECTICUT LAUNCHED 


Workman Relieves the Mind of 
Those Superstitiously Inclined 

New York, Sept. 30.—Althoughb suc- 
cessfully launched, the battleship Con- 
necticut did not have her bottle of 
Welles, 
who had been selected as sponsor for 
the ship. Miss Welles threw the bottle 
at the bows as the ship began to move 
off the ways, but it failed to break 
when it struck the vessel’s side. 

Secretary of the Navy Morton and 
Rear Admiral Rodgers. stood beside 
Miss Welles. Rolece Mattenipten to 
grasp the bottle as it rebounded, but 
failed, and the ship was moving off into 
the water when a workman on the deck 
seized the string that held the bottle 
and dashed the glass receptacle of the 
champagne against the side of the ship, 
shattering it to pieces, to the relief of 
the superstitious.

Abuse of Free Transfers. 


The street railways throughout the 
state are determined to puta stop to 
the passing alovg of transfers, and 
persons detected will be prosecuted. 

In New Haven last week five 
prominent merchants were arraigned 
in court for trying to defraud the local 
railway company by passing along 
transfers, All pleaded guilty and paid 
fines ranging from $14.85 to $34.85. 

The passing of transfers is not un- 
known in Quincy, and the judgments 
in the New Haven cases should serve as 
a warning to people whoare in the 
habit of asking for free transfers 
which they do not intend to use per- 
sunally, but merely to pass along to 
their friends. 

If this scheme was general it can be 
readily seen that it would mean a gréat 
loss to the railway.

VISITS FROM“HEAVY”MEN 


Truce Between Gorman and 


Raynor of Maryland--Support- 
ers of Bryan Being Gathered 
Into the Judge’s Fold 


New York, Sept. 30.—Indicative of 
an effort on the part of Judge Parker 
to unite all factions and bring together 
individuals whose personal differences 
might interfere with harmonious work 
for the national ticket, his callers dur- 
ing the three days of his present trip 
to New York have included representa- 
tives of every wing of the Democratic 
party. 

In this connection conspicuous 
among those who visited the candidate 
yesterday were Dr. J. H. Girdner, who 
has been the host of W. J. Bryan when- 
ever he came to New York, and Alex- 
ander C. Troup of New Haven, who 
served as chairman of the Connecticut 
state committee and conducted an en- 
thusiastic campaign for Bryan four 
years ago. Others prominent in Con- 
bectiaut Democracy have called on 
Judge Parker. 

The incident that has created the 
most notable cpmment was the meeting 
between Benators Gorman and Isador 
Rayner of Maryland, accompanied by 
an announcement from their close pol- 
itical associates that whatever differ- 
ences heretofore existing between the 
Maryland leaders have been dissipated, 
at least so far as the present campaign 
is concerned. Former Representative 
Cable of Illinois, who called on the 
judge, is another whose coming is said 
to mean a unit of effort from opposing 
organizations of the Illinois De- 
mocracy. 

The candidate has made many ac- 
quaintances on this visit to New York. 
Much of his time has been taken up by 
conferences with Chairman Taggart, 
Senator Gorman, William IF’. Sheeban, 
Delancey Nicoll, August Belmont and 
others attached to the national head- 
quarters, but he has had the oppor- 
tunity as well to see scores of leading 
Democrats who came to New York for 
the sole purpose of meeting him.

GIGAR STAMP CASE 


Controversy Settled by Presi- 


dent and Secretary Shaw 


IMPORTERS’ TRADEMARK 


It Must Be Placed on Bottom of 
Cigar Boxes Hereafter, instead 
of the Top--Not the Govern- 
ments Business to Advertise 


Washington, Sept. 30.—The secretary 
of the treasury has Issued a statement 
in the imported cigar stamp matter ia 
which he permits the order made by 
Assistant Secretary Armstrong to 
stand, so fur as it relates to reducing 
the size of the stamp and to attaching 
it in a less conspicuous place on the 
box. He reverses the order wherda 
it required the stamp to be of the same 
color as the Internal revenue stamp 
and it will be placed on the bottom of 
the box instead of the top, but at the 
end where it now appears opposite the 
internal revenue stamp. 

Secretary Shaw had been kept 
advised of the progress of proceedings 
with reference to the customs stamp 
case and copies of papers fled in the 


case had been from time to time for- 
warded to him. After the hearing be- 
fore the acting secretary last Satur- 
day, Mr. Taylor made a concise sum- 
mary of the arguments for the e¢on- 
sideration of the secretary, who took 


up the matter Og his return yesterday 
and, after an interview with the presi- 
dent, made a decision. In bis state- 
ment, the secretary said: 

“The testimony éstablishes the fact 
that the present stamp is used ae a 
trademark by the cigar importers; that 
this trademark is valuable to them 
and confers an advantage upon them 
as against the manufactnrers of dgare 
in the United States; and that cigars 
are, tn effect, the only commodity im- 
ported into the United States that re- 
ceives the benefit of such a trademark.

The tone of an instrument is also 
gravely influenced by the setting up of 
| the movable parts, the sound post, the 
Strings, the bridge and even the pegs. 

Many instruments lose much of their 
power or sweetness if the sound post 
is altered a fractional amount from its 
best position and angle, if the bridge is 
inclined a little more or less or shifted 
or if the strings are not exactly suited 
to the violin. Some instruments prefer 
one'pitch and others another, and all 

vary with the weather. In addition to 
this the best players have moods when 
they cannot play, and the instrument 
is often blamed for these.
